The Light and the Darkness 

“My Ghosts Are Getting Overcrowded”

Living in a world not swarming with ghosts 

- not supernatural visitations, but marking, 
locations, and talk that trigger by exciting 
memory - is to live in a too-empty land. The 
world in which we really live is multidimen- 
sional, having almost no respect for time but 
possessing an endless variety of ways to make 
meaning. Not “we” as in “we, all the people,” 
but “we” as in “you” and as in the “I” of each 
of us. 

This issue contains a section on Jack 
Jackson, who died a few weeks back. We 
noted his death then but took some time pre- 
paring to honor him; we needed to get it right. 
Fortunately, Arts Editor Robert Faires took the 
helm for this section, which honors the man 
and his memory - but especially his work. 

“April is the cruellest month, breeding/ 
Lilacs out of the dead land, mixing/Memory 
and desire, stirring/Dull roots with spring 
rain,” cautions T.S. Eliot at the beginning of 
his poem “The Waste Land.” Warning us, in a 
way, that hope disrupts the dull, that the mix 
of memory (what has happened) with desire 
(what one hopes happens) is inherently cruel. 
Having learned from memory, we pursue 
desire, but over time - as more is experienced 
and desires lessen - the promise of the new 
and the possibility of rebirth is both painful 
in and of itself and ugly, in that memory (the 
experiences remembered) will humiliate the 
act of again desiring. 

It is a time when too many people are dying 

- nothing apocalyptic, but because of age and 
coincidence. This is not a dire prediction but 
an observation, as when one notes it is raining. 
Having survived all these decades, we find that 
too many we know are old, ill, or careless, the 
kiss of survival against all odds that has finally 


worn off many of our generation. Sure, some 
died, others got ill, many matured, a few were 
crippled, and about the same number were 
incarcerated - but there was a long, golden, 
basically stupid youth when something helped 
us survive ridiculous chances, inane choices, 
ill-considered actions, and an aggressive ran- 
domness toward living that should have been 
punished much earlier. 

Rather than blessed youth and cunning 
boomers - “the children of Marx and Coca- 
Cola,” as Jean-Luc Godard suggested - it 
turns out we are of the family of Dorian Gray 
by way of Achilles: So many of us were 
dipped in a pool of invincibility, excepting 
only our ankles. Having gone through signifi- 
cant multiples of any cats’ lives, we are now 
down to our ankles and our ankles only. 

People have died; we expect others will; 
our hearts are broken; any hope we held for 
our friends and future has gone mad - not 
that it has died or has been institutionalized, 
but the gap between what is and what isn’t 
possible has grown ever sharper. 

Looking back, we see the ghosts of those 
still alive but not in our lives, a haunting by 
time passed, friends gone, and, yes, those 
who have died: a few friends and maybe a 
few books, records, performances, paintings, 
plays, dances, events, and/or the like becom- 
ing so much more meaningful and profound. 

Some are more important than others; 
some have passed, not likely to return. Others 
are still very much with us, in ever-evolving 
relationships affected by experience, knowl- 
edge, and time. 

There are friends who are with us every 
day, even if we have not been with them in 
decades (because of death, distance, disen- 
gagement, or disillusionment). Great art, I 
suggest, is work that, almost every time you 
revisit it, is different - the work itself so rich 
and electric that one’s life is the water that 
fills the sponge with meaning. 


Every time I see Citizen Kane, I see a dif- 
ferent movie: variations on a theme, at least, 
but also characters and situations that are 
shadowed and nuanced by experience. There 
is not a week that goes by that I don’t miss 
Ed Lowry (not just think of him, but miss 
him, because my life is just that much emp- 
tier having known him but not knowing him 
now). Film Editor Marge Baumgarten prob- 
ably does not spend a day when she doesn’t 
feel the same. 

There are records I listen to that foster 
nostalgia, remind me of past times, evoke 
forgotten instances, and recall old friends. 
There are records that remind me of who I 
was when I first listened to them and when 
I loved them most, often not the same time. 
There are still the times, riding in the car 
with the open road spreading out before you, 
when that perfect song comes on the radio, 
possibilities despite all learned knowledge 
again vanquishing memory and current real- 
ity, the best you of you sings at the top of your 
lungs. But as pleasurable as all those are, they 
are snapshots in a scrapbook. 

Much more rare are the works that are ever 
anew, with a vitality that betrays their age 
and an impact that denies your familiarity. 
The album you can listen to again and again, 
thinking of the present, dreaming of the 
future, and not tied to the past. 

Songs of Innocent Experience 
and Experienced Innocence 

Arthur Lee, leader and songwriter of 
the band Love, died last week. Among the 
most important L.A. bands of its time, Love 
was never as well-known as the Doors or 
Buffalo Springfield because they didn’t tour 
much. Forever Changes, their third album, 
was appreciated and celebrated when it was 
released. It didn’t make anywhere near as big 
a cultural impact as such similar albums as 
Sgt. Pepper’s, Beggars Banquet, and the Beach 
Boys’ aborted Smile. Yet it remains one of 
the greatest and most-impressive albums of 
all time. The positive aspect of this relative 
neglect is that, every year since it was first 
released, people have discovered the work on 
their own or through the constant, consistent, 
and, if anything, ever-deeper critical respect it 
earns. Unlike the agreed-upon great albums, 
with which almost everyone is familiar due 
to media saturation, Love is waiting, covered 
and disguised, ready to surprise: truly a work 
of shock and awe. 


Forever Changes is alive, music is afoot, 
the magic never died. Last year, Calexico had 
a KGSR hit with “Alone Again Or.” Robert 
Plant recently covered a Love song (over the 
years, he’s covered four), and among others 
who readily acknowledge Love’s influence are 
Lenny Kravitz, Yo la Tengo, Mazzy Star, and 
Led Zeppelin. 

The album has been in my life in so many 
different ways since I first heard it.

There were the years that paranoia was not 
just the norm but required, a time of com- 
munal division during which it was some- 
times hard to tell who was who. Political and 
lifestyle disagreements birthed dangerous 
opposing camps, armed with an array of 
weapons, some much more dangerous than 
others. The taste in the air was bitter; the 
smell was of rot. No matter when we got up, 
it was dark - not just nightfall; sometimes 
it was stormy, but always it was cloudy. 
Others who were there may argue with these 
memories, but, as the citizens of Oz were 
all bespectacled with green glasses, we saw 
everything through the haze of an anger that 
knew no boundaries nor was cautioned by 
any reason. 

Boston at the end of the Sixties and 
beginning of the Seventies was a city of few 
pleasures outside of the ideological exercises 
of deep anger. There were riots, marches, 
gatherings, and confrontations. Well-off, mid- 
dle-class kids in favor of Marxist revolution 
screamed “pigs!!” at blue-collar, working- 
class cops. 

Beaten down, we were never stopped, 
never turned around. It was a time haunted 
by itself and one cursed by possibility and 
diseased by our enthusiasms.

I’m driving my son and his friend to school 
as they both lodge protests over whatever 
music I choose to play Except for Love. The 
first two lines of “Red Telephone” crack them 
up.

I don’t need power when I’m hypnotized 

Look in my eyes 

What are you seeing (I see ...) 

How do you feel?

I feel real phony when my name is Phil

Coda 

Now I’m driving a car made in this decade; 
I’m married and own a home. I actually make 
a living and wear other clothes besides jeans. 
I take vitamins and eat organic foods, and my 
hair isn’t terribly long. We listen to CDs, half 
the furnishings of our home not being stacks 
of vinyl records. 

Still, in my memory, again and again and 
again, I’m in the car, waiting for the light to 
change at the intersection of West Lake Drive 
and 360. We are listening to Love. The end 
of the song begins to play. I fear for them 
in a way that goes deeper than any under- 
standing. Goes deeper than any conscious 
thought or reasonable action. I am frozen 
by the past and shocked by how what once 
was is again. When I lived in Boston in the 
Sixties, these lyrics were stuck in my head 
more than most. Now I hope they don’t 
scare the boys. They don’t seem to notice. 
Every week of that time, they become more 
meaningful and more real. Something very 
ugly has come back and is thriving among 
us and celebrated by all too many. Near four 
decades back, Love captured the moment 
with prophetic immediacy. Now, again, this 
country has brought itself to the place where 
the music is not of the past but bursts from 
the present and warns the future. 
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“Ahh ... 

They’re locking them up today 
They’re throwing away the key 
I wonder who it’ll be tomorrow, you 
or me? 

We’re all normal and we want our 
freedom

Washington Against Hightower 

Dear Editor, 

Jim Hightower’s column on SBA contracting 
(Aug. 4) is a lie [“Hightower Report”]. He takes 
the SBA to task for awarding billions and billions 
in federal contracts to major American corpora- 
tions. Didn’t happen. He either totally misread 
the report he was commenting on, or he is delib- 
erately lying about it to create a lively column. 

The SBA never, ever said that a quarter of the 
SBA’s contracts went to small business. Not so 
fast, slick! The SBA report said a quarter of the 
entire federal government’s contracts went to 
small businesses. The issue is over $314 billion 
in contracts. The SBA’s entire annual budget is 
less than 1% of that. 

The SBA report was based on numbers provid- 
ed to it by the Federal Procurement Data System, 
a database maintained by the GSA. It collects 
data that is input by all of the federal governments 
departments and agencies. SBA didn’t award the 
contracts; it only reported the results. 

None of the large companies he mentions got 
contracts from the SBA. Not one. None of those 
dollars were siphoned out of the SBA. None.

This is why 
the president of the National Black Chamber of 
Commerce says, “ The SBA’s handling of small busi- 
ness contracting is a mess.” If the agency's PR flack 
thinks I’m lying, he might check with SBA’s own 
inspector general, who issued a damning report 
last year that declared: “ One of the most important 
challenges facing the SBA and the entire federal 
government is that large businesses are receiv- 
ing small business procurement awards.” To keep 
up with SBA’s funny-numbers game , contact the 
watchdog group, American Small Business League:

himself than Carl ever could have. Though he 
skillfully rebuted Carl’s use of the epithet “wee 
Jim," he let stand unchallenged Carl’s claim that 
he (Jim) had deliberately given minimum-wage 
numbers 14 times higher than those supplied 
by the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

For goodness sake, Jim, if somebody calls 
you a liar, at least disagree with them! Say that 
it was an honest mistake. Conceding the point 
without argument was the worst thing to do. 

In another part of the letter, Carl chose to make 
an issue out of Jim’s use of the word “us” to 
describe people making a dollar or less over mini- 
mum wage. Had Jim said that this was a meaning- 
less quibble over a word that was irrelevant to his 
overall point, I’d have agreed with him. Instead, he 
came up with this insanely convoluted argument 
that the term was correct merely because he empa- 
thized with such people. Rationalizations like this 
call Jim’s veracity into question (again). If he tells 
us (for example) that a million people suffer from 
Frob’s disease, most of us would feel lied to if we 
later found out that the truth was that one person 
suffered from it and 999,999 felt sorry for him. 

This is still ultimately a quibble, however. 
I don’t really care if Jim said “us” instead of 
"them.” However, I do care that, when accused 
of deliberately misrepresenting numbers, he tac- 
itly concedes the point and justifies it by saying 
that 82% of Americans want a minimum-wage 
hike anyway. While that may well be true, I would 
venture to say that closer to 100% of Americans 
want to be told the truth about it. How many of 
Jim’s numbers can be believed?

[Jim Hightower responds: For goodness sake, 
Graeme, save some of that breathless outrage 
for real problems, not statistics. Here's the trick 
with the Bush numbers that downplay the low- 
wage reality facing so many Americans today: The 
roughly half-million people cited by Mr. Swanson 
are those making precisely $5.15 an hour. This 
statistic cleverly ignores those who are paid just 


a penny more, a nickel more, or even a quarter 
more. Technically these folks are not at the mini- 
mum level, but realistically they are. Even trickier, 
it ignores the 1.4 million Americans who are paid 
less than $5.15 an hour. We can argue over sta- 
tistical niceties, or we can deal with the real-life 
experience of poverty pay in our land of plenty. 
The crucial point is that 7.3 million Americans are 


directly dependent on a minimum-wage increase. 
Raising it to $7.25 an hour would elevate all of 
these people, and an additional 8.2 million would 
also see their wages bumped up. A good source 
for deciphering " official" government numbers 
to find reality is the Economic Policy Institute:

Although we won’t believe he’s dead until we see the wooden stake 
driven through his heart, Tom DeLay insists his congressional 
career is really over. On Thursday and Monday, the 5th Circuit Court 
of Appeals and the U.S. Supreme Court rejected GOP attempts to 
get his name off of the ballot; on Tuesday, he said he’ll still do any- 
thing possible to get his name removed.

Speaking of DeLay, a three-judge panel released new redistricting 
maps for the southwest quadrant of Texas on Friday to remedy viola- 
tions of the Voting Rights Act committed by the DeLay-pushed redis- 
tricting that passed the Texas Legislature in 2003. The good news 
is that Austin Rep. Lloyd Doggett’s district no longer stretches to 
Mexico; the bad is that it’s now a bit more conservative. See p.22. 

NAKED CITY 


An independent arbitrator on Tuesday upheld retired APD Chief Stan 
Knee’s termination of Officer Julie Schroeder, who shot and killed 
18-year-old Daniel Rocha during a struggle during a traffic stop last 
June. Schroeder said she shot Rocha because she believed he’d 
taken her Taser and would use it on her supervisor, Sgt. Don Doyle, 
who was also involved in the fight. According to civil service arbitra- 
tor Norman Bennett, however, Schroeder’s assumption was inaccu- 
rate and did not rise to the level of a “reasonable belief,” the stan- 
dard applied to the use of deadly force. “It is apparent that a rea- 


sonable officer would not have had a reasonable belief that Rocha 
posed a threat of death or serious bodily injury to either 
[Schroeder] or [Doyle] at the time of the shooting,” Bennett wrote. 
“Accordingly, the finding must be that [Schroeder] violated the 
Deadly-Force Policy by shooting Rocha.” (For more on the story, see 
“Schroeder v. APD,” June 2.) - Jordan Smith 

In other APD news, police have charged 51-year-old Jerry Dale 
Carver, minister of education at North Austin’s Great Hills Baptist 
Church, with the July 25 sexual assault of a 15-year-old boy police 
say Carver lured into his car at a bus stop. Carver was arrested 
Aug. 1 at his home. According to police, Carver approached the 
teen at a North Austin bus stop and offered him a ride. Although 
the teen didn’t know Carver, he accepted; once inside the car, 
Carver “engaged” him in “inappropriate behavior and physical con- 
tact,” the police report states. The teen tried to leave the car but 
was unable, and Carver drove to a North Austin park and sexually 
assaulted him before driving him home. Carver’s arrest marks the 
second time a Great Hills Baptist Church youth leader has been 
charged with sexual assault of a child; in 1999, youth minister 
Charles Richard Willits was convicted of indecency with a 14-year- 
old and sentenced to 15 years in prison. Police suspect Carver may 
have left more victims in his wake and are asking anyone with info 
to call the APD’s Child Abuse unit tip line at 974-6880. - J.S. 

Also, APD detectives have arrested and charged 23-year-old Jacob 
Zeke Rubio with the May 28 murder of Esther’s Follies juggler

On seeing the world through 
blood-drenched eyes

As my headline inevitably suggests an unarmed man charg- 
ing into a battle of wits, I briefly considered leaving it at that, 
knowing that regular Statesman readers would understand it 
immediately, enjoy a quick laugh, and move on. But those of 
you who aren’t blessed with such strong stomachs might just 
be puzzled, so I’ll try to fill in the blanks. Not once, but twice 
during recent weeks Our Hometown Editor decided to dem- 
onstrate he knows more about the Middle East than Noam 
Chomsky. The results were predictable. 

The exchange actually began with a letter from local 
Palestinian-American and activist Sylvia Shihadeh, who wrote 
to Oppel with the complaint that reporting from the Middle 
East in the U.S. press in general and the Statesman in par- 
ticular tends unfairly to favor Israel. Oppel reduced the 
charge to a claim of “censorship” of reporting and stoutly

denied the charge: “We don’t put a pro-Israeli slant on 
things.” (“Tracking down claims of bias in Middle East report- 
ing,” July 23, Austin American-Statesman ) In his heart of 
hearts, I’m sure Oppel believes that, because he conceives of 
“slant” as something carefully slathered on copy during the 
production process, like oil-based paint. Yet anyone looking 
for evidence that mainstream editors (and too many report- 
ers) see the Middle East exclusively through U.S./Israeli for- 
eign-policy spectacles will be able to cite these two Oppel 
columns as undeniable evidence. 

Oppel’s direct dispute with Shihadeh focused on whether 
Cox Newspapers’ Middle East bureau reporters experience 
editorial “censorship” when their reports are too critical of 
Israeli policies. Satisfied by the reporters (notably Larry 
Kaplow) that they experience no such thing - only that “space 
is not inexhaustible” - Oppel rejected the charge of censorship 
as well. That is, if there’s no direct censorship, there’s no bias.

Chomsky entered the argument second- 
hand, as Shihadeh cited his statement (on the 
Democracy Now! radio and television program, 
July 14) that the latest violence in Gaza (and 
subsequently Lebanon) was not simply - as it 
has been largely portrayed in the U.S. press - a 
righteous, defensive Israeli response to the 
June 25 abduction of an Israeli soldier, Cpl. 
Gilad Shalit, by Gaza militants, followed two 
weeks later by a similar capture on the Lebanese 
border of two Israeli soldiers by Hezbollah. 
Chomsky noted in the radio interview that the 
situation has been especially volatile since the 
January democratic election of a Hamas major- 
ity to the Palestinian parliament and the violent 
U.S./Israeli rejection of that outcome. And 
then he pointed out something more specific: 
that the capture (or “kidnapping,” as it’s usu- 
ally described) of Shalit was in fact preceded 
the day before by the quite literal kidnapping 
of two Gaza civilians by Israeli soldiers. 

As reported briefly in the Israeli press, the IDF 
announced the Gaza abduction that day, calling 
it an “arrest” of suspected “Hamas militants” 
who were allegedly “planning a major terror 
attack in the coming days.” (No evidence needed 
or supplied.) Yet it was the first such incursion 
into Gaza by Israeli forces in months, and 
Chomsky cited it primarily for the Western 
media response - effectively none. “Israel abduct- 
ed two Gaza civilians, a doctor and his brother. 
We don’t know their names. You don’t know the 
names of victims. They were taken to Israel, pre- 
sumably, and nobody knows their fate. 

“The next day, something happened, which 
we do know about, a lot. Militants in Gaza, 
probably Islamic Jihad, abducted an Israeli sol- 
dier across the border. That’s Corporal Gilad 
Shalit. And that’s well known; first abduction is 
not. Then followed the escalation of Israeli 
attacks on Gaza, which I don’t have to repeat. 
It’s reported on adequately.” That is, there had 
been a few passing press mentions of the IDF 
abduction, unquestioning of the Israeli justifica- 
tion; by contrast, the capture of Shalit and the 
other soldiers has been a major story for weeks, 
and (until the subsequent Hezbollah missile 
barrages) seen as explaining and justifying the 
entire Israeli military offensive against Lebanon. 

Chomsky’s simple point, virtually a truism, 
is that military actions by Israel are generally 
treated by Western sources as self-explanatory 
and self-justifying, indeed barely worth men- 
tioning; similar actions by Israel’s enemies 
(even military captures of uniformed soldiers) 
are unspeakable outrages justifying unlimited 
Israeli offensive response. 

"Cynical Fraud" 

Oppel asked Chomsky for his sources on the 
Gaza episode, and Chomsky supplied them. 
Oppel’s response was stunning. In his July 23 
editorial, he suggested the event never hap- 
pened, dismissing what he called “commen- 
tary articles on leftist web sites,” though the 
published sources he acknowledged include 
Israeli dailies, The Baltimore Sun, and The Los 
Angeles Times. And he called Chomsky’s 
“acknowledgment” that some reports were 
“marginal, understated and brief” as somehow 
confirming that the kidnapping was not worth 
reporting. (As Oppel put it with a shrug, 
“Israeli intelligence and armed forces have 
made it a practice to abduct Palestinians from

They were there to lend a hand to 
the Friends of Barton Springs in their monthly clean- 
up efforts. Leffingwell got the algae-scrubbing party start- 
ed when he began work in sparse nylon shorts, cutting a 
striking, grandfatherly figure. Martinez, falling back on his 
calendar-photo-shoot training at the Fire Department,

their homes and from the street without war- 
rant or probable cause in the way that we 
understand these things.”) Chomsky’s point 
was precisely the opposite, of course, as he 
wrote Oppel in demanding a retraction: “It is 
not an ‘acknowledgment,’ but a condemna- 
tion. I assumed it would be so obvious that I 
would not have to spell it out to you.” 

Bostonian Chomsky might be forgiven for 
overestimating Our Hometown Editor, but 
alas, Oppel wasn’t finished. In his second col- 
umn, (“Agreeing on the facts of the story, but 
not on the conclusions,” Aug. 3), he apolo- 


gized for misinterpreting Chomsky’s “acknowl- 
edgment” - and then did it again. In response 
to Chomsky noting that the IDF routinely 
describe the abducted civilians as “terrorists” 
is not self-confirming (“Reports by armies 
engaged in military actions,” Chomsky wrote, 
“do not become ‘True’ because they are on ‘our 
side’”), Oppel responded, “I see that as an 
attack by Chomsky on the credibility of the 
sources that he chooses to cite.” The IDF says 
they’re “terrorists,” reporters write that down, 
and if that’s not good enough for Chomsky, 
he’s acknowledging that his “sources” are 
weak. (Longtime Austinites will recognize that 
familiar circular logic from the opposite side of 
the editorial page.) 

Finally, while explicitly justifying Israeli mili- 
tary responses to Hamas’ “provocations,” Oppel 
attributed arguments to Chomsky that he didn’t 
make, specifically that “the Israeli abduction of 
the two civilians touched off the Hamas attack.” 
Other observers have suggested that possibility, 


but Chomsky specifically was reacting only to 
the Western media response to the two parallel 
events, and in his angry letter to Oppel he char- 
acterized that response quite bluntly. “What all 
of this reveals, clearly, is utter lack of concern 
over kidnapping when it is carried out by a U.S. 
client,” Chomsky wrote. “Some gave it margin- 
al, understated, and brief mention, again reveal- 
ing the same lack of concern. 

“The conclusions are obvious,” Chomsky 
continued. “Whether suppression of the undis- 
puted facts or casual concession, the perfor- 
mance demonstrates that the pretended out- 


rage over capture of soldiers is pure, cynical 
fraud. Those who suppressed the story, and 
those who gave it marginal mention, are telling 
us, loud and clear, that they care nothing about 
even the far more serious crime of kidnapping 
civilians. The timing is particularly dramatic 
and impossible to miss: IDF kidnapping of 
civilians on June 24, Hamas capture of a sol- 
dier the next day, then the huge U.S. -Israeli 
escalation of attacks on Gaza . . . then the kid- 
napping of soldiers by Hezbollah, then the 
U.S. -Israeli destruction of most of Lebanon, 
justified by the pretense of outrage over kid- 
napping, which is - to repeat - is demonstrat- 
ed, conclusively, to be cynical fraud.” 

Terrorists vs. Surgeons 

Oppel is clearly stung by Chomsky’s harsh 
charges against the U.S. media - “moral 
depravity” really sticks in his craw - but 
Chomsky is only characterizing, in quite tradi- 
tional moral terms, a very old lesson. I’ll cite 


just the classic source on double standards: 
“Thou hypocrite, first cast out the beam out of 
thine own eye; and then shalt thou see clearly 
to cast the mote out of thy brother’s eye” 
(Matthew 7:5). The broad pattern of U.S. 
media coverage of the Middle East, from Iraq 
to Palestine, is institutionally hypocritical in 
just this way. If “their” side attacks, it’s a (“ter- 
rorist”) outrage deserving any extreme of mili- 
tary response; if “our” side attacks, it’s a 
regrettable but necessary (“surgical”) response 
to unbearable provocations. 

Oppel’s own editorials are squarely in this 
tradition. Consider his inability even to con- 
ceive (let alone admit) the possibility that the 
Israeli military perspective on events might not 
be the only credible version. He can’t (or won’t) 
understand Shihadeh’s and then Chomsky’s 
complaints, because that would require him, if 
only for a moment, to see the Israeli Defense 
Forces as they might be seen from the wrong 
end of the gun. Even more striking is his lach- 
rymose but unreflective adoption of the Bush 
administration’s imperial perspective as his 
own: “U.S. influence in the Middle East has 
declined as our efforts to build a democracy in 
Iraq have disintegrated into sectarian violence” 
(my emphasis). When this insane Iraq adven- 
ture began, the Statesman (like virtually all U.S. 
papers) enthusiastically endorsed the colossally 
criminal “shock and awe” hunt for “WMD.” 
Now, when that always transparent rationale 
has been repeatedly exposed as a massive 
fraud, Oppel adopts the ludicrous alternative of 
“democracy-building,” which has somehow, 
passively, “disintegrated” - due, of course, to 
those unmanageably “sectarian” Iraqis. 

Since he’s abundantly earned it, I’ll give 
Chomsky the last word, summing up Oppel’s 
most recent performance. “This is not just 
awful journalism. It’s real cowardice.” ■

As the ride ended for Roy’s Taxi this week, rolling to a close Monday, Aug. 7, 
after 75 years of service, a new cab franchise is coming to take its place. 
Scheduled at City Council today, Aug. 10, is a drawing to determine which of 
three applicants - Capital City, Lone Star, or Longhorn Cab - will be allotted 
a franchise and 55 cab permits. With all three meeting minimum qualifica- 
tions under city rules, a lottery determines the winner. This arbitrary method 
doesn’t sit well with the Urban Transportation Commission, whose members 
formed a special subcommittee to overhaul the process. On Monday, they 
recommended new evaluation guidelines, a ranked criteria they hope council 
will use in lieu of the lotto. The criteria gauges ability in four fields: operations, 
core qualifications, management, and community concerns. - Wells Dunbar 

Travis Co. Clerk Dana DeBeauvoir was in Colorado on Tuesday, observing 
Hart InterCivic’s Voter Verified Paper Audit Trail system in action during 
that state’s primary election. Travis County has been using Hart InterCivic’s 
eSIate electronic voting machines since 2002 - a system that produces no 
paper trail, making any manual recount independent of the machines impos- 
sible. This sparked a lawsuit earlier this year demanding that DeBeauvoir 
implement a system that prints out a paper copy of each ballot cast. The 
suit also targets Texas Secretary of State Roger Williams because no such 
printers have been approved by his office for use anywhere in the state. The 
suit is still awaiting a trial date in state court, but DeBeauvoir said she’s 
open to using such a system pending Williams’ approval - and provided it’s 
a system that works well. “To make this type of application work properly in 
Travis County, we will need clear, written procedures and extensive training of 
poll workers,” said DeBeauvoir. “We’re particularly interested in seeing how 
election judges manage the logistics of paper jams, explain the system to 
voters, and open and close the polls.” - Lee Nichols 

They look so cute together. AISD Superintendent Pat Forgione and Education 
Austin President Louis Malfaro sat side by side at the AISD Board of 
Trustees meeting Monday night and presented a two-year agreement on cer- 
tain budget priorities. If trustees agree to the deal, the teachers union will 
have gotten almost everything on its wish list: a 7.5% salary increase this 
year and a 3% raise in 2007-08, a $2,500 annual stipend for bilingual 
teachers, and 30 additional art, music, and PE teachers in 2007. The district 
would also get something important from the deal, however. The union prom- 
ises to defend the decision to raise 4 cents of additional property-tax reve- 
nue from Austin homeowners, who’ve already seen appraisals rise sharply 
this year. “I want to stress,” said Forgione in a press release, “that all the 
revenue generated this first year by the additional 4 cents authorized by the 
Legislature will be placed in the Fund Balance.” The Fund Balance, essential- 
ly the district’s savings account, is down to $50 million this year, and that 
could begin to affect AISD’s ability to borrow money. The new tax rate would 
raise an additional $18 million for the district. The board will continue dis- 
cussing the budget at their next meeting, on Monday Aug. 14. - Michael May 

In other AISD news, the board of trustees gave a nod on Aug. 7 to Forgione’s 
choices for four new administrators. Glenn Nolley will fill in as acting 
associate superintendent of schools; he’s worked in the district before, as 
principal of Reagan High and the Alternative Learning Center. Jeanne Goka- 
Dubose will become the first principal of the Ann Richards School for Young 
Women Leaders, one of AISD’s new boutique schools, when it opens next 
fall. Mary Romberg is coming all the way from Madison, Wis., to replace 
Goka-Dubose as interim director of the Kealing Middle School Magnet Pro- 
gram. And Helen Fleming Johnson, currently an AISD curriculum specialist in 
science, will direct the Kealing Comprehensive Program. - M.M. 

Also, it’s cool to eat free at school! That’s the message AISD officials are 
hoping to send to high school students, who are notoriously reluctant to sign 
up for the National Free and Reduced Lunch Program. Austin kids really 
shouldn’t be embarrassed; 60% of their peers qualify. The program provides 
meals to students whose family income is below the criteria levels - for 
example, a four-person household with an income below $26,000. The pro- 
gram also includes all foster, migrant, and homeless children. Applications 
are available online or at any AISD campus and can be submitted at any 
time during the school year. - M.M. 

All homes built within the city of Austin by 2015 will have to be “zero energy 
capable,” or efficient enough to power themselves if solar photovoltaic pan- 
els were added, if new Austin Energy-proposed code changes are ulti- 
mately approved. City Council will appoint a task force at today’s meeting to 
study the bold efficiency measures. Greens have been increasingly calling on 
utilities to boost their efficiency measures, especially as a means to offset 
some of the 17 new coal plants planned for the state. The proposed build- 
ing code changes are expected to make homes 60% more efficient than 
those built today. Roger Duncan, AE’s deputy general manager, said that in a 
study of 200 Austin homes, 70% were leaking a third of their AC and heating 
into the attic, one of many areas to be addressed by the code changes, 
which would be implemented through AE’s nationally recognized Green 
Building Program. “Efficiency is the fastest and easiest way to reduce green- 
house gas emissions,” Duncan said. AE first announced the plans at the 
kickoff of the “National Action Plan for Energy Efficiency,” a federally spon- 
sored program in which 23 national utilities have already committed to meet 
growing energy needs with efficiency. - Daniel Mottola 


BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Houston Democratic Rep. Senfronia Thompson has launched a new Web 
site (www.senfroniaforspeaker.com) in a bid to unseat Republican Tom Craddick 
for speaker of the Texas House of Representatives. If nothing else, her long- 
shot campaign will give Craddick and his $3 million war chest a good run 
before House members cast their votes in January. Not only is Thompson 
the longest-serving woman and longest-serving African-American in state leg- 
islative history, she also ranks among the most fearless House members of 
all time. Thompson “stands up for what’s right. ... She’s the heart and soul 
of the Texas House Democratic delegation,” Waco Rep. Jim Dunnam said in 
introducing her at the state party convention in June. Thompson, who arrived 
on the convention stage to Aretha Franklin’s “Respect,” jokingly thanked 
Craddick for spending more than $1 million in corporate donations to reno- 
vate the speaker’s Capitol apartment - “because next year I’m going to be 
staying there.” Thompson is said to have picked up some quiet support from 
GOP House members, though Craddick says he already has more than 
enough House votes to ensure his re-election to the post. - Amy Smith 

State Rep. Lon Burnam, D-Fort Worth, is calling for an investigation into the 
“peculiar circumstances” surrounding the Texas Employees Retirement Sys- 
tem’s purchase of 80,000 shares of stock in a company owned by millionaire 
Republican donor James Leininger. Burnam’s request to the attorney gener- 
al’s office came on the heels of a jury verdict that sent Leininger’s medical- 
device company - Kinetic Concepts Inc. - into free fall on the stock exchange. 
The San Antonio-based company had sought a favorable ruling in its patent- 
infringement case against rival BlueSky Medical Group. In his letter to Attorney 
General Greg Abbott, Burnam pointed out that retirement system board mem- 
ber Bill Ceverha is also a lobbyist for one of Leininger’s pro-voucher groups - 
Texans for Educational Excellence. The ERS board acquired the shares a year 
ago, shortly after Leininger took his company public. The stock lost nearly half 
of its market value in the wake of the jury’s verdict, which the company will 
appeal. Burnam questioned whether state employees and retirees were vic- 
tims of a “massive pump and dump scheme” and asked that Abbott investi- 
gate what role, if any, Ceverha played in the stock purchase. - A.S. 

Third Court of Appeals candidate Mina Brees is recovering from open-heart 
surgery performed at Seton Hospital last week to remove a tumor from the 
left atrium of her heart. The tumor, called a myxoma, had caused Brees to 
suffer a heart attack at her home on Aug. 22. Myxomas are typically benign 
and more commonly found in women. Brees said in a statement that doc- 
tors expect her to make a full recovery, enabling her to return to the cam- 
paign trail in September. The Austin Democrat is running against Republican 
incumbent David Puryear. - A.S. 

The Sunset review of the Office of State-Federal Relations has provid- 
ed a rare glimpse into how Texas attempts to influence Washington politics, 
and the news isn’t all good. The picture that emerged at a hearing this week 
was of an office dominated by Gov. Rick Perry’s staff, with little influence 
from the Legislature and no clear picture of just how much the state is 
spending on outside contracts through various agencies. Earlier this year, 
Perry came under fire for using two conservative lobby firms as outside con- 
sultants for the office, to the tune of $1.1 million. While such practice isn’t 
unusual - Sunset review staff noted that most states place such offices 
under the governor, and many use outside consultants with broader contacts 
- the fact that Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst and House Speaker Tom Craddick 
have taken little interest in meeting to sign off on the state’s federal priori- 
ties is. Director Joey Longley, who is in charge of this Sunset review and 
even the last review of the agency 12 years ago, is recommending that 
OSFR be moved under the governor’s office. Longley also told the Sunset 
Commission, however, that he is keenly aware that the House and Senate 
have not taken a vocal role in helping to shape and direct the policy of the 
office. Committee members, for their part, said it was impossible to force 
Dewhurst and Craddick to the table. The Sunset Commission will make its 
recommendations on OSFR in November. - Kimberly Reeves 

The U.S. Senate passed the Pets Evacuation and Transportation Stand- 
ards (PETS) Act last week, which, according to the U.S. Humane Society, 
“will require local and state disaster plans to include provisions for house- 
hold pets and service animals in the event of a major disaster or emergency.” 
According to Zogby International, almost half of all adult respondents polled 
after Hurricane Katrina said “they would refuse to evacuate ahead of a 
disaster if they could not take their pets with them.” In other critter legisla- 
tion news, the Senate tacked a provision onto the Pension Reform Act last 
week “to close a loophole in the tax code that has been exploited by trophy 
hunters and allowed them to unfairly deduct the costs of their hunting excur- 
sions across the globe,” HSUS says. - Cheryl Smith

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Design Standards 
All Mixed Up 

As Will Wynn likes to say, it’s not a question of if Austin will grow, but how. 

For the converted New Urbanists at City Hall, the shining City on a Hill (or, in 
this case, the gleaming bench on the sidewalk) is Downtown’s Second Street, 
that eclectic mix of shops, restaurants, and residences buoyed by the AMLI 
condominiums. Second Street, and the Guadalupe 31 mixed-use develop- 
ment near UT, says Brewster McCracken, “are examples of the development 
type that’s going to become common on our major thoroughfares.” The City 
Council’s about to make that happen, with a set of commercial design stan- 
dards that they’ll consider on first reading this week. 

A little background: In early 2004, realizing the city had no overarching 
design guidelines, council convened a task force to create recommendations. 
McCracken took an active role in steering the committee, comprising stakehold- 
ers from the Austin Neighborhoods Council, the real-estate lobby, urban- 
planning org Liveable City, and the Design and Planning commissions. The 
committee’s policy report has now been converted into implementable stan- 
dards, by Denver-based Clarion Associates (which, incidentally, will perform 
the same task for the McMansion ordinance). Basically, the design standards 
and mixed-use ordinance can be broken into three main components: 



When Is a Road 
a Corridor? 

Core Transit Corridors: Roads with a 
“population density, mix of users, and transit 
facilities to encourage and support transit use,” 
i.e., the city’s major thoroughfares. Examples 
include Airport, Guadalupe, South Congress, 
and Riverside. 

Urban Roadways: Those roads in the cen- 
tral city other than the CTCs. “Guadalupe, for 
instance, would be a core transit corridor,” says 
Brewster McCracken, “while 24th Street or 
Speedway would be an urban roadway.” 

Suburban Roadways: Streets outside 
urban roadway boundaries, which aren’t core 
transit corridors, highways, urban roadways, or 
hill country roads (streets within 1,000 feet of 
FM 2222, FM 2244, FM 620, Loop 360, and 
Southwest Parkway).

“We faced a fundamental choice between an urban 
style, with more mixed use, and a more suburban 
style,” McCracken says. “The way we were able to 
breach that gap is to identify the streets that should 
be more pedestrian friendly.” In doing so, the Design 
Commission defined differing street types (see 
“When Is a Road a Corridor?”), each with specific 
requirements; for instance, “Core Transit Corridor” 
sidewalks require trees, while “Roadway” sidewalks 
don’t. To facilitate foot traffic, block size is decreased, 
and buildings must sit close to the street, with park- 
ing to the side or back. For larger projects, and devel- 
opments that can’t or won’t meet the criteria, the city 
requires other forms of connectivity and sustainabili- 
ty; these include trails and walkways, parking shaded 
by solar panels, or on-site showers for sweaty bike 
commuters. Common open spaces are also to be 
included in larger developments, while aesthetic con- 
siderations include hiding trash bins and mechanical 
equipment from view and incorporating loading docks 
and infrastructure into the architecture. 


Building Design 
Standards Features 
of the building itself. 

Large windows and panes of 
glazing are required on a build- 
ing’s front, and 70% of the front- 
age should have a shade struc- 
ture. Offices and vertical mixed- 
use buildings are exempt from 
additional design improvements; 
large developments and smaller 
ones with “trademarked design 
features” (i.e., the Golden Arches 
and their ilk) must implement 
architectural detailing in their 
facades or rooftops, comply with 
Green Building standards, add a 
sustainable (solar, vegetated, 
rainwater collecting, etc.) roof, or 
employ other options. The 
requirements apply only to build- 
ings whose facades face the 
roadway and are easily accessi- 
ble to the public. 


Mixed-Use Standards 

Residential office , and retail 
uses within a single , pedestrian- 
oriented structure or district. 

The ordinance’s cornerstone is 
a new zoning classification: VMU, 
or vertical mixed use. Current 
mixed-use zoning allows for differ- 
ent uses in one building or dis- 
trict but doesn’t require residen- 
tial space. Therefore, “mixed-use 
zoning has grown very unpopular 
with neighborhoods,” says 
McCracken. VMU is a brand-new 
zoning requiring residential. 

“We’re focusing density on the cor- 
ridors with pedestrian-friendly ame- 
nities. It’s the most important sec- 
tion of this whole ordinance and 
the most complete implementa- 
tion of Envision Central Texas 
in this region.”

City Budget Hearings Begin Today 


City Council’s public hearings on the proposed 2006-07 
budget begin today, Thursday, with departmental presenta- 
tions at 11am and hearings for the same departments at 
6pm. Today’s grouping includes five departments labeled 
“Community Services”: Parks and Recreation, Library, Health 
and Human Services, Neighborhood Housing and Community 
Development, Solid Waste Services. Citywide increases are 
included for every department, including pay for performance, 
salary market adjustments, and anticipated increases in 
health care costs across the board. Some proposed big-ticket 
departmental increases and highlights, from budget docu- 
ments available on the city Web site (www.ci.austin.tx.us/budget), 
include the following: 

Library: $21.2 million 

• Expansion of the Spicewood Springs branch library (two full- 
time employees [FTEs], $93,000) 

• Additional personnel in security, circulation, human resourc- 
es, and accounting (five FTEs, $204,000) 


Solid Waste Services: $56.7 million 

• New solid-waste personnel due to annexations and growth 
(four FTEs, $172,000) 

• Additional garbage carts and recycling bins ($207,500) 

• Implementation of All-in-One recycling program ($860,000) 

• Litter-abatement personnel (2.5 FTEs, $188,000) 

• Fleet maintenance and fuel-cost increases ($231,500) 

• Legal support for code enforcement (attorney salary and 
benefits, $235,000) 

• Computer hardware and vehicle GPS hardware ($422,000) 

Neighborhood Housing and Community Development: 

$30.1 million (NHCD funding originates from a variety of

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years,” says McCracken, but at what price? 
In the name of “mixed use” and “new 
urbanism,” the eclecticism of sites like 
Second Street often spells expense. Rather 
than exasperating chic development and 
steep prices, McCracken contends the 
ordinance strives to balance density goals 
with affordability. By focusing growth 
along major corridors and away from neigh- 
borhoods, the hope is to keep taxes afford- 
able on single-family homes. But, “afford- 
ability doesn’t happen organically,” 
McCracken says. “It is untrue that the mar- 
ket produces affordability due to supply.” 
Therefore, 10% of VMU rental properties 
must be set at 80% median family income. 
Ten percent might not sound like much, but 
McCracken says the neighbors can set 
lower MFI if they wish, and the 10% reserve 
can double with city assistance, if the 
developer desires. “As density comes,” he 
says, “we don’t want to turn into San Fran- 
cisco - a great urban environment for rich 
people.” - Wells Dunbar

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Democrats Get a Boost From Court Redistricting 


A federal three-judge panel on Friday released a map of new 
congressional districts for the southwest quadrant of Texas to 
remedy violations of the Voting Rights Act that the U.S. Supreme 
Court said were committed by the old maps that former U.S. House 
Speaker Tom DeLay pushed through the Texas Legislature in 2003. 

Specifically, the court was ordered to redraw District 23, the 
configuration of which had diluted Hispanic voting strength in 
South Texas. Although the judges said they tried to make chang- 
es as minimal as possible, the altered boundaries of 23 had a 
ripple effect that required changes in districts 28, 25, 15, and 


DOGGETT PREPARES TO WIN NEW DISTRICT - AGAIN 

The newly drawn congressional map may be great for the 
Democratic Party, but it can be hell on the incumbents who will 
face a much tougher road this campaign season. 

Take Rep. Lloyd Doggett. Last Friday, Doggett was told he 
now represents a 25th Congressional District that - while 
Travis County-centric - clearly tilts more to the right. As Doggett 
calculates it, 200,000 people in this new district have never 
seen Lloyd Doggett’s name on a ballot and about half were not 
part of his district last Thursday. 

And though Doggett now represents most of Travis Co., the 
lines are drawn in ways that aren’t necessarily to his advantage. 
Doggett points out that he represents half of Lakeway, but he 
doesn’t represent the neighborhoods around his alma mater, 
the U. of Texas. Doggett represents the small towns of 
Hallettsville and La Grange, but not the neighborhoods on 
Barton Springs Road. 

“People wanted me to represent Travis County, and it’s enthusi- 
asm that I very much appreciate, but this is a district, as it’s 
drawn, where Bush defeated Gore without a recount,” Doggett 
said. “It’s a very strange configuration, and one I’m determined 
to make work, but it does entail significant effort and significant 
campaign resources.” 

And Doggett is determined to make it work. Just as he made 
sure places like George West, Freer, and McAllen tripped off his 
tongue two years ago, he now must make sure his vocabulary 
includes San Marcos, Lockhart, Fayetteville, and Schulenberg, all 
while wondering whether a serious Republican challenge is immi- 
nent. (He’s already drawn at least one opponent, Lockhart chiro- 
practor Grant Rostig, who describes himself as “a Liberty- 
Republican, following in the footsteps of Ron Paul,” the 
Libertarian-turned-Republican congressman of District 14.) 

“It’s a challenge that I accept, but it’s a challenge,” Doggett 
said. “I don’t think my victory should be declared before the 
votes are counted. There’s going to be a great deal of work nec- 
essary in many small towns over a wide expanse of territory.” And 
Doggett’s trekking that wide expanse of territory, even while half 
his staff and constituents remain firmly anchored in McAllen. On 
Monday, Doggett opened a campaign office on Third Street in 
Austin. Wednesday, he was walking blocks in San Marcos, trying 
to rebuild name identification in a town he has not served since 
his days as a state senator more than two decades ago. 


21. Because these districts are no longer the same ones voted 
on in March primaries, the panel ordered that “open primaries” 
for those seats be held in conjunction with the 2006 general 
election on Nov. 7. Any seat which does not produce a majority 
winner will be settled in a run-off on a date yet to be announced.

The challenge is both political and practical. Doggett and oth- 
ers under the redrawn map are losing constituent relationships 
they spent two years trying to build. Rep. Ruben Hinojosa 
(District 15), who swapped a number of rural counties with 
Doggett in the new map, expressed his regret at losing Bastrop, 
Caldwell, Lavaca, and Colorado counties. 

“This change is another example that rural and emerging com- 
munities have been needlessly reshuffled to pay the price for 
constant redistricting at the whims of political power shifts in the 
state,” Hinojosa said after the decision. “I will continue working 
to the best of my ability to represent South and Central Texas, 
and it is my sincere hope that the good people of Texas won’t 
have to endure this type of political gerrymandering any time in 
the near future.” - Kimberly Reeves 

LLOYD DOGGETT, CONSERVATIVE DEMOCRAT? 

Travis Co. Democrats declared victory last week when a federal 
panel of judges released its new redistricting maps, and for good 
reason - no incumbents were pitted against one another, where- 
as the map proposed by Attorney General Greg Abbott would 
have pushed Austin Democrat Lloyd Doggett’s District 25 out of 
Travis Co., and carved Travis up into districts currently represent- 
ed by Republicans Lamar Smith, Henry Bonilla, and Michael 
McCaul. Instead, District 25 remains anchored in Travis Co., but 
no longer stretches all the way to the Mexican border. While 
that’s good for the simple principle of representative govern- 
ment - basic logic should point out the absurdity of pairing 
Austinites with McAllen residents 300 miles away - it’s a double- 
edged sword for Doggett. He’ll have his Rio Grande Valley 
Hispanic support replaced with rural Central Texans from the for- 
mer District 15, who probably would rather not be represented by 
one of Congress’ staunchest liberals, and by residents of south- 
west Austin and Hays Co. from Smith’s District 21 and the former 
District 28, which include several solidly Republican boxes. 

The Chronicle performed an analysis of the new District 25 
vs. the old one (see right), based on vote totals from the 2004 
congressional election. It’s an admittedly imperfect study - four 
of the 2004 Travis precincts are now split between districts 25 
and 21, which throws off our totals slightly, and of course this 
study can’t account for the differences between strong and weak 
candidates. Nonetheless, it is obvious that Doggett is now in a 
somewhat more competitive district. - L.N. 



The three-judge panel that re-re-redistricted our part of the 
state last week did away with Austin Rep. Lloyd Doggett's 
"fajita strip" that stretched all the way to the Mexican border, 
making the new District 25 strictly a Central Texas constituency 
anchored in South Austin. According to 2004 election totals, 
60% of the district's voters reside in Travis County.

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Supremes Say DeLay Must Stay on Ballot, 
Hammer Says Bowing Out 

The state GOP struck out a third 
time this week in its last effort to 
replace former U.S. Rep. Tom DeLay 
on the November ballot. The legal 
fight between the state Republican 
and Democratic parties screeched to 
a halt Monday with U.S. Supreme 
Court Justice Antonin Scalia’s swift 
rejection of the GOP’s appeal of two 
other court rulings. 

“From day one we were confident s 
in our legal position,” said attorney § 

Cris Feldman, who represented the s 
Democratic Party. “Every judge, § 
regardless of political bent, has 
agreed with our stance.” 

On Tuesday, DeLay announced he would bow out of the race and support a write-in candi- 
date to run as the Republican nominee. “I strongly encourage the Republican Party to take 
any and all actions necessary to give Texas voters an up-or-down choice this fall between two 
major party candidates,” he said in a statement. Nevertheless, the GOP’s write-in candidate 
would have a limited amount of time to mount an effective campaign to run against Democrat 
Nick Lampson. Possible Republican choices to fill the slot include Sugar Land Mayor David 
Wallace, Houston Council Member Shelley Sekula-Gibbs, Sugar Land lawyer Tom 
Campbell, state Sen. Mike Jackson of La Porte, and everyone’s favorite gay basher - state 
Rep. Robert Talton of Pasadena. 

It has been a cruel couple of weeks for the Republicans. The denial from Scalia, who over- 
sees challenges to decisions from the U.S. 5th Circuit Court of Appeals, which includes 
Texas, came just days after strike two, when the 5th Circuit dashed the GOP’s hopes of over- 
turning a decision by U.S. District Judge Sam Sparks. Adding insult to injury, a three-judge 
federal panel, in a separate DeLay-inspired case, redrew some congressional maps to correct 
part of a redistricting plan that the ex-congressman had ramrodded through the Legislature in 
2003, back when the state party and DeLay were at the top of their game. 

Facing criminal indictments in Travis Co. for alleged campaign-finance violations and haunt- 
ed by ties to lobbying scandals in Washington, DeLay resigned from office shortly after the 
March primary, which he won with 62% of the vote. He went through the motions of leaving 
Sugar Land and his 22nd Congressional District to take up residence in Virginia, where he 
obtained a Virginia driver’s license and a hunting and fishing license. With that, GOP Chair 
Tina Benkiser declared DeLay ineligible to run in Texas and sought to replace him on the bal- 
lot with another GOP nominee. The Democratic Party filed suit to block Benkiser’s efforts, 
arguing that the party didn’t have legal authority to switch nominees after the primary elec- 
tion. “You don’t get to just change the party’s nominee,” said Democratic Party Chair Boyd 
Richie. “None of us get to do that.” - Amy Smith 



Voucher Creep? 

Heads up, everybody: Texas Republicans may be on a losing streak in the courtroom, but 
one key GOP player just won an appointment to a state education committee with a shock- 
and-awe-sounding name - the Task Force on Test Security. That’s a name every school 
voucher proponent should love, particularly with someone like Texas Association of 
Business President Bill Hammond serving on the five-member committee charged with 
investigating testing irregularities at a number of school campuses across the state. 

Needless to say, Education Commissioner Shirley Neeley’s appointment of Hammond raised 
eyebrows and red flags all around. One reason is because Hammond and his group support 
private-school vouchers, and public-education advocates believe the task force will serve 
as a vehicle toward privatization. Another reason is because the business group Hammond 
leads is under criminal indictment for its financial role in the 2002 legislative campaigns that 
gave Republicans the upper hand in the House, which subsequently tried to pass a school- 
voucher bill. 

Commissioner Neeley said she created the task force after a data forensic study found evi- 
dence of cheating on standardized tests. It happens that the company that oversees stan- 
dardized testing for the Texas Education Agency - Pearson Educational Measurement - 

was also a subcontractor on the forensic study job that went to Utah-based Caveon Test 
Security. The TEA awarded Pearson the $279 million testing contract in June 2005 and 
handed Caveon and Pearson the $500,000 cheating contract one month later. During this 
same period of time, both Hammond and Pearson lobbyist Sandy Kress (the architect of the 
No Child Left Behind Act that brought us high-stakes testing) were engaged in some high- 
stakes lobbying on a school finance bill pending in a special session of the Legislature. The 
two were aggressively pushing legislation that would have established a series of unachievable 
“reform” mandates for public schools and made it easier for private companies to take over 
failing campuses. The measure failed, but the findings of the new task force could provide 
more ammunition for voucher supporters. In a statement last week, Hammond vowed: “As a 
member of this commission, I will work to see that aggressive action is taken to deal with 
past transgressions. - A.S.

Vintage Thieves 


A series of recent thefts targeting Austin’s 
vintage stores has shaken the boutique 
community, normally a refuge for easygoing 
customer-relations and lax security. The sus- 
pects - two women working as a team - have 
not targeted cash registers or merchandise 
but the boutique employees’ purses and wal- 
lets. As of this week, they are suspected of at 
least five reported thefts across the city with- 
in three weeks, at a combined loss of more 
than $5,000. 

The boutique bandits, apparently the same 
two African-American women, have repeatedly 
used the same technique. One, usually the 
taller of the two, who wears her hair in a 
short bob, engages the store’s often lone 
employee while her companion, a shorter, 
pregnant woman with tight curls and visible 
tattoos, slips behind the counter. The first 
woman will ask the employee to get an item 
that is difficult to reach, creating a distraction 
that allows her accomplice to locate and steal 
the employee’s wallet. “It’s weird to say, but 
they were nice, well-spoken people,” said 



Karen Jo Vennes, owner of Populuxe and 

one of the first to report the pair of suspects. 
“They could probably fool anyone.” 

On June 15, Vennes was working alone 
when the women stole her purse, credit 
cards, $1,000 in cash, and the store’s check- 
book. An hour later, Vennes’ bank called, and 
she was stunned. Mysterious charges on her 
debit card had piled up in less than 45 min- 
utes. “I felt like a doofus,” she said. “They 
were brazen and very organized, and they 
duped me.” 

In the next couple of weeks, similar thefts 
occurred at Shiki, Prototype Vintage 
Design, Feathers Boutique, and Room 
Service South, with attempted but unsuc- 
cessful thefts reported at other vintage 
stores from North Loop to South Lamar. 
Victims speculate that the suspects may be 
using the “Vintage Around Town” guide 
compiled by Room Service’s LuCretia Sisk 
as a convenient way to choose their next tar- 
gets, and in at least one case, the women 
were apparently accompanied by a male 
accomplice. Both Sisk and Feathers’ Emily 
Hoover have been active in warning other vin- 
tage-store owners to be on the lookout. 

Though these were initially presumed to be 
isolated crimes, a deeper connection was 
revealed after $2,000 in fraudulent charges 
were made at a local Sam’s Club. Those pur- 
chases were made using stolen checks from 
Populuxe, credited to Prototype’s stolen ID 
card, and the checks were forged with Hoov- 
er’s name, giving the store-owners documen- 
tation that the thefts were made by the same 
suspects. “I had to call Populuxe, and they 
had already reported my name to the police,” 
Hoover said. “Imagine if she [Vennes] hadn’t 
found out, and someone had come and 
cuffed me in my own store.”

Although store-owners are certain that their 
cases are connected, APD investigators are 
still treating each aspect of the crimes sepa- 
rately, with each boutique assigned several 
different detectives to handle both the theft 
and fraud charges. APD is working to coordi- 
nate information among them. “Right now 
we’re trying to link a bunch of cases - this 
goes beyond four or five stores - and we 
have one administrator working on that,” 
said Detective Shane Lee, assigned to the 
Populuxe case. “You can either do shoddy 
police work and get it done quickly, or you 
can do it right.” 

In the meantime, Austin’s vintage-store 
community has been quick to take its own ini- 
tiatives. Hoover sent out a MySpace bulletin 
last week that has since been reposted doz-

ens of times, with several new victims coming 
forward as a result. Larger stores, such as 
HEB and ExxonMobil, where the suspects 
have turned their stolen credit cards into reus- 
able (and untraceable) gift cards, are cooper- 
ating and offering investigators security cam- 
era footage that reportedly shows the perpe- 
trators. 

For the boutique owners, however, there is 
more at stake than simply capturing the crimi- 
nals responsible. The experience has left 
many of them feeling both vulnerable and 
used. “When you’re a young, small-business 
owner ... you’re very trusting,” Hoover said. 
“The fact that they’re exploiting us for being 
nice, and yes, admittedly a little naive - that’s 
what hurts.” 

Hoover, who had both her wallet and the 
store’s custom-made sign stolen in the same 
weekend, says it has been especially painful. 
The cramped, nook-filled spaces where she 
and others can afford to set up shop allow 
criminals such as these to operate, as does 
their minimal staff and eagerness to please. 

In most cases, the victims said they even 
resisted their initial misgivings about the sus- 
pects’ intentions. “We try to give everyone the 
benefit of the doubt and treat everyone equal- 
ly,” Prototype’s Audrey San Miguel said. “It’s 
sad when you feel that thing in your gut that’s 
telling you, 'Whoa, follow these girls.’ So you 
do the opposite and overcompensate.” 

Larger stores can respond with increased 
security or additional employees, but that’s 
not an affordable option for most of these 
businesses. Only Populuxe has made any 
noticeable changes, closing off its second 
room and hiring an extra counter-person. For 
Feathers and Prototype, relatively new opera- 
tions, adding employees or a security system 
is simply not feasible. The thefts are yet 
another reminder that it’s becoming tougher 
for independent local stores to thrive. “There’s 
a smaller-town mentality [in Austin stores],” 
said Room Service’s Janet Keeble. “But 
when things like this happen, things have to 
change.” 

As of press time, the suspects remain at 
large. Alerted by Hoover’s bulletin, employees 
of several stores have spotted them and have 
thwarted potential thefts, but the women 
haven’t been detained. Detective Lee says it’s 
only a matter of time and says the sudden 
crime wave shouldn’t raise a general alarm 
about the future of the boutiques. 

“Crime follows a fad or fashion - just like 
everything else,” Lee said. - Sean O'Neal

Pie-in-the-Sky Pollution 



Free-market solutions to the federal Clean Air Act - usual- 
ly underwritten by the industry lobby - are easy to dismiss, 
until you end up sitting in a room full of lawmakers who will go 
back to their capitols and propose those same solutions in 
their home states. 

This is a civics lesson in how public policy is created, and it 
starts at places like the American Legislative Exchange 
Council’s annual meeting in San Francisco last week, where 
Texas lawmakers and lobbyists outnumbered every other state 
2-to-l. No one does “free-market” better than ALEC - speak- 
ers quote Thomas Jefferson liberally and often - and the 
goal of conferences such as the one in San Francisco has 
been to find consensus among conservative lawmakers from 
across the nation on topics as diverse as energy, clean air, 
telecommunications, and education. 

These days, Clean Air Act critics not only have their own 
advocates - the basic “self-regulation is good” speech - they 
also have their own scientists. Consider the siren song of crit- 
ics like the American Enterprise Institute’s Joel Schwartz, 
who told a packed room that the Clean Air Act is effective on 
paper only and that the political agendas of various health and 
environmental groups have overridden science. “What hap- 
pened was that air pollution laws were hijacked in the name of 
other political agendas, such as ethanol and biodiesel,” 
Schwartz told lawmakers. “We have a policy that is discon- 
nected from real-world emissions.” 

Schwartz made a number of claims: The Clean Air Act’s 
New Source Review for plants discourages businesses from 
replacing older grandfathered plants with newer, cleaner ones, 
for instance. Vehicle inspection and maintenance pro- 
grams are high in cost and manpower but often yield limited 
results for those efforts. And studies show the effects of 
ozone are worst on the weekends - not weekdays - in urban 
areas, pointing to the fact that the Clean Air Act spends too 
much time on nitrogen-oxide plant emissions and too little

time going after the volatile organic compounds spewed 
by cars and trucks. “What can we do about these feder- 
al rules and their ‘pie in the sky’ reforms?” Schwartz 
asked. “Maybe they [wouldn’t] be ‘pie in the sky’ 
reforms if we limited the federal government to setting 
and enforcing air-quality standards by certain dates, and 
telling states, ‘If you don’t get here by this date, here’s 
what you have to do and here’s what happens to you.”' 

Local environmentalists say there’s enough truth in 
what Schwartz says, minus his spin, to make him dan- 
gerous. Neil Carman of the Sierra Club says that 
Schwartz ignores the bottom line on new source review, 
which has yielded significant results for clean air. Fie 
agreed that inspection and maintenance programs were 
labor intensive, but in regions like Austin-San Marcos, 
such measures address the biggest polluter in our com- 
munities. Carman called most of Schwartz’s research 
“bogus” and funded by the industry. 

Ramon Alvarez of the Environmental Defense 
Fund, the biggest environmental advocate at recent 
state clean-air hearings, says Schwartz has taken isolat- 
ed pinpoint data to make his point while ignoring the 
overall combination of factors that lead to pollution. Fie says 
that it’s true that submitting a plan - and not proof of actual 
emissions reduction - is the main compliance tool for the 
Clean Air Act, but that the “hammer” of the act, the possible 
threat of lost highway funds, has done much to motivate local 
regions to meet many of the clean-air goals they have set. 

Scheleen Walker, who co-chaired the region’s Early Action 
Compact, agreed with Alvarez. The Austin region - teetering 
on the brink of noncompliance under the Clean Air Act - has 
taken the unusual step of attempting to rein in ozone levels by 
2007, before it becomes necessary to carry out a rigorous 
State Implementation Plan. Flouston and Dallas are under 
SIPs, which require more rigorous pollution controls. 


Faced with the comment that some like Schwartz might see 
the region’s efforts as fruitless, Walker said she had a lot 
more confidence in a plan peer-reviewed by scientists all the 
way up to the top of the Bush administration than she did in 
the work of someone funded by the industry lobby. Models run 
at the University of Texas show that reductions in nitrogen 
oxide have twice the effectiveness in reducing ozone as reduc- 
tions in vehicles’ volatile organic compounds. 

“I’m not a scientist, but I have a lot of confidence in our 
plan,” Walker said. “We had to come up with a two-year plan 
that could provide us with some serious reductions quickly, 
and we continue to meet that goal. I think we’re making 
progress.” - Kimberly Reeves

More Minimum Wage Woes 


U.S. Food and Drug Administration officials are slated to meet next week 
with representatives of Barr Pharmaceuticals Inc. to discuss the long-stalled 
plan to sell Barr’s emergency contraceptive, Plan B, without prescription. In a 
July 31 letter to Barr, the FDA suddenly announced that it would be taking a 
new look at a proposal for over-the-counter sales of Plan B; if the pills - nothing 
more than an extra dose of the same hormones prescribed in common birth- 
control pills - would be kept behind pharmacy counters, inaccessible to females 
under 18 (teens would still need a prescription), then the FDA might finally be 
OK with the 3-year-old OTC proposal, the FDA letter read. 

It might be nice to think that the FDA was simply, finally, coming to its scien- 
tific senses regarding emergency contraceptives - moving forward with a plan 
that the FDA’s science advisers have for years agreed is sound - but unfortu- 
nately, the FDA’s latest overture looks more like a case of political expediency 
than of selfless logical thinking. The letter to Barr came just one day before Dr. 
Andrew von Eschenbach, nominee for FDA chief, was slated to go before the 
Senate’s Health, Education, Labor, and Pensions Committee, which must 
approve his nomination before consideration by the full Senate. The shuck-and- 
jive caught the attention of Sens. Patty Murray, D-Wash., and Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, D-N.Y., who have vowed to block von Eschenbach’s confirmation until 
the FDA makes a final decision on whether to allow nonprescription sales of the 
so-called morning-after pill. 

The political promise to make a move on Plan B has come up before, also in 
the context of confirmation hearings: In 2005 Murray and Clinton dropped their 
objections to former FDA chief nominee Lester Crawford after Bush adminis- 
tration officials promised that the agency would act swiftly on the Plan B pro- 
posal. Once the senators cleared the way for Crawford, the FDA again indefi- 
nitely postponed its Plan B decision - indeed, as von Eschenbach was ready to 
face the senators last week, the agency had yet to act on the 2005 promise. 
That is, at least, until FDA officials came to the fore on Aug. 1, to promise 
anew that the agency machine is working, the wheels are turning, and that Plan 
B sales are poised to become reality. Still, at press time, von Eschenbach’s 
confirmation had stalled out in committee pending any concrete Plan B action 
by the FDA. - Jordan Smith 


We’re still chuggin’ along inequality road. Last 
week Congress failed once again to pass a bill that 
would have led to a $2.10 hourly raise in the fed- 
eral minimum wage, which has remained 
unchanged for nearly nine years, since going from 
$4.75 to $5.15 an hour in September of 1997. 

Friday, Aug. 4, Senate Democrats blocked the 
legislation, which the house had passed the week 
before. This time, it’s not the bill’s failure that’s 
pathetic, however. It’s the bill itself. The only way 
Republicans ever let the wage hike make it into leg- 
islation was by having it tacked onto a bill that 
weakened the estate tax, an inheritance tax on 
the bequests of millionaires. Can anyone say “leg- 
islative blackmail?” Democrats who opposed the 
bill did. 

So, we have less than four months to go until 
Dec. 1, when we beat our minimum wage stagna- 
tion record - nine years and three months without 
an increase. We can do it! 

Fortunately for U.S. workers, 22 states, plus the 
District of Columbia, have raised their minimum 
wages past the federal level, largely in response to 
Uncle Sam’s inaction. Just this past year, five 
states - Arkansas, Maryland, Michigan, North 
Carolina, and Pennsylvania - raised their minimum 
wages, and three others - Maine, Delaware, and 
Rhode Island, whose minimum wages already sur- 
passed the federal government’s - approved addi- 
tional raises, according to a July 26 policy brief 
from the Economic Policy Institute. “Fifty-eight 
percent of the national population now lives in 
states that have, or are about to have, minimum 


wages higher than the federal level,” the policy 
brief reads. 

The minimum wage is at a 60-year low compared 
to the pay of workers in other nonsupervisory jobs, 
according to a June 20 joint brief by EPI and the 
Center on Budget and Policy Priorities, which 
also notes that the millions of U.S. workers earning 
$5.15 an hour can afford to buy the least amount 
of stuff they have been able to in 50 years. (For 
more on this, see “Minimum Wage Woes,” July 14.) 
Tidbits like these are largely what have prompted 
states to step in, concludes the more recent EPI 
brief, titled “Federal inaction forces states to raise 
minimum wages.” 

Arizona, Montana, Nevada, Missouri, Colorado, 
and Ohio are all at various points on the road to 
raising their minimum wages. Texas, however, is 
barely in the car. Not that people aren’t trying to 
get something done. Toni McElroy, chair of Texas 
ACORN (Association of Community Organizations 
for Reform Now), has been “holding informal talks 
with legislators” and also doing some electoral 
strategizing, “looking for candidates [who] would 
support our efforts” and trying to help them win. 

“We’re just going to do what we can do at the 
local level,” McElroy said. “If they won’t do it in 
Washington, we’ll just do it state by state.”

WTP No. 4: Still migrating 

Water Treatment Plant No. 4’s strange odyssey slogs on this week, as stakeholders at 
the city and county level struggle to catch up with the City Council’s decision-making. In late 
June, council approved proceeding with WTP 4 in the Balcones Canyonlands Preserve, 
on land in northwest Austin bought by the city and county as a hedge against future growth 
in the ecologically sensitive area. The original site, at the headwaters of Lake Travis, is 
home to the endangered Golden-Cheeked Warbler; that and other environmental con- 
cerns have kept the site from use since its acquisition in the mid-1980s. 

As an alternative, water utility staff proposed building the plant on the nearby Cortaha 
tract, which isn’t without its own worries; it’s home to another threatened bird, the Black- 
Capped Vireo. The water utility and city staff argue that, given the higher bird numbers 
elsewhere in Texas and out-of-state, and the relatively small number at the Cortaha tract 
(some five “nesting pairs”), the trade-off is tenable. The boards and commissions advising 
the utility and overseeing the BCP would like to agree, but seemingly can’t - at both the city 
and county level, there’s reluctance and anger at having been left in the dark earlier. 

Wednesday, Aug. 2, the Water and Wastewater Commission considered recommending 
an amendment to the BCP’s federal Fish & Wildlife permit, required for the Cortaha move. 
The motion passed, but not before two commissioners voted no. Leslie Pool and Laura 
Raun unsuccessfully moved for a two-week delay to allow Balcones Canyonlands 
Conservation Plan committees time to evaluate the site. “It’s a rush to decision without 
time to deliberate,” Pool says. Particularly galling is that a report on the alternate site was 
prepared last September, but Pool’s commission received it only July 21. “I should have had it 
half a year ago,” she said. At the meeting, Assistant City Manager Juan Garza responded 
that plant developers Carollo Engineers, awarded $10 million (of a $50 million contract) for 
“preliminary site assessment,” needed all of the six-month period in which the Vireo migrates 
to perform that work. Pool was unconvinced. “If they got into the site two weeks later, they’d 
still have more than enough time. But we haven’t seen their timeline, or any scope docu- 
ments. ... We haven’t seen any concrete proof of that,” she says. “I personally don’t buy that 
they needed every day of that six-month period ... but I don’t have anything but their state- 
ments to go on.” Pool’s also concerned that Carollo, having been paid more than a million dol- 
lars for assessment work at the original site, has not provided its report to the commission. 

Water and Wastewater is one of several committees considering the move: August 8, 

BCCP’s Citizens Advisory Committee supported building on Cortaha, but only if the water 
utility acquires extra land for Vireo habitat; BCCP’s Scientific Advisory Committee took it 
up Aug. 7, but delayed action. Similarly, the city’s Environmental Board will make a decision 
this Wednesday, Aug. 16, after delaying it earlier this month. Yet there’s one more group look- 
ing at the decision, holding considerably more sway: Travis Co. Commissioner’s Court mulls 
the amendment Aug. 15, having punted it from Aug. 1. Pool won’t be surprised if more ripples 
stir the surface before council acts on it Aug. 24. “It’s an equal legal partnership [between the 
city and the county],” Pool says. “The city can’t just unilaterally move forward.” - Wells Dunbar 



This was the scene during last week’s First Thursday festivities, as neighbors mounted a singing 
demonstration in front of the South Congress Cafe, protesting the upscale Trudy’s spin-off’s prolonged 
refusal to comply with city code centering around an illegally built deck and fence erected atop a 
city sidewalk - all constructed despite four city stop-work orders. The city plans to take Trudy’s back 
to court after the business failed to meet the terms of a deferred adjudication agreement made 
following an initial lawsuit last year. Hard-hat-clad neighbors sang Sixties protest anthems, reworded 
to decry the eatery’s injustices. “We’re directing our collective frustration in a creative, South Austin 
way,” said nearby resident Kathie Tovo. At about the same time, a handful of fire-and-brimstone 
evangelicals arrived carrying signs depicting the damned engulfed in the flames of hell, and a dozen 
or so performers gorily made-up as zombies, advertising a new production, limped past the protest, 
completely bewildering passers by and creating a freaky scene of Village People meets Rocky Horror 
Picture Show. “This is so South Congress,” someone said. - Daniel Mottola 


Hutto Wastewater: 

Is Limmer at it again? 

Public comments regarding site selection for a new, 
regional wastewater treatment plant just outside the city 
of Hutto must be filed with the Lower Colorado River 
Authority by Aug. 15. Plans to locate a regional wastewater 
facility in eastern Williamson Co. have been in the works for 
several years, but a site selection report released by the 
LCRA in April transformed what might otherwise be a routine 
battle of the NIMBY variety into a far darker tale - complete 
with allegations of political favoritism, public-servant pocket- 
lining, and what appears to be the willful ignorance of local 
elected officials. 

At issue is the surprising addition of “Site D” - an exposed parcel of farmland smack in 
the middle of Hutto’s expected future growth corridor - to the list of sites the LCRA is con- 
sidering for a treatment plant that’s projected to treat 16 million gallons a day by 2070. 

Site D is owned by the Walther family, whose members do not wish to sell - meaning 
that in order to develop the site, officials would have to first pay for a costly and likely 
nasty condemnation suit. Prior to April, the prevailing wisdom was that the plant would wind 
up on Site A, a large rectangular swath of land abutting Brushy Creek, heavily forested on 
all sides, which would help hide the sights and smells of the plant. Moreover, the Site A 
landowners are willing sellers. 

The April LCRA report stunned many locals, and especially the Walthers. According to the 
LCRA, the merits of sites A and D had mysteriously equalized. Among the report’s fascinat- 
ing - or perhaps absurd - conclusions were that the sites have comparable vegetative barri- 
ers and that the Walther property will somehow cost less to condemn than Site A will cost 
to buy. Walther family spokesman, attorney Jason Collins, says that according to the 
LCRA’s stated needs, Site D, at just 64 acres, isn’t even large enough to contain the plant 
and provide the planned 500-foot buffer between it and any adjoining land - which would 
mean the agency would have to initiate additional condemnation proceedings just to acquire 
sufficient land for the plant. 

Such considerations are never even mentioned in the LCRA’s report - nor is there any 
mention of the impact Site D would have on residents of neighboring Norman’s Crossing, 
a small historic village just southeast of the proposed site (nor of the impact on other 
sites of historic interest, such as a small slave graveyard just south of the property). And 
although the treatment plant is intended to be a regional facility - meaning the report 
should anticipate the plant’s impact on the entire community - one factor the report 
returns to again and again is the question of cost to and impact of plant placement on 
the relatively small, undeveloped Water Control Improvement District No. 2. 

Surprise: WCID No. 2 is controlled by Williamson Co. Commissioner Frankie Limmer. 
Although it might be expensive for the reasons above, according to the LCRA report, Site D 
would be the least costly option to bring wastewater access to Limmer’s WCID - property 
that the lame duck commissioner reportedly plans to develop into a housing and office/ 
retail community. 

Additionally, Collins notes that the engineering data the LCRA used to develop the site 
study was compiled by none other than Hejl, Lee, and Associates, which has ties to 
Limmer’s development business - Chien Lee is a former board member of WCID No. 2. 
Although Limmer told the Statesman that he did mention the Walther tract to LCRA officials 
who were reportedly researching what property was available in the area, he has denied that 
he had anything to do with LCRA including the Walther property as a possible site for the 
plant. “I have had nothing to do with site selection,” he told the daily.

Cave Murder Update 

Travis Co. District Judge Wilford Flowers has denied a motion to suppress evidence in 
the murder of 23-year-old Jennifer Cave, who was dismembered and left in a bathtub in 
an apartment in West Campus last summer. At a pretrial hearing Aug. 4, Flowers ruled 
that Cave’s mother’s boyfriend, Jim Sedwick, acted reasonably when he forced his way 
into Colton Pitonyak’s empty apartment on Aug. 18, 2005, where he found Cave’s dis- 
membered body in the bathtub, a hacksaw lying on her chest. Attorney Sam Bassett, who 
is defending Pitonyak, argued that all evidence found inside the apartment should be sup- 
pressed because Sedwick, and later, police, entered the apartment illegally. Flowers dis- 
agreed, however; Cave had been missing (and, reportedly, was last seen with Pitonyak), 
her car was found in the parking lot outside Pitonyak’s apartment, and no one answered 
when Sedwick knocked on the door. 

According to police, Cave, a former UT student, went to dinner with Pitonyak on Aug. 16; 
later that evening she called a friend, Michael Rodriguez, saying that she was going to 
help an angry Pitonyak find his missing cell phone. According to police, that was the last 
time anyone heard from Cave. Two days later Sedwick found her body in the bathtub, with 
a hacksaw Pitonyak reportedly bought Aug. 17, along with several other items, including 
latex gloves, carpet cleaner, and ammonia. 

Pitonyak’s trial is slated to begin Oct. 9. -J.S.

George W. has a new veterans front group 
trying to give him some political cover. 

He had the notorious “Swift Boat Veterans 
for Trashing John Kerry” out front for him in 
his 2004 presidential run, but they got 
exposed as a bunch of Republican Party 
hacks, so now he has a fresh group of shills. 
Calling itself “Vets for Freedom,” this bunch 
has been posing as an independent, objec- 
tive, nonpartisan voice, writing articles and 
blogs that support Bush’s war in Iraq. 

An example of their objectivity is a glowing 
piece one of VFF’s leaders posted in June: 
“Baghdad is beautiful,” he gushed. “I mean 
shockingly majestic. I was amazed to see this 
level of cleanliness.” He didn’t mention that, 
only the day before, explosions around beau- 
tiful Baghdad had killed another 23 people. 

Withholding negative details seems to be a 
trademark of this outfit. For example, a guy 
named Taylor Gross went to the Buffalo News 
and at least three other newspapers in April 
to urge them to carry the “balanced and cred- 
ible” stories written by VFF leaders. Gross 
failed to mention, however, that until last year 
he had been a Bush PR flack in the White 
House press office and now heads a 
Republican PR group. 

Nor did Gross tell the newspaper editors 
that the “nonpartisan” Vets for Freedom has 
deep Republican ties, that its slick Web site 
is even hosted by a firm that worked for the 
Bush-Cheney campaign, and that VFF has 
trashed decorated war hero Rep. John Murtha 
and other Democratic critics of George’s mis- 
adventures in Iraq. 

None of the papers took up Gross’ offer, 
though such papers as The New York Times 
and The Washington Post have carried op-ed 
pieces by VFF leaders - none mentioning the 
authors’ partisan connections and bias.

Isn’t it great to know that our homeland 
security officials are on the job to protect you 
and me? Yesiree, they are out there on our 
borders right now - protecting us from getting 
cheaper drugs from Canada. 

It received practically no publicity, but last 
November a homeland tentacle called the 
U.S. Customs and Border Protection Agency 
quietly began confiscating mailings of pre- 
scription drugs that senior citizens and oth- 
ers in our country had ordered from pharma- 
cies in Canada. Are these dangerous drugs? 
Not at all. They’re the same medicines that 
doctors here prescribe - but they cost only 
half as much ... or less. That’s because the 
U.S. is practically the only country in the 
whole world that doesn’t stop the drug giants 
from price gouging, so shopping for the exact 
same medicines outside the U.S. is a way for 
consumers to avoid being ripped off. 

But George W.’s border-protection police 
are now stepping in to ... well, protect the rip- 
off prices of the drug giants, which get the 
bulk of their global profits by gouging American 
consumers. Perhaps you thought that our 
homeland security agency was focused on 
assuring ... you know ... our security. But, no; 
it’s busy defending our borders against fairly 
priced drugs being delivered to heart 
patients, diabetes sufferers, and others. 

The good news is that the public has 
rebelled, forcing both the House and Senate 
to pass an amendment prohibiting border 
agents from seizing medicines imported from 
Canada. The bad news, however, is that the 
drug corporations are major GOP campaign 
donors and employ more Washington lobby- 
ists than there are members of Congress. 

So, the Bush White House and Republican 
congressional leaders are gathering behind 
closed doors to kill this pro-consumer amend- 
ment, even though it has already passed in 
both houses of Congress.

The Taco Kings, Besieged 

Street vendors straddle the line between street life and neighborhoods 
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Thanks in a large part to Polo Cadena and AVATACO, the City 
Council has just enacted a new ordinance that regulates the 
operation of mobile food vendors in Austin. 


The four members of AVATACO, a newly 
formed association of Austin taco stand owners, 
spill out of a van on the comer of Cesar Chavez 
and Pleasant Valley and approach the Piedras 
Negras taco stand. It’s part of a weeklong effort 
to contact every taco trailer in the city, and it’s 
clear they mean business. They’re all wearing 
pressed white button-down shirts with a photo 
ID dangling from the lapel, a taco insignia on 
the back and, above that, in large block letters 
“AVATACO.” That’s not quite an acronym for 
the organization’s full name, Associacion de 
Vendores Ambulantes en Trailers de Comida en la 
Cuidad de Austin: the Austin Association of 
Mobile Trailer Food Vendors. President Apolinar 
“Polo” Cadena approaches Piedras Negras with 
a clipboard and a smile and introduces himself 
in Spanish. Another member, Salud Perez, 
begins to snap pictures. The owners of Piedras 
Negras are less than welcoming. 

“First, I don’t speak Spanish,” a young His- 
panic woman says, ready for a fight. “And stop 
taking pictures. This is private property. You 
think you can just come up here and start tak- 
ing pictures? Just like that?!” 

When Cadena senses resistance, he just 
opens his mouth. The words are hesitant at 
first, but then flow with a torrential force that 
allows little room for dissent. His limited 
English does not slow him down. “What we’re 
doing is very good,” he began, picking up 
steam. “It’s very nice. We’re together with you. 
I’m fighting the city to make life good for us. 
We’re doing a census of all the taco vendors. 
We need names and phone numbers for every 
trailer in the city. The city made new laws for 
taco trailers this month. Here are the mles. We 
show you what’s fine and not so good with 
your trailer. The menu is very nice. But that 
sign is not so good. The city says you can’t have 
that sign there. The electricity is not good also.” 
He points to an extension cord snaking across 
the lot. “You need a meter from the city. We 
show you. We help. Sorry you are angry like 
that, I don’t mean to ...” He continues talking 
and begins to pull an official-looking AVATACO 
census form out of his clipboard. 

A squat Hispanic woman approaches. She’s 
clearly in the owner’s posse. She looks side- 
ways at Cadena and whispers loudly, “Why 
don’t he talk right?” 


Flavors of Mexico 

In the five months since Cadena founded 
AVATACO, he’s learned that bringing the hun- 
dreds of taco stands under one organizational 
umbrella is about as easy as teaching possums 
to dance the Cucaracha. In the first place, 
many vendors are undocumented immigrants 
who naturally fear getting involved with city 
politics. Also, most taco stand vendors have 
gone into the business, which is not especially 
lucrative, because they crave independence, 
not solidarity. As anyone who drives around 
town can see, the field has also gotten both 
crowded and competitive in recent years, and 
some are suspicious of Cadena’s motives. He’s 
a taco stand owner who appears to be enforc- 
ing city rules. And then there’s the fact that 
taco stand vendors tend to work 12 to 15 
hours a day and don’t really have much leftover 
time or energy for association meetings. 


Cadena presses on. Thanks in a large part to 
his work, the City Council has just enacted a 
new ordinance that, for the first time, regulates 
the operation of mobile food vendors in Austin 
(see below). Cadena hopes to bring every 
AVATACO member into compliance with the 
new rules, so the police and zoning officials 
will see the organization’s colorful taco-insig- 
nia sticker on trailers and leave the members 
alone. But AVATACO is about more than qual- 
ity control. Cadena hopes to unify taco ven- 
dors into some kind of collective movement 
that can, perhaps, help taco stand vendors 
control their own destiny. The irony is that 
Cadena’s having a tough time organizing 
AVATACO and keeping his own life together. 

The AVATACO team gets a better reception 
later in the day, when they stop at Austin’s taco 
stand dynasty, Especialidad Tacos al Pastor, on 
Riverside and Royal Crest. There are three taco 
stands in the parking lot, one covered with cus- 


THE NEW VENDOR RULES 

Until this year, mobile taco stands operated without fully legal status 
in Austin. On June 8, the City Council gave preliminary approval to a 
new ordinance, which is undergoing review by city staff and commis- 


sions. The Planning Commission subcommittee on codes and ordinances 
will discuss proposed revisions on Aug. 15, and the full commission is 
expected to consider the changes on Aug. 22. City Council is expected 
to vote on any changes to the ordinance on Aug. 31. - M.M. 


UNDER THE TERMS OF THE DRAFT ORDINANCE, A MOBILE FOOD ESTABLISHMENT: 


• Must be licensed by the city Health 
Department. 

• Is permitted in all commercial or industrial 
zoning districts, except office. 

• May not be located within 50 feet of a build- 
ing that has residential and commercial use 
(note: precise “buffer” distance still to be 
determined). 


• May not operate between 3 and 6am. 

• May not be located within 20 feet of 
a restaurant. 

• Cannot produce a noise level from mechani- 
cal or sound equipment that exceeds 70 
decibels when measured at a residential 
property line. 

• Cannot have drive-in service. 


• Must shield any exterior lighting. 

• Can only have signs that are attached to 
the stand. 

• Must provide a trash can. 

• Must keep the area clean of litter. 

• Does not require a site plan, site plan exemp- 
tion, or temporary use permit. 


tom neon signs, but Raul Rodriguez, whose fam- 
ily owns the stands, invites them into their res- 
taurant (also named Al Pastor) to talk. Rodriguez 
says that when his mother opened the stand in 
1982, it was the first in Austin. “We needed a 
job,” he says. “And we thought it’s time to bring 
a little flavor to Austin, a little bit of Mexico.” The 
first trailer cost $20,000 to make from scratch, 
and it was stolen years later in the middle of the 
night. But the initial investment has paid off. 
Over the years, the family saved enough to open 
several other stands and a restaurant, and now 
Al Pastor employs dozens of members of the 
family. Rodriguez and his family are living the 
dream of every taco stand entrepreneur. 

Rodriguez and Cadena discuss the new ordi- 
nance in the cool interior of the Al Pastor res- 
taurant. AVATACO still has one major battle to 
fight with the city. The council has yet to vote 
on how close a taco stand can be to a resi- 
dence. Rodriguez and Cadena worry it will be 
200 feet, as in the original draft. “Are they 
going to use a helicopter to check on us?” jokes 
Rodriguez. His stand is in the midst of a sea of 
parking lots, but an apartment building down 
the block could be within 200 feet. If that pro- 
posal becomes official policy, hundreds of trail- 
ers will have to move or go out of business. 

Yet for the most part, Rodriguez embraces the 
new regulations. In the two decades since he 
opened his first trailer, he’s watched taco stands 
crop up wherever there are hungry Austinites 
and an open slab of pavement, sometimes only 
a neglected patch of grass. The reason for the 
boom is obvious. Immigrants are flooding into 
Austin, increasing the demand for quick and 
inexpensive (and Mexican) food, and there are 
few businesses that you can start with such a 
small investment. “There are people in Austin 
now that can make you a trailer for $6,000,” he 
says. Indeed, Rodriguez, perhaps because of his 
own position in the market, hopes the ordi- 
nance will thin the competition. “There’s too 
many taco stands,” he says. “And not all of 
them have high standards. Some them have 
gone into residential neighborhoods to set up, 
and that causes problems for everyone. We’re 
not in Mexico any more. This is the U.S.” 

Tacos and the Neighborhood 

Cadena did not found AVATACO in pursuit 
of some lofty civic goal. He’s fighting for sur- 
vival, and the ordinance that he fought to pass 
is not intended to put his competition out of 
business. In fact, it should allow them to con- 
tinue to exist. Despite the fact that they’ve 
been the center of a late-night cultural and 
culinary experience in Austin for decades, until 
the City Council passed its ordinance on June 
8, taco stands were actually illegal. 

Cadena learned that fact the hard way. For 
more than three years, he operated his lucrative, 
hand-painted taco trailer, Taqueria el Rey Polo, 
in the Gran Mercado on Riverside. Unlike some 
other taco stands, he had a sticker from the 
Health Department, and he paid his taxes. So, 
needless to say, he was shocked when the 
police showed up in February, told him he was 
operating an illegal business, and issued him a 
$1,500 ticket for operating without a site plan 
from the city’s planning department. Cadena 
did not keep his cool. “I said, ‘Fuck you! That’s 
my job! I don’t do anything wrong. I pay rent

here, why don’t you give my landlord the ticket 
if there’s a problem!”’ Cadena recalls that the 
policeman told him that he better move his 
business soon. “I’m not going to get tired of 
writing tickets.” And he didn’t. For weeks, the 
stalemate continued. Cadena refused to move 
his trailer. The police continued issuing tickets. 

Cadena figured there had to be some mis- 
take. He took his tickets and went to talk with 
city officials in charge of zoning and planning, 
and he found himself embarking on a dark and 
murky journey into the bowels of city govern- 
ment. Official after official told him the same 
story: Yes, it is unfair that Cadena was busted 
despite the fact that he paid taxes and bought 
permits, but the city’s zoning ordinance does 
not have a provision for mobile vending units 
- and that makes the stands illegal. Cadena 
remembers finding himself in the office of one 
official, literally begging for his livelihood. “I 
told him, ‘I’ve been paying taxes to the city for 
three years. Please help me. I need to work. I 
must pay for my house. I must pay for my

workers. Who can help me?’ He looked at me 
and said, ‘I don’t know. Not me.’” 

It turns out Cadena was caught up in a bigger 
struggle. Greg Guernsey, head of Austin’s 
Planning and Zoning Department, readily 
admits that taco stands had existed in legal 
limbo for decades without any enforcement 
action by the city. As he explains: “We operate 
our enforcement on a complaint-driven basis.” 
And not everyone was pleased with the home- 
grown street culture that brings Riverside to life 
in the wee hours of the morning. The com- 
plaints emanated primarily from a small, sin- 
gle-family neighborhood that lies buried 
between the student housing, bars, pawn- 
shops, and parking lots that dominate the near- 
southeast landscape. Toni House, co-vice-pres- 
ident of the South River City Citizens neighbor- 
hood association, says that the explosion of 
taco stands encroaches on what little tranquil- 
ity the neighborhood had left. “The busiest 


time for the mobile vendors is from 10 at night 
to three in the morning,” she says. “We have a 
real problem with them contributing to the 
crime rate of our neighborhood, which is the 
highest in the city. The police spend an inordi- 
nate amount of time breaking up fights outside 
the stands. Drug dealers set up shop among 
the vendors. And the patrons are largely inebri- 


ated, which makes them easy prey for crimi- 
nals.” (Actually, the Austin Police Department 
says that East Riverside does not top the city’s 
crime stats.) 

House and her neighbors began a campaign 
to rein in the taco stands, and they started 
with the Planning and Zoning Commission. 
House says that the taco stands provide a ser- 


vice and should be able to operate -just not so 
late at night and so close to the neighborhood. 
“If the taco stands weren’t operating so late,” 
she says, “there wouldn’t be any reason for 
anybody to be on the streets. Some of these 
stands are right next to single-family homes. It 
makes it hard to sleep.” The homeowners 
advocated for creating an ordinance like the 
one in San Antonio, which keeps taco stands 
from operating past dark most of the year. Yet 
because much of the Riverside-area taco busi- 
ness comes late at night from the nearby apart- 
ments and clubs, it would put most of the 
Riverside stands out of business. 

The SRCC sees the taco stands as one of the 
obstacles in a plan to transform Riverside into 
a scenic roadway or, as House puts it, “the 
gateway to the city.” The SRCC would like 
Riverside redeveloped with wide sidewalks, 
green space, and a mix of new retail and office 
developments. (It’s going to take a while, espe- 
cially because neighborhood advocates have 
opposed three proposed developments on 
Riverside, either because they were too tall or 
included apartments. Austin Planning 
Commission Chair Dave Sullivan believes these 
developments would actually bring more tran- 
quility to the neighborhood, partly because if 
the area is redeveloped, the taco stands would 
find another niche. “They’re filling a void of 
unused urban space,” says Sullivan. “And 
developers are attracted for the same reason. 
But it’s difficult to convince them to build if 
they can’t increase the density there or build a 
mixed-use complex with apartments.”) 
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Riverside Taco War 

Cadena wasn’t the only vendor caught up in 
the battle over the future of East Riverside. The 
police began to issue tickets to a number of 
taco vendors, and some stands ended up with 
thousands of dollars in fines. Cadena and other 
vendors believe they were being targeted for 
one reason. “Maybe it’s because they don’t like 
Hispanic people,” says Cadena. As the crisis 
grew, Cadena managed to land a meeting with 
then Council Member Raul Alvarez, who lent a 
sympathetic ear. Alvarez told Cadena that there 
was only one way to get rid of the tickets and 
the police - change city law to make mobile 
vendors legal. 

Alvarez agreed to help, but he told Cadena 
that he must find other vendors willing to tes- 
tify. That night Cadena took his fight public. 
“I’d never organized anything like this before, 
but the city was going to stop me from making 
money.” He printed a flyer and began distribut- 
ing it to hundreds of taco stands. It read: “To 
all taco vendors. This is an initiation to a big con- 
troversy that affects us. We have to win this case 
and change the law. If we lose this case, they wont 
allow us to work at our trailers. And for many of 
us, it’s our only way to live.” 

It turned out that getting vendors to engage 
the city was going to take more than a flyer. 
“The other vendors were scared to fight with 
the city,” he remembers, shaking his head. 
“One after another told me they wouldn’t help. 
Some of them accused me of being a liar. They 
said that it was my problem. They accused me 
of not having a license to operate. I was very 
insulted.” At the next meeting with Alvarez, 
only eight vendors showed up. Alvarez told 
him it wasn’t enough. The council wasn’t going 
to agree to change city law for only eight peo- 
ple. Cadena was going to need at least 20. 

Cadena hit the streets again and started 
building the AVATACO organization, one mem- 
ber at a time. It now has about 70 members. 
Cadena says the eventual growth of the organi- 
zation had little to do with his skills as an 
organizer or an outpouring of civic concern by 
the taco vendors. “After a while,” he says, 
“many other vendors got tickets. So they 
decided they better join AVATACO.” At the 
next meeting with Alvarez, they began to nego- 
tiate an ordinance that would regulate taco 
stands more strictly than in the past but would 
allow them to operate legally. 

The final version of the ordinance was pre- 
sented to the City Council in early June. It pro- 
posed allowing mobile vendors to operate with 
a temporary use permit. It also attempted to 
alleviate the concerns of neighbors by keeping 
vendors out of residential areas, preventing 
them from operating past 3am, and regulating 
the amount of noise and light they generated. 
The ordinance will affect all mobile vending 
stands, including those that sell pizza and hot 
dogs around town. 

Around 35 mobile vendors, many with small 
children, crowded the City Council chambers on 
June 8, although few of them spoke. The 
Riverside neighbors were there as well. Cadena 
presented a petition signed by several hundred 
neighbors who didn’t object to the taco trailers. 
Others approached the dais and simply asked 
the council members in Spanish to allow them 
to continue working. The representatives from

This notice of proposed maximum salaries and allowances for Travis County elected officials during Fiscal Year 2007 is 
pursuant to section 152.013 of the Texas Local Government Code. A Public Hearing on the FY 2007 elected officials’ salaries 
and allowances will be held on August 22, 2006, at 9:00 a.m. in the Travis County Commissioners Courtroom, 314 West 11th 
Street. All persons are invited and may participate in the hearing. Commissioners Court will then set the elected officials’ 
salaries and allowances. 
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1. Travis County pays for health insurance for every county employee and elected official. If a county employee or 
elected official had and continues to have other health coverage and has continuously declined this county coverage since 
September 30, 2003, that person may receive an additional $184.86 per month. This amount may, at that person’s option, 
be added to their total annual FY 06 salary or placed in an IRS approved flexible spending account for the reimbursement 
of health care or dependent care expenses. 

2. This ad reflects the budgeted salaries for the above elected officials. All elected officials have the right to decline the 
salaries set for their office. 

3. These officials receive $1,026.86 as a “benefit replacement pay” supplement if employed by the state continuously 
since August 31, 1995. The Legislature specifically said that this supplement is not “salary,” but it is included in the 
total amount received by these officials for purposes of comparing the salaries of other elected officials. 

4. As of January 1, 2006, the Probate Judge was elected Presiding Judge of the Statutory Probate Judges of Texas for four 
years. For the additional duties as Presiding Judge he is paid $33,000 per year. 

5. This includes $4,800 paid for service on the Travis County Juvenile Board. 

6. The Commissioner, Precinct 3 salary for FY 2006 was $67,854.00. Pursuant to Local Gov’t Code §152.052, the 
Commissioner Precinct 3 has requested that his compensation for FY ’07 be set at a base salary of $73,915.00, the 
salary at the time he took office, plus 5% for a total of $77,611.00. This would result in an increase of $9,757.

the South River City Citizens argued that the 
ordinance wasn’t tough enough and repeated 
their argument that the vendors were making the 
streets unsafe. But the council was clearly sym- 
pathetic to the vendors; Mayor Will Wynn actu- 
ally joked that maybe the city should partner 
with taco stands to keep drunk people eating 
tacos instead of just getting in their cars and driv- 
ing home. The ordinance passed unanimously, 
but with one major provision omitted - a 
requirement that the taco stands locate at least 
200 feet from residential zones. The Planning 
Commission was charged with determining a 
distance that would ease neighborhood noise 
without forcing the trailers out of business. 

Taco Politics 

The 20 or so core members of AVATACO 
gather each Thursday under the arches of Plaza 
Saltillo to discuss strategy. On July 13, Cadena 
and Vice-President Esmael Lozano presented 
the results of the citywide census, which 
showed that a 200-foot buffer would force the 
vast majority of the taco stands in Southeast 
Austin to move or close. Lozano pulled out a 
photo of a simple white trailer and displayed it 
to the group. “This is the only trailer that is 


currently meeting all the regulations in the 
ordinance,” he said. “The majority is in decent 
shape, more or less. But we have promised that 
all the trailers with the AVATACO sticker will 
not have any problems with the inspectors. If 
we don’t get this right and prove to the city 
that we mean well, we’re going to end up with 
a 100- or 200-foot buffer zone.” 

For more than an hour, Lozano and Cadena 
passed around photos of 70 taco stands in 
Austin, with a lesson for the members about each 
one. But the two were clearly frustrated with the 
response by the vendors. “Most people gave us 
phone numbers that don’t work, or no one 
answers,” said Lozano. “People need to under- 
stand that we’ve got to start working together.” 
Lozano owns a trailer as well, but his vision 
for AVATACO goes far beyond self-interest. 
He’s been in the U.S. for almost 20 years, and 
he’s an orthodox assimilationist. He’s one of 
the leaders of Crisol (“crucible” or “melting 
pot”), a local organization that educates recent 
immigrants about U.S. laws. He believes that 
AVATACO should foster personal growth and 
reflection among its members. “I believe in this 
country and the opportunities here,” he says. 
“It’s not all about work and money. Many of 
our people don’t think ahead and prepare for 


the future. They bring children to work with 
them in the taco stands, but it’s not safe. And 
as soon as they get $5,000 saved, they go and 
buy a big truck with a giant stereo system. It’s 
not that I’m a big man with all the answers. I 
believe if we come together and identify prob- 
lems, we can come up with solutions.” 

Cadena and Lozano both have a vision for 
AVATACO that extends beyond the new ordi- 
nance. They’d like the association to raise 
money by providing services at city events. 
They hope it will hold its own festivals with 
music and food. Cadena wants the vendors to 
ultimately pool their money and buy some 
land, so they won’t be dependent on renting 
from other businesses. 

The next week, Cadena brought the photos 
and figures from the census to a meeting of the 
Planning Commission subcommittee on codes 
and ordinances. He proposed a 70-foot buffer, 
which he said would force the stands closest to 
the neighborhood to move but allow most 
AVATACO members to stay in business. An 
SRCC neighborhood activist, Dawn Cizmar, 
was also at the meeting, to advocate for a 200- 
foot buffer. “I’d like to say that these vendors 
have never come to the neighbors to try and 
work things out,” she said. “It seems like 


they’d rather take a political approach.” Cizmar 
and her neighbors don’t understand or believe 
that AVATACO would also like to see the most 
rowdy stands go out of business, so they can 
return to operating in peace. The meeting 
ended without a decision. 

The next meeting was even less productive. 
Although the subject up for discussion was the 
distance of the buffer, the residents who showed 
up spent a long time arguing that the fixed taco 
stands should not qualify for a “mobile” desig- 
nation since they often stay put and still more 
time blaming the stands for a host of neighbor- 
hood social ills. “It seems like you want to get 
rid of taco stands,” said Chairman David 
Sullivan. “And we’re not going to do that.” 
Cadena and Lozano brought a translator, UT 
student Raul Ramirez, who accused the resi- 
dents of “having a problem with Hispanic cul- 
ture.” The subcommittee members struggled to 
keep the conversation civil and on track, pro- 
posing solutions such as limiting the hours of 
operation for the taco stands closest to homes 
and requiring security guards. It’s clear that the 
main problem lies with a few stands in large 
parking lots, where their patrons have room to 
do drunk, stupid things like drive doughnuts 
around the lot. After the meeting, Cadena and

Look 
for the BINGO sign. 

The original late-night Riverside taco 
stand. The family has been perfecting its 
technique for more than 20 years, and it 
shows. The tortillas are homemade, and the 
barbacoa melts in your mouth. - M.M. 


TAQUERIA LA CANARIA 

Northeast corner of 51st and Airport, in the 
1 Stop convenience store parking lot. 

Remedios Rodriguez is the head chef in 
this canary-yellow trailer, and she’s brought the 
flavor of Acapulco to North Central Austin. The 
tortillas and gorditas are handmade, and the 
came guisada rivals the best in town. - M.M. 

P0LL0 EL N0RTEN0 

Corner of 51st and Broadmoor Drive, in the 
parking lot of the gas station. 

This taco stand is holding its own against 
a Church’s Chicken across the street. You 
can get an entire grilled chicken here, and it 
comes with a salsa that’s the color of gua- 
camole and the strength of a hundred 
charging bulls. - M.M. 


TAQUERIA DON CHUY 

Near the corner of Lamar and Grady, 
between Kramer and Rundberg. 

Here’s the place to get your far-north 
taco fix. The chicken fajita tacos are cooked 
to perfection and come complete with 
grilled red peppers and onion. If you’re in 
the mood, they also serve a liver and onion 
taco. Yummy! - M.M. 

EL0TES ASAD0S 

East side of Lamar, just north of Rundberg , 
in a parking lot of a Mexican market. 

This stand specializes in a popular 
Mexican snack - roasted com. It conve- 
niently comes in a cup, so you won’t make a 
mess. They also serve shaved ice, so that 
makes it a meal. - M.M. 


TAQUERIA LA FLOR 

4901 S. First, in the Stop-N-Shop parking lot. 

Best breakfast tacos ever. Everything is 
made fresh to order and is definitely worth 
the wait. Pick your own ingredients among 
egg, potato, bacon, nopalitos, chorizo, and 
pretty darned good barbacoa, etc. They also 
serve homemade gorditas, tortas, and other 
yummy snackables. - Claudia Alarcon

Southwest corner of South Congress and 
Ben White, just south of Highway 71, in the 
tool shop parking lot. 

Great tacos al pastor. Open only in the 
evenings, late on weekends. - C.A. 
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Lozano had a heated conversation about how 
to confront the owners of these stands, whom 
they blame for bringing down the law on all 
taco stands. Meanwhile, the subcommittee 
continues to consider the ordinance and plans 
to have a proposal ready for the full Planning 
Commission on Aug. 22. 

Hard Times 

Cadena founded AVATACO out of self-inter- 
est, but, despite his partial victory at City Hall, 
he himself is in desperate financial shape. Just 
a year ago, he truly was the king of the Gran 
Mercado, employing several workers at the 
Taqueria el Rey Polo. Raul Ramirez caught his 
reign on film for the documentary project East 
Austin Stories. In the film, Cadena chops 
mountains of fresh tomatoes and onions in 
preparation for the early morning rush. He 
swaggers around his trailer, greeting customers 
and talking about his plans to open a real res- 
taurant. “Other people go back to Mexico and 
say, ‘The United States wasn’t any good,”’ he 
says in the film. “That’s because they’re asses 
that don’t know how to adapt and progress. 
Thank God, I’ve managed to advance a lot. A 
whole lot. And I owe it all to this country.” 

But once the city tickets began accumulat- 
ing, everything fell apart. Cadena got in a seri- 
ous disagreement with the owner of the Gran 
Mercado, who Cadena says allowed vendors 
without proper permits to sell food there. 
Cadena has now moved Taqueria el Rey Polo to 
a lot just north of the Riverside HEB, in front of 
a dilapidated and abandoned strip mall that 
once housed the Champion store. His regular 
customers don’t know where to find him. His 
earnings, once as much as $3,000 a week, have 
dropped to around $500. He can’t pay the 
mortgage on his home, nor the rent for his 
trailer, and bill collectors are threatening to cut 
off his water and electricity. “My trailer’s no 
good for me any more,” he says sadly. He’s cre- 
ated another flyer and posted it along Riverside. 
It’s a humble plea to his old customers. It 
reminds them of the good food and good times 
and asks them to please come find him. ■

As Naked as You Wanna Be: 

Celesta Danger & Tamara Hoover reveal all 

Their home is a shrine to the art and love they make: together, individually, 
or collaboratively with others. Whimsically twisted line drawings and paintings 
adorn the walls, as do brazenly intimate photo portraits, swimming in super- 
saturated cyans and otherworldly hues - all cataloging the glamour and mun- 
danity of everyday life. 

Celesta Danger and Tamara Hoover are the documented and the documen- 
tarists, and they’ve been documenting since they first met, three years ago. 

“I hate cameras. I hate having my picture taken,” says Hoover. “It was very 
unnerving and scary, but that was the start of everything. The camera is with 
her no matter where she goes. It’s part of her communication with others. 
That’s the way she reaches out to other people. It’s amazing. She’s got a very 
special gift. It’s not scary anymore.” 

Hoover is, of course, Texas’ infamous “naked teacher,” awaiting AISD’s final 
judgment after a fellow art teacher exposed a classroom full of students to 
Danger’s Flickr photo archive containing pictures of Hoover in various states of 
undress and life. 

The school board’s reaction (to deem Hoover “ineffective” and essentially 
fire her) cast a pall on the artists’ creations. But that didn’t last long. To 
expect that two women so dedicated to the love of self-expression could turn 
it off on command is to deny the nature of self-expression, isn’t it? What bet- 
ter time to put on a show? 

“I’m having a show of my work, and the pictures that I’m showing are my 
favorite pictures,” says Danger of the decision to include some of the “pic- 
tures in question” in the show. “It doesn’t have anything to do with ‘I am going 
to purposely show these pictures,’ because I wouldn’t do that. I’m not interest- 
ed in propaganda like that. Not at all.” The show will also include some of 
the pair’s most recent work, a series of seminudes of merkin-laden model 
“Michelle Fauxfur.” 

Cori Leigh, artist, recent NYC transplant, Houston native, and fundraiser and 
event coordinator, whose own apartment at the Pedernales Lofts will serve as 
gallery for the show, says that Hoover and Danger’s story has inspired her “in 
their lack of censorship in all of the work that they do and in how their work is 
ongoing, all the time.” Leigh pauses. “It’s not work; it’s play.” - Kate X Messer

'SEVEN YEAR ITCH': REALMdanceproject's lucky number 


I probably don’t need to tell you that seven is a special number. 
It’s the number of notes in the musical scale, the number of conti- 
nents on the planet Earth, the number of days in a week, and the 
number of colors in a rainbow. Then, you’ve got your lucky sevens, 
your seven wonders of the ancient and modern worlds, your seven 
samurai, seven virtues, seven habits of highly effective people, 
seven brides for seven brothers, and the fact that God, fortunately 
for all of us in His infinite wisdom, rested on the seventh day. 
Significantly - at least for this particular story - you’ve also got your 
seventh anniversary of Austin’s own REALMdanceproject, and to cel- 
ebrate, REALM is offering its Seven Year Itch, although all seven 
original company members won’t be participating. 

So why make a big deal out of a seventh anniversary? “It seemed 
somewhat random at first,” says Rachael Lieck Bryce, one of the 
original seven. “Most anniversaries are five, 10, 15, 25. Doing the 
seventh was kind of funny, but then we’re all changing, there’s so 
much change.” Which is somewhat of an understatement. Of the 
original members, only one remains in Austin. The rest are spread 
from coast to coast in six different states. Two of them moved with- 
in the last month, and one of them had a baby four months ago. Yet 
five will appear in this production, and in the future they plan to con- 
tinue dancing together and producing in Austin. Says Rebecca 
Ouellette, another original company member, “With all the changes, 
it seemed like a good time to reflect on how we got started.” 

They got started like this: “We all met in classes at ACC in the 


late Nineties - classes that Darla Johnson taught,” says Ouellette. 
Right after Rachael’s daughter was born, she realized she had a lot 
to say, a lot she needed to express. So she and Betty Law dis- 
cussed it and decided that it was possible. And that was something 
that Darla instilled in us - that you don’t have to wait for somebody 
to convince you of anything. If you’ve got something to express, 
express it. So Rachael and Betty found like-minded people, and we 
decided to push right through and put on a show, even though we 
had no money and had to find a venue.” 

What started as a one-time performance at the Paradox Nightclub 
became a full-fledged company, offering 19 different productions 
over seven years, as well as tours around Texas and to the New 
York City International Fringe Festival. This latest production will 
offer new pieces, re-stagings of old pieces, and a special tribute to 
Johnson. “We’re closing the piece with Darla’s choreography,” says 
Bryce, “as a sort of thank you to her. She’s such an amazing per- 
son, such an amazing dancer and performer, who is so Austin. We 
feel like more people, who maybe don’t know her, need to know how 
wonderful she is and that we all started with her.” And, of course, 
there’s a theme that revolves around the number seven and ties 
everything in the show together. But in order to find out what that is, 
you’re just going to have to go and see for yourself. - Barry Pineo

STATE THEATRE: Shows canceled 
over flood, repairs 

Seven weeks after ruining the State Theatre 
stage, basement, and thousands of dollars’ 
worth of valuable equipment, the flood of the per- 
forming arts venue continues to do damage. Now 
it’s washed away most of the State’s 2006-07 
season. On Aug. 2, the Austin Theatre Alliance, 
which manages the State and adjacent 
Paramount Theatre, announced that it was can- 
celing three of the five proposed productions for 
the year: A Christmas Carol (December), The 
Further Adventures of Hedda Gabler (February), 
and The Intelligent Design of Jenny Chow (April). 
Season opener Women on Fire, a solo show star- 
ring Judith Ivey, will go forward, albeit at the 
Paramount and for three nights rather than three 
weeks (Oct. 12-14); and the Actors Gang adapta- 
tion of George Orwell’s 1984, directed by Tim 
Robbins, is still a go, as it was always slated for 
the Paramount (one night only: Nov. 17). 

The decision came after the Alliance executive 
board was briefed on the full extent of the dam- 
age left by the June 13 water-main break that left 
the stage, one-quarter of the 300-seat auditori- 
um, backstage, the dressing rooms, rehearsal 
room, and storage areas down the basement 
hallway waterlogged. Contractors assessed the 
damage at around $500,000. But since the 
ruined audience seats are no longer being made, 
and neither is the lighting system that was fried, 
finding compatible replacements may cost 
upward of that half-million-dollar figure. 

Complicating matters further is the State’s 
relationship to the Reynolds-Penland building, 
which the Theatre Alliance used to own but 
doesn’t anymore. The State has all its backstage 
facilities in the RP building basement, which it 
can keep there, but it can’t draw from that build- 
ing’s heating and air-conditioning units anymore 
or rely on its sprinkler system. So a major 
upgrade is needed to bring that space up to 
code. The Alliance executive board felt that since 
it had to close the State for flood repairs, it 
might as well address the upgrade at the same 
time, even at the cost of shutting down produc- 
tion for a year. 

Austin Theatre Alliance executive director Ken 
Stein says that consideration was given to pro- 
ducing plays in other venues, as they’re doing 
currently with the remount of American Fiesta at 
UT’s McCullough Theatre. There was particular 
interest in getting that holiday bonus from Mr. 
Scrooge via A Christmas Carol. But “finding avail- 
able space during the slow summer months is 
one thing,” he said. Finding it in busy December 
was next to impossible. “If there had been a 
clear path, we would have jumped at it.” 

So the State is closing for a year, presumably, 
a move affecting not only the theatre but several 
companies without venues that had planned to 
rent the space. They’re being notified of the shut- 
down, as are patrons and subscribers, who have 
the option of getting a refund for purchased tick- 
ets or donating their refund to the State. Since 
the space will be idle and costs are a concern, 
Stein says most staffers will be laid off. State 
Artistic Director Michelle Polgar will remain in 
order to work with Stein and the Alliance board 
on the recovery effort, particularly raising funds. 

Speaking of which, Arts Run 2006, a 5K fun 
run/walk to raise funds for the State’s repair and 
renovation, is set for Saturday, Sept. 9. Stein 
notes that while he’d love to secure the support 
of a million-dollar donor, with this kind of event 
“a lot of people can come together and be a mil- 
lion-dollar donor.” For more information or to 
make donations, call 472-2901 x219, or visit 
www.austintheatre.org.

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JACKSON 

Artist and historian Jack Jackson remembered by those who 
knew him well BY MARGARET MOSER 


He was better known around the Austin 
counterculture as Jaxon, the man who drew 
the first underground comic. Comix, they were 
called in the Sixties and Seventies, the irrever- 
ent twisting of the classic art form to reflect the 
changing values of the generations. And few 
had the vision Jack Jackson did. 

Jack Jackson was bom May 15, 1941, in 
Pandora, Texas, east of San Antonio. His sense 
of Texas history was keen even as a young boy, 
for he’d follow behind his father’s plow and 
dig arrowheads out of the dirt. His artistic 
abilities evidenced themselves early but were 
not encouraged. Instead, he sought a degree in 
accounting to support his pen-and-ink habit. 

Jack attended Texas A&M, then moved 
to Austin during the best years possible, the 
early Sixties. His friends and fellow dissenters 
included Freak Brothers artist Gilbert Shelton, 
Avalon Ballroom founder Chet Helms, singer 
Janis Joplin, and a host of other talented writ- 
ers and artists at places like The Rag newspa- 
per and UT’s Texas Ranger publication. It was 
down on the Drag by the university around 
1964 that he hawked God Nose , credited by all 
accounts as the first underground comic. This 
rebel form of art was the perfect graphic depic- 
tion for the changes in music happening at the 
same time. 


When the West Coast issued its siren call 
in the mid-Sixties, many of Austin’s hip elite 
answered, Jaxon among them. His account- 
ing degree gave him a good source of income 
while he and Port Arthur’s Dave Moriarty 
helped found Rip Off Press, the first publisher 
of underground comics in San Francisco, and 
became art director for the Avalon. Like many 
Texpatriates, however, he returned to Austin 
in the mid-Seventies and put his pen to paper. 
Over the next 30 years, Jackson shaped the 
graphic-art sensibility of Austin, and there’s 
not an artist in the state who doesn’t owe 
something to the man. By the mid-Seventies, 
Jackson was drawing comics, doing occasional 
work for the Austin Sun, for Oat Willie’s, and for 
the promotion campaign for ABC Records for 
Doug Sahm’s Texas Rock for Country Rollers. 

That’s what he was working on when I met 
him one sultry July night in 1976 at Soap 
Creek Saloon, right after I started working for 
the Austin Sun. I watched him with admiration 
as he hobbled from one side of the pool table 
to the other, ignoring the handicap that limited 
him and sinking ball after ball with a master’s 
precision. During a break from the cue stick, 
he invited me to sit on his lap. He smelled

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In the summer of 1972, Tom Bauman, Rick Turner, and I had drawn an under-

ground comic book called Neighborhead Comix that we wanted to unleash on 
the world. So of course we took it to 
San Francisco to Rip Off Press, which 
was run by Texans and had just print- 
ed Jim Franklin’s Armadillo comic book. The guys at Rip Off thought that it was “too 
Austin” to publish nationally but were too nice to tell us so. Instead, they sent us 
over to Jaxon’s house so he could tell us. 

We went over to Jaxon’s cool San Francisco apartment and met him and his beauti- 
ful girlfriend. Fie took us out on his roof, and we sat around and talked about Austin. 
Fie wanted to know about everything going on there. Flere we were in the groovy hip- 
pie capital of the world, and Jaxon was going on and on about how cool Austin was. 
Fie told us we should take our comic back to Texas and release it there because it 
was such a happening place. 

So in one afternoon in San Francisco, he didn’t reject our comic as much as 
encourage us to do it ourselves and do it in Austin. Fie made us proud to be from 
Texas, and he made us realize we lived in a pretty cool town after all. When he was 
really turning us down, he was at the same time building us up. We came back to 
Austin and printed that comic and changed its name to Austintatious. 

Jaxon soon moved back to Austin, and we saw each other often, hanging out at 
Soap Creek. Everyone knows what a talented artist he was, but I want everyone to 
know he was also a major influence, mentor, and cheerleader to all the other artists in 
the community. Fie gave much more than he ever took in all aspects of life. Fie was an 
inspiration, a friend, a partner in mischief, and man, could he draw. Fie will be missed. 

Oh yeah, I’ve still got a bunch of those comics in my garage if anyone wants one.

The first time I met Jack, he told me he had just received a royalty check for Comanche 
Moon. It amounted to barely a dollar. 

So what motivated him? It certainly wasn’t the money. J|p|f W hlTG 

“You’ve got to love what you do,” he said. 

And Jack loved what he did. Fie loved creating comics, and he loved Texas history. Both were 
labors of labor, which he combined into one big labor of love. 

Fie was not the first to combine comics and Texas history. That was first done in Texas 
History Movies, a 1920s comic strip that ran in Texas newspapers and was later collected 
into book form and used in classrooms for a number of years. It conveyed information in an 
entertaining way and was artfully done. But it was not great art and as history was some- 
what superficial. 

It served, however, as inspiration for Jack. Fie took the concept and created something great. 
His graphic novels Los Tejanos, Comanche Moon, Lost Cause, Indian Lover, and The Alamo are 
beautifully rendered works, based on excellent scholarship, that tell the story of Texas with all 
the richness, depth, and complexity such a story deserves. 

His works are also honest, something that is not always compatible with political correct- 
ness. In Lost Cause, Jack told the story of Reconstruction from the viewpoint of those who suf- 
fered its effects: white, ex-Confederate Texans. A lesser writer might have depicted these peo- 
ple as villains; after all, they were racists. But Jack depicted them honestly, in all their complex- 
ity; they were racists, yes, but they were also oppressed. In other words, they were not two- 
dimensional characters; they were human beings. 

This made a few readers uncomfortable, but that’s OK. Comfort zones are meant to be violat- 
ed from time to time, and nothing does the job so well as the truth. 

Truth. Isn’t that what we’re looking for in a work of art or in the study of history? Well, there’s 
plenty of truth in Jack’s history and art, and therein lies the greatest value of his extraordinary 
body of work. - Mack White

Jack Jackson was a god among the men who make comics. I won’t bore you with 
the facts and speculations as to the importance of his work, only to say these 
things speak for themselves. I shall attempt to focus on the artist and the natural quality 
he gave his work. Whether effortlessly or not, his style was consistent and solid, and it 
always rang true. He got the job done. He was a bold hero in the battle for visual efficien- 
cy and linear economy. 

I happen to know the amount of effort involved in this field 
of endeavor. Even when you are warmed up and on a roll, it 
can be mighty taxing. Making it look that easy is a thankless job, but he seemed to take it 
to task tirelessly. Line after line, dot after dot. Always with accessible humor and a warm 
intelligence. He was an artist living the alleged artist’s life. Needless to say, I do have a 
hidden admiration for the long-suffering panel cartoonist, or anyone tackling pen and ink, 
for that matter. He took such a joy in his labors and creations. 

Know then that Jaxon had a wonderful life all in all. Such a fine example he set for all 
of us. Jack was one of the finest human beings I have ever had the privilege to know. He 
was simply what I call “true.” - Guy Juke

of cigar smoke and Old Spice aftershave. His 
thick mustache tickled when he kissed me, 
and he asked me to fetch him a Lone Star. By 
the end of the night I was his. 

I spent a good part of the next few weeks 
shacked up at his place. He had started work- 
ing on the series of comics about Cynthia 
Parker and the son she bore by warrior Peta 
Nocona, Quanah Parker. Jack worked sur- 
rounded by stacks of research materials and 
books, with his pens and ink in various cups 
and containers. I watched him draw a bud 
of marijuana for an Oat Willie’s logo, ink in 
Doug Sahm’s knobby knees, design a map for 
the Sunday Break II concert, and, as I sat on 
the floor, sketch the position of my legs for 
Cynthia. Sometimes I corrected his spelling. 
In those sticky summer evenings at his un- 
air-conditioned South Austin house on Ethel 
Street, he’d refer to himself as General Jackson, 
and we’d fry chicken and okra in a cast-iron 
skillet. After dinner, we’d smoke pot, and then 
head to Antone’s for Bobby Blue Bland or to 
Soap Creek, where we’d get an earful of Doug 
Sahm. guzzle Lone Star, and then head home. 


Our personal relationship was fractious. 
He was crusty, blunt, and, at 35, set in his 
ways. I was 22 and free-spirited but utterly 
smitten with him. When we’d fight, I’d storm 
off and seek solace with the Armadillo World 
Headquarters’ former PR man Ramsey Wiggins, 
ex-Conqueroo guitarist Charlie Prichard, or 
Chet Helms, who was spending that summer in 
Austin. Jack would take up with any number of 
women who flocked to his side. Eventually, we 
drifted apart, though every year or so through 
the early Eighties - whether he was married or 
I was married - we’d end up together. I carried 
the torch for him for a long, long time. 

Our professional relationship was more 
enduring. As a book editor for the Chronicle in 
the mid- to late Nineties, I tried to make sure 
anything with Jack’s name on it got reviewed, 
because he was one of the great rebel art- 
ists of the modem world. The effort derailed 
when Michael Ventura reviewed Lost Cause and 
accused Jack of being racist for his depiction of 
blacks and use of the word “negro.” 

“But when, as narrator, Jackson uses ‘Negro,’ a 
word he must know that African-Americans have 
rejected as demeaning and would take as demean- 
ing, that’s Jackson talking, not his characters,” 
Ventura asserted in his review. That statement 
ignored and diminished the presence of vener- 
able institutes that use the word with pride, such 
as the United Negro College Fund, the Negro 
Leagues Baseball Museum, National Council of 
Negro Women, and The Journal of Negro History. 
Ventura’s review was smug, glib, and stunk of that 
more-tolerant-than-thou Yankee attitude at which 
we Southerners privately snicker. 

Worse, Ventura lambasted him over historical 
details, including the depiction of what “look[s]

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very like Winchester-style repeating rifles” and 
proceeded to dissect Jack’s drawing. In fact, 
Jackson had not depicted the Winchester, he’d 
drawn the Henry rifle. Wounded by the review, 
he demanded that Louis Black allow him to 
respond, and Louis said no. Louis made a mis- 
take not to let Jack respond, especially when 
he was absolutely correct on a topic where 
Ventura was completely wrong. 

Jack pursued his love of illustrating Texas 
history with a series of graphic novels that 
progressed from the comic format to paper 
and hardbound books. He famously tackled 
unsung Texas heroes like Juan Seguin and the 
Mexicans who fought at the Alamo. He took 
a historian’s interest in cartography, and his 
drawings and maps have adorned books such 
as Abel G. Rubio’s Stolen Heritage; Robert 
Wooster’s Soldiers, Sutlers, and Settlers; Robert 
H. Thonhoff’s El Fuerte del Cibolo; and Gerald 
E. Poyo’s Tejano Journey. Over the years, he 
accrued an astonishing array of awards and 
credentials, including induction into the Texas 
Institute of Letters. He was perhaps the lead- 
ing authority on Spanish ranching in Texas, 
and his book Los Mestenos: Spanish Ranching 
in Texas, 1721-1821 is slated for reissue. Indian 
Agent: Peter Ellis Bean in Mexican Texas was his 
most recent book. 

At his memorial service in June, the academ- 
ics dominated the remembrances and predict- 
ably railed about the Chronicle’s Ventura review 


but overlooked Jack’s otherwise solid relation- 
ship with us through his comics, illustrations, 
and covers throughout the years. Not a word 
was said about the overwhelming critical praise 
Jack received before and after the Lost Cause 
debacle. The dry, long-winded tributes con- 
trasted with the man many of us knew much 
more colorfully. Eddie Wilson got the closest 
when he addressed 19-year-old Sam Jackson 
directly and told him, “Someday you and I will 
have a talk about your dad, because this is not 
the time and certainly not the place.” 

The last time I saw Jack was a humid, late 
summer night in 2005 at the South Austin 
Museum of Popular Culture. His hair was 
nearly white and had lost its red-brown bur- 
nish, but his mustache was bushy as ever, and 
he resembled God Nose himself. He was a little 
grumpy, probably feeling bad, and I was with 
my boyfriend, so I didn’t sit on his lap. I did 
kiss his leathery cheek and fetch him a beer. He 
smelled like cigarette smoke and maybe of Old 
Spice. 

On Wednesday, June 7, just three weeks 
after his birthday, Jack Jackson took his life 
at the graves of his parents outside Stockdale. 
His diabetes and arthritis were getting worse, 
affecting his ability to draw, and he’d been 
diagnosed with prostate cancer. Unwilling to 
face a debilitating course of chemo treatment, 
he put down his pen forever and made his own 
kind of peace with the unforgiving future. ■ 


U In 1987, Jaxon and I collaborated on The Adventures of Oat Willie (copyright 

Austintatious Comix), then operated in partial partnership by Doug Brown and Mike 
Kleinman. (Planet K didn’t yet exist.) A daily question in every Oat’s store was, “Who the 
heck is Oat Willie?” Mike and Doug wanted a comic response. 

We talked with Jack about the art for about a year. Supportive and agreeable, he’d say, 
“Come see me when you have a story!” But when I had a script, he wasn’t totally thrilled! 
He’d been working hard to establish himself as a historical artist and historian, struggling 
with opposition and outright disrespect because of his underground past. Now we wanted 
him to draw Austin’s silliest icon- 
ic hero: a skinny guy in shorts in \M r 

a wheeled bucket of ... oats??? AOllll VJ • f» t/>CU U 

But he started reading it, 

laughing, seeing how to draw it, and exclaimed, “It’s a history of Austin’s counterculture!” 
Although we did only one issue before Doug and Mike split the sheets, it was a start: An 
innocent kid comes to the Big University seeking Truth and Purpose, finds instead Parties 
and Lies, Takes Acid, Runs Amok, and Changes the World ... or at least himself. Oat Willie 
is our Pilgrim, our Everyman, his life a metaphor for our lives and times. Though many sto- 
ries remain untold, I’m so proud that Jack saw the people’s history in my words and gave 
them life with his craft and pen. 

We went to a comics convention in California. Dozens of people came to see Jaxon, 
bringing cherished copies of Comanche Moon and Skull, Family Dog posters, even ancient 
God Nose s - not only for autographs but to thank him for his work. Jack was amazed; he 
had no idea he was a legend. 

Growing up, I didn’t know many college folks. My parents, though, expected me not only 
to go to college but somehow to select one. My friend Nancy had a sister in school here 
who sent the Texas Ranger home to Fort Worth. A total teenage misfit, I devoured it - 
proof that college weirdness existed outside of the out-of-reach The Harvard Lampoon. 

“I’m going to Austin,” I decided and did so, against all common sense. Whatever I’ve 
done with my life since then, it’s the fault of Jack and the other Rangeroos, my real-life 
heroes, without whose dubious influence I might have been a conservative talk-show host- 
ess or a NASCAR fan. 

Jack was my friend. But it was only at the Austin memorial service that I began to see 
his contribution to Texas history. Not writing or teaching, although he did that, but his own 
potential role in it. Jaxon showed us what we must grasp if Texas is to survive as anything 
but a theme-park subsidiary of the earth-eating octopus of multinational greed. He told us 
a great economic and demographic truth of our time, recalled by Reies Tijerina: “Somos 
tejanos.” Could we, his Anglo friends, truly comprehend and embrace that fact, then histo- 
ry would be made, and Jack Edward Jackson be remembered as its agent. 

And if he left any drawings of old forts along the Red, can we please harden up that 
pesky northern border? 

Vaya bien, hermano.

Lawrence Wright on 'The Looming Tower: Al-Qaeda and the 


Road to 9/11'

In the days after Sept. 11, 2001, Austin 
author Lawrence Wright ( Remembering Satan, 
God’s Favorite ) went to his editor at The New 
Yorker and asked to be put on the job. Now, as 
we near its fifth anniversary, Knopf is releasing 
Wright’s The Looming Tower: Al-Qaeda and the 
Road to 9/11, a history of the Islamist move- 
ment and al Qaeda up to the attacks on the 
World Trade Center and the Pentagon. Through 
countless interviews and tireless research, 
Wright weaves a fascinating tale that outlines 
the history of the movement while also uncov- 
ering the failures within the 
American intelligence commu- 
nity that allowed it to move in 
the first place. 

Austin Chronicle: You’ve men- 
tioned the poor research and 
reporting regarding al Qaeda up 
to this point. Was this hook a mis- 
sion to get the truth out? 

Lawrence Wright: Yeah, I 
wasn’t sure at the time that 
anybody else could be trusted 
to do it. I’m not saying that out 
of pride, I just knew that it was 
really important to me. ... I felt 
that I wanted to make a commit- 
ment to this, and I didn’t know 
if anybody else was going to give 
the same level of commitment. 

AC: Do you see parallels between 
Sayyid Qutb and other philosoph- 
ical leaders ? 

LW: It’s interesting how everything always goes 
back to a book. Marxism, even the Animal 
Rights Movement, at the base of it, there is 
a book. And the book that Osama bin Laden 
and Zawahiri and all the Islamist leaders read 
was Ma’alim fi-l-Tariq which is Milestones or 
“Signposts Along the Way.” It was written 
by Sayyid Qutb, who was imprisoned at the 
time in Egypt. He had come to America in 
1948, and at that time America’s standing was 
really high, especially in the Arab world, and 
he spent two years in the U.S., a good part of 
it in a little town called Greeley, Colorado. He 
hated the whole American scene. He had many 
complaints about it, ranging from racism to the 
way the barber cut his hair. Then he went home 
and wrote several very influential articles. His 
experience is kind of a template for a lot of 
the hijackers and the Islamists who discovered 
themselves as radical Islamists in the West. 
Nassar hanged him in 1966, but by that time 
he had written this tract, which spilled out all 
over the Islamic world with his views about 
how Islam had been corrupted by modernity in 
the West, and in order to redeem it - in order 
to provide salvation for mankind - Islam itself 
had to be redeemed and purified, and it could 
only be done by expelling and killing the lead- 
ers who were not real Muslims, restoring the 


caliphate, and bringing Islam into the center of 
people’s political and social lives in a way that 
it hadn’t been since the time of the prophet. 
And it was his vision of a vanguard of radical 
Islamic youth that became the mission state- 
ment for al Qaeda. 

AC: You point to an incident in 1991 when the 
U.S. military stepped in front of bin Laden’s plan 
to defend Saudi Arabia from a possible Iraqi 
incursion. How much did that specific event feed 
into his hatred for the U.S., and was it a turning 
point for him? 

LW: At that point he had just 
come from Afghanistan, where 
he was taking credit for bring- 
ing down the Soviet Union. At 
the time he thought of al Qaeda 
as a Muslim Foreign Legion, 
which could go off and defend 
Muslims who were in jeop- 
ardy wherever they might be 
and could fight communism 
- he was really an anti-com- 
munist. He had a small army, 
but he didn’t have an enemy, 
because the Soviet Union had 
just dissolved. He thought he 
could put al Qaeda to work 
defending Saudi Arabia, and 
they laughed at him. What 
was this small ragtag group of 
volunteers and fanatics going 
to do against the million-man 
army of Iraq? That hurt his 
feelings, but it was the fact that they turned 
to America to defend the Saudi people that 
really turned him against the royal family and 
directed his interest toward the U.S. 

AC: At this point, are we better off with bin Laden 
dead or alive? 

LW: Bin Laden is a unique figure in the radi- 
cal Islamist world, and there is no question 
in my mind that we would be better off with 
him gone. He’s an irreplaceable asset, he’s got 
great charisma, and there’s nobody else in the 
entire movement that speaks with the kind of 
authority he does. The theme now in al Qaeda 
is “leaderless resistance.” So any number of 
freewheeling cells spring up and act on their 
own authority, but none of them can bring the 
kind of planning and training that the al Qaeda 
mother ship created to start with. I know that 
the CIA is trying to determine how to handle 
bin Laden’s death or his capture. What do 
they do? Suppose they capture him: Is that 
worse than having killed him? It poses a real 
problem because, for one thing, there’s the 
threat of mass kidnappings, to try to redeem 
him or trade for him. You can imagine miser- 
able scenarios where hundreds and hundreds 
of children are captured, or something like 
that. There’s no limit to what kind of barbarity 
might be perpetrated. My personal feeling is 
that I would like to see him captured and put

on trial. But I’d like to see it in Kenya, where 
he killed 280 people and where he really first 
began his campaign. One hundred fifty people 
were blinded by that explosion. I’d like to see 
a parade of 150 blind people and the relatives 
of all the people who died, and end this in the 
place that it began, and take the onus off of 
America versus Islam. Just look at the damage 
to the people he’s done all over. 

AC: At this point, do you think he’s more of a 
figurehead or an operational leader? 

LW: He’s an inspirational leader, but I wouldn’t 
discount the idea that they are still operating. 
Clearly, they are able to get out video tapes and 
direct operations around the world. So they’re 
not so incapacitated as some people would like 
to think. There is no doubt in my mind that 
their intentions are to create new outrages in 
order to promote this clash of civilizations that 
is an essential part of bin Laden’s game. 

AC: But if he did die, by whatever means, don’t 
you think his martyr status would create an inspi- 
rational mythos around him? 

LW: I do think that his death would create 
a chaotic and spontaneous reaction among 
a lot of radical cells around the world. I also 
think that it would be very difficult for the 
movement to replace him. Who would be the 
central authority? Can you name others? 

AC: Zawahiri? 

LW: Zawahiri has always had a problem with 
not being able to be the leader himself. He had 
his own terrorist group, al Jihad, it was con- 
stantly stumbling, and it was full of disaffected 
elements that were constantly fighting each 
other. He was never a strong leader, but he is 
a brilliant manager, and I think of his relation- 
ship with bin Laden being kind of like that of 
Colonel Parker and Elvis. Colonel Parker can’t 
take the stage, but he knows how to manage 
his property, so he does a wonderful job of 
stage-managing bin Laden, and he tells bin 
Laden, to some extent, what to think and what 
to say. He’s a very powerful intellectual. 

AC: It’s been said that George W Bush has a 
daddy complex. Would you say the same about 
Osama bin Laden? 


LW: I think you can’t understand Osama with- 
out understanding his father, what a potent 
figure he was, and what a legend. He was this 
one-eyed Yemeni laborer who came into the 
kingdom in 1932 and worked as a bricklayer, 
and then got a job working for Aramco doing 
contracting work. He grew to become the big- 
gest contractor in Saudi Arabia and built much 
of modem Saudi Arabia. He renovated the 
mosques and the holy places. He built the high- 
ways and the airports. He’s just such a stunning 
story. This is a guy who had nothing, walked in 
across the desert floor, and became the head of 
a billion-dollar company. So Osama grew up in 
the shadow of this father that he didn’t know 
very well - he was one of 54 children - and his 
father died when he was 9. He idolized him. 
He dropped out of school to go to work for the 
family company because he wanted to make his 
mark, and he wanted to be like his father. It is an 
irony that his father was famous for constmction 
and he’s famous for destmction. He was like his 
father - a businessman and a leader. He brought 
to the world of terrorism a level of managerial 
expertise that had never been applied. 

AC: Do you think bin Laden intentionally helped 
Bush win in 2004 by appearing on tape the week 
before the election? 

LW: I called his brother-in-law, Jamal Khalifa, 
after bin Laden made that tape, and he said, “I 
think Osama just voted for Bush!” [laughs] 

AC: You cite many occasions where pre-9/11 
intelligence between the FBI and the CIA failed to 
connect the dots. How much of this failure can be 
attributed to bad blood between the agencies, and 
how much of it was simply red tape? 

LW: Well, it’s almost impossible to extricate the 
two, but there was a lot of unprofessional turf 
rivalry, and I think that, had our intelligence 
community worked together, 9/11 could almost 
certainly have been prevented. The CIA knew 
about the presence of two al Qaeda members 
in the U.S. 19 months before 9/11, plenty of 
time for the FBI to investigate them, follow 
them, and tap their phone. All the things they 
could have done, and actually had the author- 
ity to do - because it could have all been folded 
in under the bin Laden indictment - and they 
had the legal authority to go after these people. 
The fact that the CIA withheld that information 
is probably the single most damaging action 
in the failure to prevent 9/11. It’s possible 
that they could’ve informed the FBI and 9/11 
would’ve still happened, but that’s certainly 
the best chance you had. A lot of people in 
the CIA hated [the FBI’s] John O’Neill and 
wanted to keep him out of the case. Also, it 
was bureaucratic, because the CIA, in general, 
has a contentious relationship with the bureau. 
They’ve always struggled over the question of 
who should really control terrorism in the U.S. 
It’s a longstanding turf war. 

AC: Have things gotten any better since then? 
LW: I think things have just gotten worse. 
The creation of the Department of Homeland 
Security by an administration that’s not inter- 
ested in government creates a handicapped, 
ineffectual organization without a clear man- 
date. The creation of this new Director of 
Intelligence Office hasn’t straightened out the 
lines of authority, it’s just added another 
bureaucratic look-away. I think things have got- 
ten more confused and less clear sighted than 
they were in the past. 
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AC: How has the war in Iraq aided al Qaeda’s 
cause? 

LW: We’ve certainly created a huge zone of 
attraction for potential jihadis who are flood- 
ing in there from the surrounding countries 
and from Europe, as well. It’s another recruit- 
ing ground for al Qaeda and, in many ways, 
far larger and more fertile than Afghanistan. 
That’s not to say that al Qaeda has succeeded 
in Iraq. Al Qaeda has problems in Iraq just 
like the U.S. has problems. We don’t tend 
to look at their problems, but there are dia- 
ries of jihadi fighters in Iraq who are very 
discouraged about how the Iraqis don’t wel- 
come them and how they don’t appreciate 
what they’re trying to do. On balance, when 
Zarqawi was at his prime, bin Laden and 
Zawahiri were alarmed by his behavior, and 
the fact that he was aggravating the schism 
between the Sunnis and the Shia in a place in 
Iraq where the Sunnis had no chance of suc- 
ceeding. Al Qaeda is a strictly Sunni organiza- 
tion, and until now, bin Laden and Zawahiri 
have always been very cautious not to pick on 
the Shia. It was their goal to unify Islam and 
to reinstitute the caliphate. There are several 
letters in which Zawahiri chastizes Zarqawi, 
saying, “What are you up to? This business 
of cutting people’s heads off is giving us bad 
press.” Iraq, on balance, is going to leave a 
terrible legacy for us to deal with for a long, 
long time.

AC: How significant was the recent disbanding of 
CIA’s Alec Station ? 

LW: I think it was an admission of failure. I 
don’t think it can be read any other way. Bin 
Laden has become a worldwide phenomenon, 
and the truth is they failed in their mission. 
The continued existence of a whole CIA virtual 
station dedicated to the elimination of one 
man demonstrated how the CIA was failing 
and failing and failing. 

AC: You state that Clinton called for bin Laden’s 
assassination. Why didn’t they or couldn’t they? 
LW: They had a couple of really good oppor- 
tunities where they could have killed him, but 
they would have killed a lot of other people, 
too. Michael Scheuer, who was the head of 
Alec Station, was furious on one occasion. 
There was a gathering of Emirate princes where 
they were meeting with bin Laden in southern 
Afghanistan, and there was a pretty clear sign 
that bin Laden was most probably there, not 
a hundred percent, but most probably there, 
so Scheuer and [George] Tenet went to see 
[Richard] Clarke, who had just come back from 
the [United Arab Emirates] , where he has a lot 
of friends, and had just sold a big American 
defense consignment worth billions of dollars 
worth of war planes, so they had a reason to be 
sensitive to the fact that there might be several 


hundred dead princes scattered around in the 
sand. We would have got bin Laden, but at 
what cost? 

AC: Do you think Europe should be worried 
about the rise of Islam on its turf? 

LW: Yes, I do. You can understand why Europe 
feels so threatened. The number one name for 
a child born in Belgium now is Mohammed. 
In 20 years, there will be more Muslims 
in ffolland than there will be native Dutch 
people. So, Europe does feel overwhelmed. It 
feels very threatened by this invasion. And of 
course, the situation is one that the Europeans 
have brought on themselves by this kind of 
unconscious decision not to reproduce. You 
have welfare societies greatly dependent on 
immigrant workers, and the most easily acces- 
sible ones are Muslims, which creates the 
situation they have over there. They are disaf- 
fected, they are alienated, and they don’t fit in 
to European society, which is rather closed to 
them. Europe doesn’t define itself in the same 
multicultural, multi-ethnic way that America 
does. That’s why America is not threatened 
in the same way. People ask, “Why do they 
hate us, because of who we are, or what we 
do?” In the case of America, it’s because of 
what we do. Our policies have aggravated a lot 
of extremist elements, which are eager to be 
aggravated, and they’ve seized on things we’ve 
done. In Europe, it’s because of who they are. 
It’s because they feel that their own identities 
are threatened. They’re not accepting these 
Muslim immigrants into their communities in 
the same way that the Muslims and Arabs have 
been allowed to become Americans; they have 
not been able to become Dutch. That’s a real 
existential problem. Diversity is what defines 
us, and I think it’s going to take awhile for 
Europe to understand itself. 

AC: Is this World War III? 

LW: I think the Middle East periodically comes 
to some sort of violent orgasm like it seems 
to be in right now, and it often threatens to 
spin out of control, but then it doesn’t. That 
doesn’t mean the past can predict. I think 
I’m pessimistic about the long-term future 
of Israel. Just imagine right now, Hezbollah 
is able to lob these rockets to the suburbs of 
Tel Aviv that have 200 pounds of explosive in 
them. Suppose they had a dirty bomb - and 
that’s not a stretch - the whole of Israel would 
be under attack in an existential way, and it 
would be very difficult to respond with 240 
nukes and know exactly how to defend itself. 
I despair over the fact that Israel cannot think 
strategically. It only thinks in minute-to-minute 
tactics. It doesn’t seem to have a long-term stra- 
tegic goal for survival. The Arab and the Iranian 
regimes have a strong interest in prolonging the 
conflict. It’s very striking to me that this whole 
episode that we’re in right now comes just at 
the moment when the Palestinian people were 
about to vote for a two-state solution. They 
were going to vote for peace. But there are all 
these different factions in the region that have 
no interest in peace at all, and they systemati- 
cally undermined the process. ■

ARS GRATIA ARTIS OK, so I got all artsy last 
week and went to the opening reception of 

“Women in the Studio @ Idea” at the 
Dougherty Arts Center. @ Idea (www.idea-art. 

org) is a studio and gallery of works by women 
founded by Benne Rockett ( Chronicle Visual 
Arts Listings editor) and housing a revolving 
array of talent currently including Deanna 
Miesch, Suzanne Dulany, Tina Weitz, 
Jacqueline May, and Elizabeth Underwood 
and formerly Deborah Carter of Pink Hair 
Salon & Gallery, who is not only an artist 
with hair but an accomplished painter as well. 

I was afraid the reception was going to be full 
of hippies and other “artistic” types, and 
there was indeed some of that there, but I 
was surprised to see a number of people I 
know, including the extraordinary glass design- 
ers Barry DeCola and Alexandra Eusebi 
(www.home.earthlink.net/~decola); the rakish 
SXSW and Texas Film Hall of Fame wran- 
gler to the stars and independent filmmaker 
Werner Campbell (www.crashcamfilms.com); 
and Werner’s glamorous paramour, social 
worker, and now artist’s model Julia Cuba 
who starred in Ellen Spiro and Karen 
Bernstein’s fabulous documentary Troop 1500 
(www.imdb.com/title/tt0452699) . U nderwood 
showed a number of pieces relating to 
Hurricane Katrina during which she lost every- 
thing. Notable were her journals that she sal- 
vaged - sodden and molding - which she dis- 
played in plastic bags as a living and continu- 
ally decomposing reminder of that horrible 


experience. Weitz showed photographs of 
Paris, and May showed paintings, prints, and 
a video/braille installation that was as fasci- 
nating as it was creative. But to me, Rockett 
was the star of the show with her brilliant and 
haunting papier-mache torsos, faces, and 
breasts embellished with cutwork, freshwater 
pearls, beads, metallic embroidery floss, and 
applique. I particularly loved the piece called 
...she was tired... and raved about it to Mme. 
Julia who said, “Did Benne tell you to say 
that?” “No,” I told her. “It just spoke to me.” 
Then Julia told me the piece had been cast from 
her own face and body. I should have known. 
The show runs through Tuesday, Aug. 29. 

TOO DARN HOT It shocks me to see men in 
suits or sport coats in this treacherous heat. 
It’s positively barbaric that to be well dressed; 
men are expected to wear an undershirt, a 
dress shirt, and a suit coat comprised of sev- 
eral layers of outer fabric, underlinings, inter- 
linings, padding, and linings. These days, 
women of course can practically wear pasties 
and a thong and be considered dressed, but 
men are relegated to ancient customs that 
dictate the wearing of something that is tanta- 
mount to body armor.

COMMEMORATIVE RITUAL AT 
KATRINA D I NN ER2006.C 0 M 

As the anniversary of Hurricane Katrina approaches, there is an 
ongoing discussion in the Louisiana media about ways in which 
New Orleanians, both at home and scattered across the country, 
could observe that devastating milestone. One response to the 
discussion is a Web project developed by a doctor named Justin 
Lundgren from suburban Metairie, La. Lundgren has designed a rit- 
ual complete with prayers, readings, musical suggestions, menus, 
and recipes with links to his blog for commentary. His idea is to 
encourage the “Lost Tribe of New Orleans” to gather simultane- 
ously on Aug. 29 for the preparation and celebration of a ritual 
ceremony and meal demonstrating their love for New Orleans and 
continued connection to each other and their still-beleaguered city. 

“The ritual contains elements of the Passover Seder, a moment 
of silent prayer, a little voodoo, some zydeco - different cultural 
aspects - a lot like New Orleans, I hope,” Lundgren explained last 
week. Indeed, his project is obviously well-researched and lovingly 
crafted. It’s a seasoned blend of religious, culinary, musical, and 
literary elements designed to satisfy the body and the soul, like any 
good gumbo. Lundgren is sharing information about his Web page 
with the national media, as well as media outlets in cities such as 
Houston, Austin, Dallas, San Antonio, and Atlanta, where large 
numbers of Katrina evacuees relocated. All he asks is that we 
pass it along. “I’ve always told people that New Orleans is a state 
of mind,” Lundgren says. He’s created www.katrinadinner2006.com 
in hopes that his fellow citizens, wherever they are on Aug. 29, 
will join in an observance that offers the opportunity for “whole- 
ness and reunion” with just that. - V.B.W. 


A PASSION FOR ICE CREAM: 

95 RECIPES FOR FABULOUS DESSERTS 

by Emily Luchetti Chronicle Books, 224 pp., $35 

Summer is for ice cream. And since I got my hands on an electric 
ice-cream maker, I have been experimenting with homemade ice cream 
every change I get. Then, Emily Luchetti ’s A Passion for Ice Cream: 95 
Recipes for Fabulous Desserts arrived, and now I can hardly think of 
making anything else in my kitchen. This is a gorgeous cookbook full 
of creative recipes for making your own ice creams, sorbets, and grani- 
tas in flavors you won’t easily find at the store. I am dying to make 
the pomegranate sorbet, and the Sauternes ice cream (where I plan to 
substitute Flat Creek Estate’s Muscato d’Arancia for the Sauternes). 

This, however, is much more than just an ice-cream recipe 
book. Rather, it incorporates the recipes 
into beautiful and enticing plated des- 
serts like Chocolate Cupcakes Stuffed 
With Pistachio Ice Cream and Blackberry 
Sorbet Filled Peaches. Other less elegant 
but equally refreshing approaches include 
homemade ice-cream sandwiches, 

Popsicles, floats, and parfaits. This week- 
end I am making the Mango Spritzer With 
Lime Sherbet Floats, which sound perfect 
to beat the August heat. 

What I like best about the book is that the recipes are not com- 
plicated, and they can easily be made separately. For instance, 
you may not want to make the coffee meringues, but you can still 
make the coconut ice cream. There is also a chapter on sauces, 
toppings, and garnishes, as well as a chart that lists the ice cream 
flavors alphabetically for easy reference. This is a highly recom- 
mended book for all ice-cream lovers. - Claudia Alarcon

Back in the Seventies, 

China Palace was a regular 
weekly dining venue for my 
close group of friends. The 
Palace, as we called it, had 
a solid reputation for serv- 
ing the best Chinese food 
in town. At the front desk 
presided the no-nonsense 
proprietress, the inimitable 
Mrs. Chang. She ran the 
place with an iron fist but 
always treated us like gold 
(we spent money and tipped 
well). The Palace’s status 8 
remained constant through S 
the Eighties, and over time, J 
we lost track of them in our 5 
regular rotation, as more and 
more quality Chinese restaurants opened in Austin. 
Such is the fate of many restaurants with longevity. 

Cut to the year 1999, when the Palace was pur- 
chased by Kelly Lee. Although Rocky Chang is no longer 
at the helm in the kitchen (contrary to what the menu 
says) they wisely retained his basic offerings, cooked 
superbly by a pair of chefs. The restaurant looks exact- 
ly as it did back in the Seventies, with the exception 
of a seating section near the front now devoted to the 
lunch-buffet setup. 

Several friends had recommended we revisit China 
Palace, paying special attention to the “Chinese menu.” 
This is important: Caucasians are not generally offered 
this menu when they arrive, so it must be requested. 
The dishes are all described in English, although some 
of the translations can be puzzling. With this in mind, 
we set out to step back in time. 

Of the appetizers listed on the Chinese menu, we 
have tried four. Hot and Spicy Wonton ($3.95) consists 
of 10 delectable shrimp- and pork-filled wontons in a 
bowl covered with a spicy red oil sauce with a hint of 
vinegar and lots of garlic. The Scallion Pancake ($2.50) 
is one of the best in town: golden brown and flaky, with 
plenty of green-onion flavor, and nary a trace of oiliness. 

Pan Fried Dumplings ($4.50) are 10 seasoned 
minced-pork packets wrapped in a thin pastry, perfectly 
browned on the bottom, and served with a well-bal- 
anced gingery sauce. A buffet lunch item intrigued us, 
and the chef offered to whip one out: Cold Noodle 
Salad ($3.95) is a platter of thick, perfectly cooked lo 
mein noodles lightly tossed with garlic, shreds of 
cucumber, bean sprouts, scallion, chile, sesame seeds, 
and minced peanuts, all in a soy-vinegar dressing - 
simple yet brimming with rich flavors. We loved the 
starters, and the chile oil was outstanding. 


Our Vinegar Pepper and Fish Fillet 
Soup ($5.25) was delicate and had 
trouble competing with the strong 
flavors we had matched it with. As 
a starter, with no other conflicting 
flavors, it would have been stronger, 
but we found it delicious: a large 
bowl of rich stock lightly seasoned 
with white pepper and rice vinegar, 
loaded with chunks of fresh fish, 
soft tofu squares, minced garlic, and 
shredded scallion. 

Ma Po Dofu (Spicy Sichuan Tofu 
With Pork, $6.95) was the only minor 
disappointment. Although it is spicy 
from the bean paste, composed of 
chile, a hint of vinegar, and lots of 
garlic and minced pork surrounding 
tofu cubes, it has a sweet finish 
that is out of balance. This is a dish 
that should be assertive, tangy, and 
piquant; overbearing sugar has no 
place. Still, we ate it all, and with no 
sweetness, it would have been very nice indeed. 

Sauteed Mustard Green, Tofu Knot, and Shredded 
Pork ($7.95) is spectacular. “Tofu knot” is made 
from a strip of dry tofu, made from the skin layer 
that forms on the top when tofu is being made; the 
sheets are removed as they form and are sun-dried. 
The strips are softened in boiling stock until pliable 
and then tied in a knot. Tossed with mild pickled 
mustard greens, slices of garlic, and strips of sweet 
pork, it lends a nutty taste and crunchy texture to 
the dish. Superb. 

The winner within the group is a massive bowl of 
Bean Curd Wrap With Roasted Duck ($8.50). What 
arrives is a thick duck stock with copious pieces of 
incredible roasted duck, with chunks of nutty and 
chewy dry tofu, garlic, sweet snow peas, and just a 
hint of five-spice powder. The marriage is ambrosial. 

Shredded Pork and Squids With Mustard Green 
($8.50) is fantastic. Pork and squid are a perfect 
match for each other in all ways: taste and tex- 
ture. When you add a rich, garlicky stock, bamboo 
shoots, crunchy squares of celery, and tangy mus- 
tard greens, you get a well-balanced dish loaded 
with big taste. 

China Palace also features a typical menu, with 
all of the standard favorites. They do a lunch buffet 
and also offer 33 different lunch specials and 33 
dinner specials ($4.50-$5.50, lunch/$6.50-$7.50, 
dinner) every day. But the Chinese menu is the 
real treasure; it holds many mysteries that require 
much further exploration. It’s high time that Austin 
reintroduced itself to China Palace. Its legacy of big, 
authentic flavors, ample portions, and great prices 
lives on, and we can’t wait to go back.

Folks with food allergies and medical 
restrictions to their diets can have a hard 
time dining out. Most restaurants are not 
set up to serve the dairy, wheat, and gluten 
intolerant. Doctors estimate that as many 
as one in 300 Americans suffers from 
gluten intolerance (medically termed celiac 
disease), and it is a serious condition that 
can be fatal, not just a diet fad. It is not 
as easy to avoid wheat and gluten as you 
might think; even things that seem safe, 
such as a piece of broiled fish, are often

The folks at Wild Wood Art Cafe must < 

z 

have realized that this is a pretty large g 
(and underserved) niche market. This inex- ° 
pensive cafe, located inside an art showroom bursting with Oaxacan painted animal 
sculptures, specializes in gluten-free baked goods and healthy entrees, and the line 
is frequently out the door. The staff is keenly aware of the exact ingredients of every 
dish, and the menu clearly spells out which choices are wheat-free, dairy-free, gluten- 
free, and vegan. 

I selected the Greek Salad With Citrus Balsamic Vinaigrette ($6.55), and although 
it was simple, it was easily the best I have had in town, due to the excellence of the 
ingredients. Crisp, fresh romaine; kalamata olives; artichoke hearts; cucumbers; 
green peppers; plentiful feta cheese; and sweet grape tomatoes, and the dress- 
ing complemented every flavor. From the long list of sandwiches, I tried the popular 
Meredith Club Sandwich ($6.55). There is nothing quite like a sandwich made on 
fresh, homemade bread; the chewy, soft bread fuses the ingredients together in a way 
no ordinary bread can touch. As with the salad, the ingredients were top-notch: thick, 
properly cooked bacon; natural turkey; and ripe avocado. 

Wild Wood’s most popular homemade bread is gluten-free rice bread, and, I have 
to admit, I wasn’t expecting much. Gluten, after all, is what normally gives bread its 
delectable mouthfeel. Well, I am a convert now. I don’t know how they do it, but this 
rice bread is everything I didn’t expect: light, soft, chewy, and satisfying. Wild Wood 
sells it by the loaf, as well as using it for sandwiches and garlic bread, which they 
serve with their gluten-free pasta dishes. 

In addition to sandwiches and salads, the menu offers tamales, enchiladas, hum- 
mus, ravioli, and a full breakfast menu featuring gluten-free pancakes and French 
toast, as well as breakfast scrambles and other brunch items. There is a full espres- 
so bar, as well as Italian sodas, juices, teas, and smoothies. Like most coffee bars, 
the cafe is a Wi-Fi hot spot. 

Wild Wood’s biggest drawing card is the gluten-free bakery; while I was eating, a 
never-ending stream of folks were coming in to stock up on the baked goods. I found 
the gluten-free cookies and other treats to be, visually, very appealing but overly sweet 
and lacking in texture. The only exception was the Ding Dongs, a homemade version 
of the popular Seventies snack. (The Ding Dongs are divine. On the other hand, Ding 
Dongs are supposed to be overly sweet and lacking in texture, so maybe they are just 
a perfect fit.) Yet, I do not doubt that these same treats are a godsend and possibly 
taste-bud ecstasy to those who would otherwise go without. Wild Wood also makes 
gluten-free cakes and pies to order for birthdays and other festivities, ensuring that no 
one need be left out of the celebration. - Kate Thom berry

Hector Galan on 'Cottonfields and Crossroads' 


As the critically acclaimed filmmaker of documentaries such 
as Songs of the Homeland and Accordion Dreams, Hector 
Galan has played an important role in documenting Tejano 
music. But making Los Lonely Boys: Cottonfields and 
Crossroads is perhaps his most personal work. When he dis- 
covered the band of brothers were homeboys from San 
Angelo, Galan thought he’d like to film them. After he saw 
them perform and heard their story, he knew he had to. 

“It was at that moment, watching them perform an amazing 
rendition of their song ‘Cottonfields and Crossroads,’ that I felt 
an immediate connection,” Galan said. “[It] provoked a pro- 
found sense of identity in me. I understood where the influenc- 
es of their music came from.” 

For personal and professional reasons, Galan wanted to do 
a film on music from West Texas, and the Garza brothers 
appeared to be the perfect centerpiece. But Galan decided to 
take a different tack with Cottonfields and Crossroads. 

“I wanted to go beyond a profile piece,” Galan says. “I decid- 
ed this film had to have a larger reach.” A “larger reach” meant 
aiming for a documentary feature. The result is a hybrid that 

mixes the historical 
underpinnings of a 
documentary, the 
heart of the all- 
American rags-to- 
riches story, and a 
sort of anthropological songbook that emanates from West 
Texas that is, as the Garza brothers describe their work, distinct- 
ly “Texican.” But that’s not the only departure for Galan. Under 
the auspices of Lone Wolf Bridge Releasing, Galan Productions 
has taken a headfirst dive into the world of distribution. 

“We decided to go for a theatrical release with this one,” 
Galan says. Although several offers from television and the 
DVD market were offered, Galan felt the time was right to try 
this new venture, especially after the enthusiastic response 
the film had at its SXSW 06 premiere. 

“A lot of distributors for documentaries don’t know our 
market, but we do,” he says. By targeting Latino-heavy cities 
and working with key contacts and organizations in these cit-

ies, Galan Productions is carving a distribution model that 
relies as much on grassroots and word-of-mouth advertising 
as it does on being “high tech Aztecs”: using social network- 
ing sites to build interest and momentum. Speaking of 
which, more information about Los Lonely Boys: Cotton- 
fields and Crossroads can be found at its MySpace site, 
www.myspace.com/loslonelyboysmovie.

THE BLACK BELLY OF 
THE TARANTULA

Italian director 
Paolo Cavara is 
these days best 
remembered as 
the man who, along 
with Gualtiero 
Jacopetti and 
Franco Prosperi, 
unleashed the 
seminal exploita- 
tion shock doc 
Mondo Cane on an 
unsuspecting world 
way back in 1962. That film was adroitly 
scandalous enough to elicit howls from 
Pauline Kael while generating scads of 
profits for its producers and spawning a 
pair of non-Cavara sequels. (It’s somehow 
comforting to note that the wildly gamey 
Mondo Cane landed in theatres dead cen- 
ter between Antonioni’s La Notte in 1961 
and Fellini’s 8V2 two years later.) The film- 


maker had more important things to do, 
and a decade later he blew minds yet 
again with this hypnotic, hyperstylized, 
and deliciously elegant giallo, one of the 
best that suspense-laden genre has to 
offer. The traditional giallo tropes are all 
given a wild polish by Cavara and cinema- 
tographer Marcello Gatti, who had lensed 
The Battle of Algiers five years previous 
and would go on to shoot Polanski’s 
What? after wrapping The Black Belly of 
the Tarantula. It wouldn’t be a giallo with- 
out a black-clad killer committing 
unspeakable acts with gloved hands (here 
clutching wickedly lengthy needles and 
glinting, slashing blades), an oppressive 
and dissociative pop-art sensualism, a 
tormented cop (the great Giancarlo 
Giannini), and the feeling that only in Italy 
do maniacs routinely manage to craft a 
steely sort of haute couture out of blood 
and shadows, but Cavara elevates even 
the obvious to high, bloody art. That’s 
thanks in large part to a genuinely 
engrossing and disturbing story by Lucile 
Laks and Marcello Danon, which gives 
Giannini, as the uncomfortably married 
police inspector assigned to track down 


the killer of Stefania Sandrelli, much to 
do in terms of both despondent, nuanced 
characterization and hesitant, hamstrung 
cop-action. As a kicky bonus, Tarantula 
features no less than three pretty Bond 
girls all in a row: Barbara Bouchet, 
Claudine Auger, and Barbara Bach quiver 
throughout, awash in giddy anxiety, antici- 
pating everything bad and very little good 
with the utmost justification. The whole 
gloriously sordid enterprise is overlaid 
with one of Ennio Morricone’s more sump- 
tuous scores, which consistently under- 
scores Tarantula 7 s creepy, high-end deliri- 
um like a piano-wire garrote worn loose 
about the throat. After a fresh spurt from 
Dario Argento’s warped mind, among 
others in the Seventies, the giallo as 
Italy’s last great film export is currently as 
moribund as its late sometime-practioner 
Lucio Fulci, having come in a distant sec- 
ond to the steady and soul-deadening 
horrors of daily life. Which is a shame. 
Fetishistic fashion sense notwithstand- 
ing, a psychopath with panache - and an 
existential, angst-ridden cop - will always 
be preferable to the slavering curs of 
this dog’s world. - Marc Savlov

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Searching for Once Upon a Time 

Why Monument Valley - again part of the Netflix/Alamo Drafthouse Rolling Roadshow this summer - is such a magnetic place for me

Monument Valley beckoned me for at least 
two decades before I finally visited there last 
summer. The area is one of our nation’s great 
natural wonders and is sacred ground for 
Native Americans. Still, it was not the call of 
nature or history that lured me to this spot 
on the Utah-Arizona border. It was something 
much more personal, something tangible yet 
ineffable: a movie and an obligation to the past, 
a memoriam for two cherished forefathers of 
Austin’s rich film culture, George Morris and 
Ed Lowry. 

The movie is The Searchers, a great, endur- 
ing Western and one of the best collabora- 
tions between John Ford and John Wayne, the 
director and star who made 14 films togeth- 
er. Filmed in the “breathtaking panorama of 
VistaVision” (as the ads of the day proclaimed), 
The Searchers tells the story of Ethan Edwards, 
an ex-Confederate soldier played by Wayne, 
who spends years in a dogged quest to find his 
niece, who was captured by Comanches as a 
little girl. Although the story takes place in late- 
1860s Texas, The Searchers was filmed primar- 
ily in Monument Valley, as were all of Ford’s 
Westerns. The red buttes and mesas, those 
distinctive natural landmarks, have become 
symbols of the American West, largely through 
the expressive power of Ford’s imagery. 

Tim and Karrie League, the owners and 
impresarios of Austin’s Alamo Drafthouse, orga- 
nized last summer’s Rolling Roadshow tour: 
a 6,000-mile, 21-day journey that pitched the 
Drafthouse ’s 40-foot inflatable projection screen 
at 1 1 stops along the way. These events were no 
ordinary outdoor screenings, though. The films 
were all classics, selected because of their use 
of famous locations. The tour kicked off with 
a screening of The Last Picture Show adjacent 
to the Royal Theatre in Archer City, Texas, 
one of the settings in Larry McMurtry’s com- 
ing-of-age novel brought to the screen by Peter 
Bogdanovich and Polly Platt. Other highlights 
included stops along the way at Devils Tower, 


Wyo., for a screening of Close Encounters of the 
Third Kind complete with a mashed-potato- 
monolith-building contest; a road rally and Repo 
Man screening in Los Angeles; a crop-duster 
flyover and screening of North by Northwest in a 
field in Kern County, Calif.; and the projection 
of Planet of the Apes directly onto the sheer rock 
wall of a natural amphitheatre in Page, Ariz., 
around where the movie was filmed. 

Monument Valley was another of the tour’s 
stops in 2005. The Leagues and their crew 
hoped to show The Searchers, but in light of 
the 1956 movie’s upcoming 50th anniversary, 
Warner Bros, planned to celebrate by striking 
new prints the following year. So, The Searchers 
deferred to Sergio Leone’s great spaghetti 
Western Once Upon a Time in the West, which, 
despite its Italian origins, has several scenes 
that were filmed in Monument Valley 


Some might call me a piker for not making 
the whole three-week journey last year and 
merely dropping in for the Monument Valley to 
the Page, Ariz., leg of the adventure. But, as I 
said at the outset, I was on a personal path that 
led toward Monument Valley. And more than 
presenting mere outdoor screenings, the Rolling 
Roadshow events are about enriching one’s 
experience of a particular film, be it through 
various prescreening activities or locating the 
screening in an ideally related setting. (Recent 
local examples include the advance screening 
of The Descent in nearby Longhorn Caverns and 
Mexican-style wrestling matches and costume 
contests prior to a preview-screening of Nacho 
Libre.) Set up on the flat little area of the airstrip 
beside Goulding’s Lodge in Monument Valley, 
the inflatable screen was but a speck amid 
the massive geological formations surrounding

us. The moon, as it rose over the red mesas to 
our right, at first looked liked lava erupting the 
rock, while Henry Fonda and Claudia Cardinale 
matched wits on the screen. Filmmaker Alex 
Cox, who provides audio commentary on at 
least a couple of DVDs about the making of 
Once Upon a Time in the West, was also “in the 
house,” unable to resist the opportunity to 
see the film under these circumstances. I was 
among friends of the cinematic kind, and we all 
were in love: in love with the movies and with 
one another and with this strangely singular 
place that had ironically become a universal 
symbol of the American West. 

□ 

I didn’t grow up watching Westerns, despite 
owning a Davy Crockett cap and a toy gun 
holster or two. It wasn’t until I was in graduate 
school that I learned to appreciate the Western 
form as one of our greatest national inventions, 
on the order of jazz and the blues. Yet it wasn’t 
until Ed Lowry entered my life that I learned 
to truly love the Western. Technically a fellow 
student, Ed was intrinsically a teacher. His film 
knowledge was exhaustive and his disposition 
generous. He shared what he knew, and one of 
the things he knew inside out was Westerns. 
The Searchers was among his favorites, and 
he had spent many a childhood vacation in 
Monument Valley with his family. 

Ed was the Chronicle’s first managing editor 
and Film editor. His passion for movies and 
zeal for excellence still provide the model for 
what we do all these years later. Tragically, he 
died of AIDS in 1985 at the age of 33. Before 
his death we had talked many times of taking 
a group trip to Monument Valley. Although the 
plans never materialized, we were young and 
confident the trip would eventually take place. 
Death intervened, and the plans dissolved and 
were replaced by my inconsolable sense of 
opportunities lost. In 1989, when the AIDS 
quilt came to town and the Chronicle contrib- 
uted a panel honoring Ed, one of the images we

included was a panorama of Monument Valley. 

When the Alamo Drafthouse announced 
their plans to take the Rolling Roadshow to 
Monument Valley in 2005, it was the summer 
before the 20th anniversary of Ed’s death. 
There seemed no better way to commune with 
his memory than to finally make the trip we 
had so long ago planned. I came for a movie 
and left with a new reverence for this deeply 
spiritual locale. 

Death has been particularly harsh to the 
Chronicle’s Film department, claiming a dis- 
proportionate number of its members over 
the years. Another beloved film writer and 
teacher, George Morris, died in June 1989, 
also of AIDS. He wrote mostly on older films 
for the Chronicle , and the films he loved knew 
no greater champion. He taught film at Austin 
Community College. He was also a friend of 
Richard Linklater’s ( Slacker is dedicated to 
his memory) and a driving force behind the 
formation of the Austin Film Society. George 
requested that his friends gather after his death 
for a screening of The Searchers. A screening 
was held at the Dobie Theatre, and his friends 
came together afterward at the old Austin 
Media Arts Center (the forerunner of AFS) on 
the Drag to celebrate his memory. From that 
point on, The Searchers has assumed for me a 
personal meaning that represents a commit- 
ment to and continuity within the Austin film 
community. I will be in Monument Valley next 
week as the 50th anniversary print unfurls. 

□ 

Although my journey is something of a per- 
sonal pilgrimage, each attendee will be drawn 
to the Rolling Roadshow by something differ- 


ent. The Feagues’ initial idea for the Rolling 
Roadshow was for a fantastic summer getaway. 
People could come on the whole journey or 
join them in locations along the way. It is a way 
to bring their ideas about participatory cinema 
to the country at large. In Austin we’re familiar 
with the Alamo Drafthouse ’s unique program- 
ming that features live music, sing-alongs, 
costume contests, thematic menu items, and 
such, as part of their daily offerings. Fast sum- 
mer, they took their show on the road. 

Netflix, the nation’s leading outfit to rent 
film by mail, is along for the ride this year as 
the Roadshow’s sponsor. Throughout August, 
the tour will cross the country, having begun 
on Aug. 2 with a screening of The Warriors 
in Coney Island and winding up Aug. 26 
with Escape From Alcatraz, on Alcatraz Island. 
Screenings are free, and many guest stars will 
be on hand, one highlight being the Aug. 11 
appearance of Kevin Costner at the screening 
of Field of Dreams in Dyersville, Iowa. The 
whole tour offers new meaning to the “breath- 
taking panorama of VistaVision. ” ■

a moming-news-show gal, would anyone take 
her seriously? Newscaster Charlie Gibson has 
also moved from morning to evening news- 
casts, but that question never surfaced about 
his credibility.

PAINT HIM BLACK 


FALLEN ANGEL 


At press time last week, word came over the wires that the 
beautiful Kim McLagan was killed Aug. 2 in an automobile 
accident. The 57-year-old owner of K.M. Skincare in 
Smithville and wife to local keyboardist Ian “Mac” McLagan 
leaves behind a legacy of kindness. “The word that keeps 
coming up is angel,” says longtime friend and KGSR Program 
Director Jody Denberg. “She was indeed angelic. She was a 
healing person - both through her profession and as a friend. 
Once the sadness subsides, that’s what she will have left 
behind: beauty.” After rising to fame in 1960s London as a 
model, Kim married notorious Who drummer Keith Moon and 
appeared in the Beatles’ video “All You Need Is Love.” After 
divorcing Moon in 1975, Kim and Faces member Mac married 
in 1978 and moved to the Austin area 16 years later. They 
lived on 10 acres in Manor where Kim tended to her garden. 
“Even though she was on the Beatles’ BBC broadcast and 
subsequent video and married to one of the Who and one of 
the Faces, you’d never know it,” Denberg says. “She was a 
grounded angel, a contradiction in terms.” Denberg relates 
that Mac is doing as well as can be expected, and he’s receiv- 


ing support and phone calls from around the globe (Pete 
Townshend, Keith Richards, Bonnie Raitt). A ceremony was 
held Tuesday at Zilker Park in Kim’s memory. Share your 
thoughts at www.ianmclagan.com; donations can be made to the 
Women’s Advocacy Project (www.women-law.org) and mailed 
to RajiWorld, 806-A W. 10th, Austin, TX 78701.

DOWN BY THE C-SIDE 


BULLETS OVER BROADWAY 


Once upon a time, music was about expression, an escape from life 
while expounding upon it. The last decade has seen that drop by the way- 
side in favor of image, but last weekend’s C-Side Showcase at Flamingo 
Cantina went back to the old-school. Founded in 2002 by Matt Pittman 
and Austin band the Channel, Round Rock’s C-Side Records sponsored 
a show Friday that did just that. Chris “Grizzle” Gregory and his troupe 
of nonchalants in fellow C-Siders Golden Bear became invigorating with 
the addition of the Royal Forest Horns. All dewy-faced and bright-eyed, 
the band bounced through organic pop songs off their eponymous debut, 
leaving only one question: Where did these guys come from? 

“[Golden Bear and the Channel] have both been around for five years or 
so,” Pittman replies. “They’re truly unique and wonderful people, who are 
putting their heart into their music.” That sentiment blasted contagious in 
“Ten Thousand Orchestras,” as a room full of friends and strangers beat 
the air in unison. Half of Golden Bear, plus a few friends, went on last as 
the country-tinged Channel, a bit more discombobulated than the Bear but 
with no pretension or formula. Their new double LF? Tales From the Two Hill 
Heart/Sibylline Machine - the fourth for C-Side - is an exercise in theory, 
genres overlapping fragile, eclectic sounds. 

“I wish I had the money to properly promote and market these records,” 
Pittman says. “Realistically, I just hope that we make enough of a wave 
that some more-established indie label will decide to give our artists a 
pleasant home on their roster. It would be bittersweet for me, kind of like 
watching your kids leave home, but I’d be very happy for the bands. They 
deserve something better.”

In search of Manu Chao

Mama was queen of the mambo 
Papa was king of the Congo 
Deep down in a jungle 
I started bangin’ my first bongo 


Every monkey like to be 
In my place instead of me 
Cause I’m the King of Bongo, 
I’m the King of Bongo bong 


Maybe it was the cerveza , but on a bullet the blue sky whim, I 
turned to the couple seated next to me - two of 80,000 to 85,000 
U2 expectants at Camp Nou soccer stadium in Barcelona last 
August - and asked if Manu Chao lived there. Two amused smiles 
gave a shrug. 

“I hear he splits his time between Barcelona and Paris,” said 
one en espahol. 

Living la mala vida, apparently. “Mala Vida.” Bad life. 

1989 was a good year to work the door at Rasputin’s Records 
in Berkeley. The counter crew - cashiers, baggers, backpack 
hat check - controlled the stereo. Ministry, Pixies, Sinead 
O’Connor, Kate Bush, Ramones, and Nine Inch Nails all can- 
noned through the university drag’s Grand Central Station. 
Collapse eustachian tubes with “Stigmata,” tame the mean 
street. New seminars eight days a week. 

One sunny day, an exotic-looking promo appeared atop the 
CD player: Puta’s Fever by Mano Negra. With subtitles: Whore’s 
Fever by Black Hand. Virgin Records. (Major labels have been 
suspect since Louis Armstrong signed to Columbia.) No one 
had heard of them, but name and title alone guaranteed the disc 
at least a spin. Which is precisely how at least one part-timer 
went home that night infected with “Mala Vida.” By employee- 
buy-Friday, Puta’s Fever had found a host in the suburbs. 

Immediate was the Clash. Where the last gang in London 
Town rolled their rock with reggae, Mano Negra’s metallic 
punk split open a Basque-like musical pinata: fiddles, accordi- 
ons, horns, raps, chants, and jungle-cries in French, Spanish, 
English, Arabic, and God knows what else. A mosh pit had 
opened at the Moulin Rouge; London Calling from a Parisian 
brothel, If I Should Fall From Grace With God covered by gypsy 
punks Gogol Bordello. You had fuck-all clue what they were 
saying half the time, but the sheer fervor screamed politics with 
a capital Che Guevara. And they were bleeding profusely. 

Amputated at the heart, “Mala Vida” and “Pas Assez de Toi” 



remain Puta’s Fevers gallows pole. Desperate love songs, one in 
Spanish, the other in French, their teeth-rattling tenor surges 
irrationality through desire’s electric chair. Both open with a 
folksy, acoustic strum before lowering the boom, “Mala Vida” a 
breakneck chariot race of trumpets, third-rail guitars, and stam- 
peding beats; “Pas Assez de Toi,” sawed in half by an electric 
violin and an armored rhythm blitzkrieg. 

Again, language barriers are negligible, though experts have 
been consulted over time. Gitana meant “gypsy,” according to 
my father about the former track, while a Parisian Austinite was 
consulted just last week about “Pas Assez de Toi.” A sad look, 
slow shake of the head, and confirmation of the song’s insanity. 

“He uses a lot of slang,” says Frangoise. “But the lyrics are 
great, the rhyming.”

Mano Negra’s Joe Strummer - Manu Chao - guilty as charged. 
Several nights before U2’s Barcelona birthday bash for the Edge, 
Babylonia en Guagua had pogoed furiously in my home DVD 
player, “Mala Vida” going for the throat of 17 years ago. Chao, 
a solo artist since 1999’s redefining Clandestino, made the trip 
in my headphones, international songs of protest lulling me to 
sleep every night in Gaudi’s city of blinding hallucinations. 


Pas Assez de Toi 


I went to the big town 
Where there is a lot of sound 
From the jungle to the city 
Looking for a bigger crown 


So I played my bongo 
For the people of big city 
But they don’t go crazy 
When I’m bangin’ my boogie 


Maybe the first and last place on Earth you’ll find Hot Pants, 
Manu Chao’s pre-Mano Negra debut album, is at the Virgin 
Megastore on the Champs-Elysees in Paris. A store clerk has 
taken pity on the hapless tourist hiccuping pigeon French and 
led him over to the Chao section. Nada. 

“S’il vous plait,” I stammer, u Ehhh, Manu Chao’s first band, 
Hot Pants?” 

He nods, expressionless, and walks back to the floor rack, 
flipping through “H” until, as if in slow motion, his arm arcs 
into the air over his head clutching a disc. Last one. All that’s 
missing is the big brass fanfare from “Mala Vida.” 

Heard for the first time under the south arch of the Eiffel 
Tower, on a steamy, late-July Friday that the Rolling Stones are 
starring at the Stade de France, Hot Pants is Chao’s big bang. 
Alias “Loco Mosquito,” the 1986 local release charts Oscar 
Tramor’s musical prime elements. His Galician father, writer 
Ramon Chao, and Bilbaon mother left Spain for the more liberal 
child-rearing climate in Paris. The music revolution across the 
English channel did the rest. 

“African Witch” opens Hot Pants in English, the singer’s cock- 
roach with a cold delivery instantly recognizable, but follow-up 
“Chicken Chat,” double-timing the Clash’s “Should I Stay or 
Should I Go” riff, anticipates Mano Negra’s maniac bounce.

Marinated in rich Caribbean 
instrumentation, carefree hammock kicker “Merry 
Blues,” hemp woven affectionate “Me Gustas Tu,” 
and Latin quarter seduction “Le Rendez Vous” 
warm the belly like buttered rum. Middle Eastern 
stealth (“Denia”) and a Portuguese mash-up 
(“Homens”) lighten contemplative closer “Infinita 
Tristeza.” 
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“Ay Que Dolor!” (“Oh What Pain”) thrusts 
up Gipsy Kings skank, while the twangabilly 
“Gipsy” acts as the Parisian quartets long black 
Cadillac. “Brand New Cadillac,” rather. “Come 
On” isn’t Chuck Berry or the Stones, but is cut 
from the same flag. Chess Records can collect 
royalties on the solo. 

Just before Hot Pants fades into roots 
obscurity (“Craw-Daddy,” “Junky Beat”), 
“Ya Llego” arrives. With uncanny timing, 
the mariachi rave-up’s “policia” give way to 
whistles and gunfire at the precise moment 
two fatigue-clad soldiers wielding automatic 
weapons materialize from out of the Eiffel 
Tower’s tourist morass. By the time “Can’t Let 
It Down” closes the 32-minute album with 
a police-siren motif, Chao’s musical future 
bristles with anarchy. 

Mano Negra’s first single, “Mala Vida,” 
got the band signed to Virgin, and only their 
debut LP, 1988’s Patchanka, wasn’t purchased 
by moi in Austin at Waterloo Records. Joining 
knuckle-dragging third-timer King of Bongo, 
final studio effort Casa Babylon, and live In 
the Hell of Patchinko - featuring West Texan 
Sonny Curtis’ “I Fought the Law” - Patchanka 
is Mano Negra at its purest. 

“Mano Negra,” “Mala Vida,” “Indios de 
Barcelona,” and Leadbelly’s “Rock Island 
Line” all made it onto Puta’s Fever the year the 
band played the Austin Opera House at SXSWJ 
but it’s French New Wavers “Ronde de Nuit” 
and “La Ventura” that translate best into 
English. The latter slams peak Oingo Boingo 
with the wickedest neon synth riff and naked 
outro since Molly Ringwald kicked out the 
jams in The Breakfast Club or Jake Gyllenhaal 
went “Mad World” in Donnie Darko. 

Another Megastore import, a new Mano 
Negra Best of, shames the old U.S. issue, par- 
ticularly with its live bonus disc that opens with 
“Pas Assez de Toi.” When my car stereo got 
jacked last week, my only concern was for the 
collection’s first half, which had been in the CD 
player. Mercifully, Amazon.com had my back. 

Back at La Tour Eiffel, the soldiers reappear 
upon my exit. Exterminating the rats that 
infest the platform overlooking such a global 
wonder might be a smarter deployment.

Austin’s Charles Attal Presents and Capital 
Sports & Entertainment - organizers of both 
the Austin City Limits Music Festival and the 
Rolling Stones’ Zilker Park date - Chao was 
King Kong. The competition, Kanye West, 
across the grounds with 40,000 of his closest 
local boosters, trampled twice the field that 
Chaoists mulched, but only one 90-minute 
stand thrashed for dear life. 

The differences between Lolla and ACL: 
Grant Park’s billion-dollar skyline, Buckingham 
Memorial Fountain (geyser), and a vineyard’s 
worth of honest-to-goodness shade. Seagulls 
and squadrons of geese designate it a flight path 
but appear unrelated to the foul odor polluting 
parts of the park. Charles Attal smells only roses 
the morning after Chao’s superstar set. 

Agreed is the notion that the singer, notori- 
ous for his distaste of Super-8 countries and 
who played exactly three U.S. dates on his last 
world tour, didn’t want to leave the stage when 
confronted with the Park’s 10pm curfew. In 
Attal and partner Charlie Jones’ on-site produc- 
tion trailer that AM, the latter’s laptop bubbles 
with Chao as he preps for the day’s final push. 
The three of us shake our heads in wonder. 
Amy Corbin, who estimates that it took her 
and Attal five years to land Chao, can’t believe 
it either. No one can. 


“ACLs next,” grins Attal, referring to Chao. 

When the red-beret-wearing Chao and his 
backing fivepiece - most of them glimpsed 
on the Babylonia DVD - hit the stage after 
Thievery Corporation’s sound bleed was finally 
silenced, it rivaled the quasi religious instant 
catharsis of U2 at Camp Nou. Every Hispanic 
within a 100-mile radius stopped mid-“01e, 
ole, ole” and roared like the lion of Judah. In 
that moment, Chao was clearly taken aback, 
maybe reminded that a superpower’s politics 
aren’t necessarily reflected in its populace. 
Then the band’s tear gas went off. 

While Chao jumped up and down exhorting 
“ cQuepaso ? dQuepaso?” and mosh pits cleared 
crop circles of audience, the show went from 
demonstration to near riot. Drums, timbales, 
guitar, keyboards, and mega bass lock-stepped 
into pummel mode, frequently dropping on a 
dime into a ragga before resuming their pos- 
sessed slam dance. No one onstage or in front of 
it took a breath for the first 30 minutes. Mexico’s 
Cafe Tacuba, at the top of the Latin alternative- 
rock food chain, couldn’t hold a Roman candle 
to the sustained release of Chao’s crew. 

The song list edited out nearly all the Mano 
Negra from 2002 ’s live Radio Bemba Sound 
System, a compression of Chao’s two solo 
albums (a third one due this fall), while atom- 


izing all previous punk peaks from Patchanka 
forward. Only the PA’s defibrillator and the steel 
stage barricade cracking your sternum kept 
the paramedics at bay. “Clandestine*,” Proximo 
Estacion ... Esperanza closer “Infinita Tristeza,” 


and penultimate encore “Volver Volver” very 
nearly tamed “La Rumba de Barcelona” 
(YouTube.com). Mostly, though, thrash, thrash, 
y mas thrash cleansed the pilgrims who had 
come in search of Manu Chao. ■

Gathering the biggest tribe until the Chili Peppers’ zoological 
weekend finale, Cee-lo Green and his musical consortium of tennis 
pros (back-up singers, string quartet, Danger Mouse) proved the 


weekend’s most charismatic and charged. Nearly all of St. 
Elsewhere warmed up for “Crazy,” as Emperor Charlie Jones sur- 
veyed the spectacle from the stage ramparts. “Gone Daddy Gone.” 

*WHAT MADE MILWAUKEE FAMOUS 

Fat drops of rain dampened none of the Austin quartet’s enthusi- 
asm nor the noontime crowd’s appreciation. Frontman and lyricist 
Michael Kingcaid could hawk umbrellas to a duck. 

PATTI SMITH 

A surprise guest at the Kidsapalooza stage early Sunday, the 
Chicago-born activist worked solo acoustic on Gung Ho’s 
“Grateful,” as well as a tribute to Love’s Arthur Lee, and a tune 
born only the day before about children killed in Lebanon. “I can’t 
promise anything,” she prefaced the song (“The Dead Lay in 
Strange Shapes” perhaps?). “All I can promise is that I cared 
enough to write it.” 

THE FRAMES 

Proving last year’s ACL Fest transcendence no fluke, the 
Dubliners’ dense, emotional wrenching songcraft was as ruddy in 
the face as sunblock-challenged teens. Beatle Bob proved an 
impromptu choreograph highlight, while the Bible’s St. Luke and “I 
Want My Life to Make More Sense to Me” grounded the rest of the 
hour. “This has been fucking great,” exhaled frontman Glen Hansard 
at the finish. “We didn’t expect this at all.” The rest of us did. 


*BENEVENTO-RUSSO DUO 

Putting on a clinic for two-man space jams, the Brooklyn duo - 
organ, drums, and mainframe - made more noise than NASA on 
launch day (“Becky”) before setting back down on the DSOTM. 

ANDREW BIRD 

Chicago’s whistling Birdman overcame early gadgetry malfunctions 
and bass-drowned sound to deliver a delicately epic hour. Martin 
Dosh on drums completed the pair, whose “Mandarin Cups,” “Fake 
Palindromes,” and “Simple Exercises” equaled the best from urban 
neighbor Sufjan Stevens or even Rufus Wainwright. Fly like an eagle. 

*MATISYAHU 

A Hasidic Jew from Brooklyn, who recorded one of his dread- 
locked LPs live at Stubb’s? Don’t knock it until his old-school reg- 
gae wafts into your wheelhouse. 

RED HOT CHILI PEPPERS 

The first show of the band’s North American tour was the last of 
Lollapalooza 2006 and not worth the clusterfuck on the field. 

Never loud enough, nor in band sync, only obscurity “Fortune 
Faded,” a failed attempt at Stadium Arcadium’s “Wet Sand,” and 
John Frusciante’s Jupiter moon solo on “Don’t Forget Me” deviated 
from the group’s standard script enough to keep the hoopleheaded 
claustrophobia on the field bearable. Ninety minutes even ubiqui- 
tous emcee Perry Farrell probably preferred back in ’94.

MIDLAKE 

The Trials of Van 
Occupanther 
(Bella Union) 

From electro-pop to 
classic-rock textures 
and alluring vocal 
harmonies, Denton 
fivepiece Midlake 
continues to elevate music, maturing structure 
and echo, this time without the maneuvering 
of technology. Where 2004 ’s debut LF? Bamnan 
and Slivercork, slapped Grandaddy on the keys, 
exquisite sophomore disc, The Trials of Van 
Occupanther, instead retreats into the world 
of Burt Bacharach, Fleetwood Mac, and Steely 
Dan. Nostalgic, sure, but comforting, meticu- 
lous, and complex. Opener “Roscoe” plays Tim 
Smith’s delicate vocals like a violin, sighing 
through peaks and valleys. Even cursed with a 
Jethro Tull flute in “Van Occupanther” and “In 
This Camp” (among others), Midlake’s Trials tra- 
verses all pitfalls to create a blissfully somber 
lurch. First single “Young Bride” comes closest 
to Bamnan but still reaches an elder status 
of voice-play, pitted against the constant drum 
of McKenzie Smith, while “Branches” peaks 
with Love Story melancholy. Stories become 
triumphant expressions of life (“In This Camp”), 
explosive self-realizations (“We Gathered in 



Spring”), and bitter realities (“Chasing After 
Deer”). By the time closer “You Never Arrived” 
fades out in a smooth, Seventies piano-driven 
melody, you’ve fallen in love all over again, and 
this time, it’s with an adult.

GNAPPY 

Unloaded (Bean Pie) 

It has many mean- 
ings: To release 
power. Being clear- 
headed. Sexual 
innuendo. Unloaded 
is a fitting tag for 
Gnappy’s third, following their acclaimed 2001 
debut and 2003’s sophomore-slump slayer, Is 
This a Machine? The Austin act’s tight-fisted 
instrumental grooves - self-described as “funk 
with jazz and hip-hop” - pop like fireworks. 
Unloaded’s sober inference comes from its 
clean delivery and sparkling sound, even though 
the drums-bass-sax-guitar quartet covers Black 
Sabbath and Quincy Jones’ “The Streetbeater” 
(the Sanford and Son theme) live. Yet, Unloaded 
is all original, save for a fluid, drop-funk take 
on Sonny Rollins standard “Oleo.” The stac- 
cato guitar-horn melodies in “Grease Don’t 
Freeze” are as tight as a drill sergeant’s bed, 
and the bass-drum funk engine in “Sushi Pimp” 



FOR THE SAKE OF THE SOMG 







Whether or not the world needs another live 
Robert Earl Keen album is open to debate, 
but Live at the Ryman (Koch) is a primo 
example of the versatility of his long-touring 
band. Recorded in 2004, it’s also notable for 
featuring Danny Barnes on banjo. Flouston’s 
Compadre Records has made a name for 
itself with theme-based compilations of Texas 
artists. The latest, Let's Step Outside, features 
songs on hunting and fishing with Guy Clark, 

Jerry Jeff Walker, and James McMurtry, 
joined by Texas music stalwarts Pat Green, 

Cory Morrow, and Roger Creager. You’ll 
only be attracted to this disc if you think you 
need another copy of Robert Earl Keen’s “Five 
Pound Bass,” Kevin Fowler’s “Beer, Bait and 
Ammo,” and the only previously unreleased 
track, Honeybrowne singing John Denver’s 
“Take Me Flome, Country Roads.” An Austinite 
since 2002, Jim Halfpenny escaped L.A. 
after a successful career as composer of film 
music with more than 20 films to his credit. 

His band debut, First Things First (Strong 
Domino), is filled with sturdy roots rock and 
occasional treks to Dave Matthews’ space-jazz 
thanks to sax work from John Mills. Vocally, 

Flalfpenny recalls the reedy sound of Drivin 
N Cryin’s Kevn Kinney, but unfortunately his 
music never approaches that Georgia group’s 
boisterousness. Stephen Doster and Will 
Sexton, who’ve been gigging together around 
town for quite some time, have finally released 
a snapshot of their work together, Impossible 
Sun. As a duo, they bring out the best in each 
other - Doster’s songs his most pleasing ever, 
and Sexton’s eccentricities kept to a minimum. The subtly shining title track, written by Doster, 
and Sexton’s sly and soulful “Every Bit of It” stand out on an album that grows better with 
each listen. Eric Hanke’s Autumn Blues (Ten Foot Texan) is an impressive debut that mixes 
country and folk in a way that confirms his status as a Native Texan. With a batch of songs 
almost too evocative to have come from a young songwriter’s pen and dynamic production from 
Merel Bregante, Flanke crafts a sound that falls somewhere between Slaid Cleaves and Bruce 
Robison and one that’s well worth checking out. -Jim Caligiuri 


is hot enough to smell. Lessening the gestalt 
are “Bahl Hornin’” and the title track, each 
of which show up twice. The second take of 
“Bahl Homin’” scratches and raps but fizzles 
at the end, longing for its own song structure. 

A talk-rap populates the first version of the title 
track, then appears later as an instrumental. 
Both worthy, but one’s enough. Then again, 
most bands should be so lucky to have such an 
embarrassment of riches to unload.

THE SWELLS 

Slept for Seven Days 
(Calgary) 

Though still firmly 
ensconced in the 
lilting spiral of late- 
Eighties British dream 
pop, Slept for Seven 
Days finds the Swells 
trying on a grab bag of stylistic variations with 
varying degrees of success. This compromises 
cohesion, but it also keeps things interesting. 
“Driver’s Song” leads off with a wistful guitar 
weave accented by prog-leaning synth blips, 
while the odd lyrical tangent and jutting sonic 
sweep of “Bad Jacketing” wouldn’t have been 
out of place on a lOcc album. The psychedelic 
folk warble of “Matter of Me” is hampered by 
overpreciousness, but guitarist/ vocalist David 
Malerba’s metronome-driven acoustic turn on 
“Morning Bird” is remarkably beatific. Following 
that up with the high-energy sunshine pop of 
“Riverwide” makes for a high-caliber, one-two 
punch. The second half of Slept for Seven Days 
is less focused and more atmospheric. The 
piled-on synthesized accoutrements on “Love 
Me Like Your Own” and the skitter-clip fuzz of 
“Cosmetic Gestures” ultimately sound more 
experimental than efficient, but the faraway 
echo of “Come to Me Now” is custom-made for 
an indie filmmaker looking to cap the apex of a 
romantic narrative. Even if they don’t land every 
jump, give the Swells credit for ducking the 
straitjacket of genre convention.

ERIC TESSMER BAND 

Blues Bullets 

Half the globe 
still imagines 
Austin’s Sixth Street 
churning out Stevie 
Ray Vaughan clones 
like Strats in the 
“Little Wing” video. 

They’re down there, 
but this particular 
young guitarist in 
the Steamboat-era SRV cap sounds especially 
slick in Red River corner pocket Headhunters 
and now Antone’s. On gunning third release 
Blues Bullets, Eric Tessmer and his equally 
young local blues trio take another step out of 
the $3, early-days footprints of their legendary 
role model. Winking at “Scuttle Buttin’” with 
opener “Rebuttal,” 88’ s tone, string tension, 
and attack are unmistakable, Tessmer’s voice 
his own as it moves out from guttural blues to 
Ian Moore soul. “Ain’t With You” and its road- 
house riff recalls another guitarist for whom 
SRV paved the way, Jeff Healey, while the blues 
gangsterism of “Every Time” is the exact sort 
of rave-up for which Doyle Bramhall M’s sets 
beg. Swamp instrumental “Origin” is nicely 
situated in the middle. “Blind Eye Blues,” all 
too standard in structure, offers Tessmer as 




a convincing guitar disciple in need of interior 
monologues; see the title track’s fire sale on 
“Voodoo Chile.” Things stall at the end, not so 
much in momentum as in material, and while 
there’s plenty unoriginal in Blues Bullets, save 
for all nine cuts, the ETB’s conviction isn’t.

THE DRAMS 

Jubilee Dive 
(New West) 

Slobberbone may 
be dearly departed, 
but the Drams, as 
evidenced by their 
debut, Jubilee Dive, 
are worthy replace- 
ments. Singer-song- 
writer Brent Best, ’Bone guitarist Jess Barr, and 
drummer Tony Harper are joined by keyboard 
player Chad Stockslager and bassist Keith 
Killoren, both from Dallas-area band Budapest 
One, for a vigorous new direction that seems 
like a natural progression instead of a hairy left 
turn. The addition of keys and harmonies allows 
Best to explore musical ideas he only dreamed 
of with his previous band. While there’s still 
a hint of rootsiness to the Drams, “Truth Lies 
Low” possesses an airiness that’s distinctive, 
while “Fireflies” is an infectious bit of Sixties- 
style power pop, and “You Won’t Forget” bears 
a Beatlesque middle section with strings and 
horns that’s completely unexpected. At more 
than 65 minutes, Jubilee Dive could use edit- 
ing; several songs near the seven-minute mark 
and the dirgelike “Holy Moses” and gimmicky 
“Wonderous Life” seem massively overdone. 
Still, it’s an impressive debut. The name of the 
band is only slightly better than the last one, 
but Best’s talents as a songwriter have never 
been this cohesive and vivid.

BLUE DIAMOND SHINE 

Shrimp Boat Town 
(Abyssinian) 

It hardly takes a 
hurricane for Gulf 
Coast residents to 
feel marginalized. The 
shameful aftermath 
of Katrina and Rita is 
merely the most tragic 
example of a phenom- 
enon that also allows Houston Astros all-stars 
Lance Berkman and Roy Oswalt to prosper in 
relative obscurity and a discrete regional sound 
to not only survive but flourish in the iTunes era. 
A meandering, melancholy suite about killing 
time and brain cells in a sleepy seaside burg 
- anywhere from Port Lavaca, Texas, to Gulf 
Shores, Ala. - Austin fivepiece Blue Diamond 
Shine’s Shrimp Boat Town evokes a place where, 
in frontman John Stark’s elegant bayou poetry, 
“The jukebox is your only friend.” His well-spent 
quarters pay handsome dividends: the timeless 
swamp-pop of “Lonely, Lonely Eyes,” Tex-Mex 
chug of “The Desperate Side,” forlorn honky- 
tonk of “Karaoke Queen,” and clever nods to 
R.E.M. and Rockpile on “Karankawa Daughters” 
and “The Judge.” If Huey P Meaux were still 
around, he’d hustle BDS into his Sugar Hill 
Studios double time. He’d probably hustle them, 
too, but the Crazy Cajun would understand why 
locales like Stark’s Shrimp Boat Town have as 
much musical worth as Beale Street, Broadway, 
and the Sunset Strip.

In July, Cory Neddermeyer, 42, was turned down for unemployment benefits in Iowa after 
a judge ruled that he was fired for cause. His employer, the Amaizing Energy ethanol plant, 
suffered a massive spill that created a pond of fuel alcohol, and Neddermeyer (a recovering 
alcoholic), after resisting as long as he could, gave in and started drinking from the pool 
(causing him to pass out and later register an 0.72 blood-alcohol reading). 


LEAD STORY 

New York state Sen. Ada Smith, known to 
some as the “Wild Woman of Albany” for her 
temper, pleaded not guilty in April for yet anoth- 
er alleged outburst (accused of assaulting a staff 
member with hot coffee after a comment about 
Smith’s weight). According to Senate officials 
cited by The New York Daily News, more than 200 
of her staff members over the years have either 
quit or been fired. Besides Smith’s previous run- 
ins with Albany police, New York City police, 
and United Airlines, other former employees 
have claimed that she assaulted them (the latest 
being a woman who said Smith threw a phone 
at her). Smith has denied virtually every accusa- 
tion, but her exasperated Senate party leader has 
stripped Smith of seniority privileges. 

LEADING ECONOMIC 
INDICATORS 

The District of Calamity: The District of 
Columbia government’s payroll for 2005, report- 
ed by The Washington Times in July, included 
1,268 employees paid more than $100,000 a 
year (including 43 more than $150,000 a year). 
The figures for Baltimore (with a slightly larger 
population) were 55 and two, respectively, and 
Chicago, with five times the population of D.C., 
still had fewer employees in both categories. In 
fact, even though the D.C. workforce has shrunk 
by 2,000 workers since 2002, the annual payroll 
has increased by $180 million. 

IRONIES 

Texas farmers about 75 miles from the 
Mexican border near Falfurrias have taken to 
installing ladders on their property to allow 
illegal aliens to climb over their fences in the 
course of trespassing, so they’ll stop making 
holes in the fences (which allow the farm- 
ers’ cattle to escape). According to a June 
Associated Press report, the ladders aren’t used 
very much, apparently because the illegals 
assume there’s some catch. 

UPDATE 

In 2004, “News of the Weird” reported 
research suggesting that herring routinely com- 
municate among themselves via a high-pitched, 
“raspberry ’’-like sound emitted from the anus. In 
June 2006, a researcher at Greenland Institute of 
Natural Resources said that herring appear also 
to use anal bubbles as a defense to obscure them- 
selves from killer whales. (Researchers are not 
agreed on whether it is digestive gases or some 
other mechanism that produces the bubbles.)

1) Randall Roye, who New York City 
government lawyers say entered the coun- 
try illegally in the 1990s and assumed the 
identity of a dead man, nonetheless tried to 
sue the city for $20 million after he alleg- 
edly “fell” out of a first-floor window of a 
school building. (With his cover blown, he 
has dropped out of sight, according to a 
June New York Post story.) 2) The U.S. mili- 
tary has attempted to hand back 32 parcels 
of land and buildings to the South Korean 
government after restoring them to their 
pre-Korean War condition (except for capi- 
tal improvements the U.S. has made, which 
stay with the buildings). However, South 
Korea is refusing 25 of them, according to 
a June Stars and Stripes story, until the U.S. 
provides further upgrades. 


ELECTION FOLLIES 

• In June, when Cook County, 111., elections 
supervisor David Orr questioned the ethics 
of the family of Cook County Board President 
John Stroger (whose illness forced him to 
resign but not until the family delayed long 
enough to discourage potential successors, so 
that Stroger’s son would have a better chance 
of winning the vacated post), a Stroger ally 
called Orr a “little poop butt.” 

• California Assembly candidate Bill Conrad 
admitted in May that he personally wrote the 
flier proclaiming that his party primary oppo- 
nent, Tom Berryhill, “doesn’t have the HEART 
[emphasis in the original] for State Assembly,” 
because Berryhill had a heart transplant six 
years ago, and that “the average lifespan of 
a heart transplant recipient is seven years.” 
(Berryhill won easily.) 


• After All, They’re Not Running for Husband 
of the Year: 1) David Spellman was sworn in 
as mayor of Black Hawk, Colo., on July 12, 
a week after pleading guilty to two charges 
for pistol-whipping his wife with a handgun 
in 2005 (and firing three shots). 2) Self- 
described “pro-traditional family” candidate 
Jim Galley lost a two-man June congressional 
primary in San Diego, with no help from 
the San Diego Union Tribune’s discovery, 
a week before the voting, that he had had 
child-support payments garnisheed from his 
paycheck for four years and was once, for a 
17-month period, simultaneously married to 
two women. 

LEAST COMPETENT 
CRIMINALS 

Not Cut Out for a Life of Crime: 1) 
Lawrence C. Lawson, 60, was charged with 
robbing the Lasalle Bank in Troy, Mich., in 
July, which was an easy collar because, as he 
emerged from the bank with his loot, he spot- 
ted a passing police car and promptly fainted. 
2) Pierre Barton, 20, was arrested in Cleveland 
following the robbery of Georgio’s Pizza, 
shortly after he had accidentally dropped his 
two “cheat sheet” cards containing his rob- 
bery speech (reading “Give me the money,” 
and “Tell I’ll kill your family [sic]”). (In 
fact, Barton apparently was a poor ad-libber: 
Although his makeshift “gun” had come apart 
and was lying on the floor, he still threatened 
to shoot the manager as he was fleeing.)

Adding to the list of stories that were for- 
merly weird but which now occur with such 
frequency that they must be retired from 
circulation: (79) The man who falls victim 
to a random prank by sitting innocently on 
a public restroom toilet seat that has been 
coated with glue, as happened to a 20-year- 
old man at a North Salisbury, Md., Wal-Mart 
in May.

day trips

The Benedictine Bed & Breakfast in Chicago has a terrific back 
porch. When I’m on the road, few things are more appreciated in a 
hotel room than the added touch of having a nice place outside to 
sit. Sitting outdoors, enjoying a cup of coffee in the mornings or a 
glass of wine in the evenings gives me a sense of my surroundings 
that I don’t get any other way. 

From the deck off of the kitchen at the Benedictine Bed & Breakfast, 
the steeple and Gothic architecture of the Monastery of the Holy Cross 
are framed by the second-story porch of the brick row house. In the dis- 
tance, the constant roar of the city hums at a whisper, but here every- 
thing is peaceful. 

This may be the only bed & breakfast operated by monks in the 
U.S., says Father Ignatius, our seldom-seen host. Operated by the 
monks, the bed & breakfast accommodations help financially support 
the monastery. The guest quarters are so popular that it is often dif- 
ficult to find an open date on the reservation calendar. 

One of only a few licensed bed & breakfasts near downtown 
Chicago, the monks actually offer two different accommodations. 

Both provide complete privacy and a spacious living space. The 
rooms are comfortable but modestly furnished, very much like visit- 
ing a friend’s apartment without the overcrowding. 

The St. Joseph Loft is in the back of what was once the parish 
priests’ living quarters. It has two bedrooms, a living room with a gas 
fireplace, and a kitchenette. Breakfast is prepared by a monk chef. 
“His French toast is wonderful,” Father Ignatius says with a big smile. 

The Bethany Garden House across the alley from the church is a 
favorite, partially because of a deck that looks over the monks’ vege- 
table garden. “Guests are welcome to help themselves to whatever 
is in the garden,” Father Ignatius says. 

The Garden House sleeps up to four in the six rooms, but it only 
has one small bedroom. Several years older than the 97-year-old 
church, the house is a remodeled row house that was a gift from a 
benefactor who also did much of the restoration work. 

If you’re in the mood to do the cooking, the monks stock the 
kitchen with coffee, muffins, and the makings for a full breakfast. If 
you’re not into cooking, there is a coffee shop around the corner and 
a neighborhood full of ethnic restaurants. 

The monastery was the parish church for what was once the larg- 
est congregation of Polish Catholics outside of Warsaw. The only 
Polish church in the U.S. older than this one is in Panna Maria, Texas. 




The church was closed for several years when the Chicago dio- 
cese consolidated parish churches. A contemplative order, the 
Benedictine monks do not serve a congregation. The church is open 
to the public, but most of the religious adornments were removed 
when the parish moved. It is still a beautiful sanctuary with a painted 
ceiling and ornate altar. 

The Benedictine Bed & Breakfast is at 31st and Aberdeen streets 
on the south side of Chicago. On a good night, you can hear the roar 
of the crowds at the White Sox game from the back porch. The apart- 
ments are a short walk from the bus and train lines and close to 
major freeways and South Lakeshore Drive. For information or reser-

On the evening I attended, no 
less a national theatre luminary than Jaston 
Williams stepped onto the stage to introduce 
the play - and appeared to be quite sincerely 
humbled by the task. 

That’s a lot of hype for a relatively short, 
one-person monologue that, on its surface, is 
about a gay man collecting Fiestaware while 
trying to persuade his parents to attend his planned marriage 
to his partner in Vancouver. Expectations definitely are raised. 
Anticipation can be a killer. One might think, prior to seeing 
this revival of last season’s hit State Theatre production, a 
show would have difficulty living up to such hype. 

And one would be wrong. So prepare yourself for more. 

Let’s start with Steven Tomlinson’s script. Rarely have I 
encountered an original play that displays such polish and 
depth of meaning. Metaphor after metaphor - about relation- 
ships, politics, the brain, words, eating, parents, lovers, eBay, 
love, life, loss - builds upon and nests inside the others, 


just like a set of cook- 
ing bowls. It is the 
latter that seems to 
have been the inspira- 
tion for Christopher 
McCollum’s sublime 
set, with its large set 
of half circles standing 
behind and framing the 
action that occurs on 
a kitchen floor before 
wooden shelves and 
a projection screen. 

Throughout, Lowell 
Bartholomee’s slides 
and projections, most 
often incorporating 
the six bright colors of 
Fiestaware, rhythmically 
and appropriately accompany every word of the story, as do 
the sounds provided by Ken Huncovsky and John Ore’s con- 
stantly shifting lights. While these aspects of the show are 
quite noticeable at first, they are so perfectly executed that 
eventually they fade into the background, becoming, in a way, 
a supporting character. Credit for such assiduous execution 
must go to stage manager Natalie George. Also in the back- 
ground is Christina J. Moore’s direction, which is practically 
invisible - I’m not sure a higher compliment can be paid to 
a director. In the foreground is Mr. Tomlinson’s transcendent 
performance, filled with sincerity, depth of feeling, and over- 
whelming love, especially at the end as he gently arranges 


both his and our lives before our astonished eyes. 

Due to the disastrous flood that the State Theatre suffered 
this year, this revival could well be the last production we 
see from it as a local producing organization. If it is - well, 
what a way to go. It uplifts you, renews you, teaches you, and 
fills you with hope. It makes you want to live a better life. It 
is one of the very few productions in my memory for which, 
when I knew it was ending, I wanted to be the first to stand 
and applaud, applaud until Mr. Tomlinson had been called 
repeatedly onto the stage. And I did - we did. And I made 
sure I was the last to finish.

Would you recognize 34-mi 1 1 ion-year-old dinosaur droppings 
if you saw them? What about a pterodactyl scream? In fact, 
how do we know that dinosaurs really look anything like the 
way we draw, construct, and imagine them? 

It’s possible, isn’t it, that what paleontologists 
are calling a thigh bone on a tyrannosaurus 
was actually a stomach appendage known 
only to the prehistoric ages? And the fact is, 
well ... the facts are ... urn, what were the 
facts again? 

In “Beast-Footed Feathered Serpents,” Jules 
Buck Jones and Caitlin Haskell, at the invita- 
tion of Austin’s innovative artistic think tank 
known as Fluent Collaborative, have put together a provoca- 
tive project that questions the facts - not just the facts about 
dinosaurs but all the facts we use as human beings to make 
sense of the world around us. The result is an epistemologi- 
cal treasure hunt without maps - or, more precisely, a playful 
scrutiny of the collection of facts and markers we call maps, 
laden with heavy doubt about the possibility of treasures 
in general and riddled with self-directed laughter. The map- 
markers for knowledge brought up for examination include 
a collection of POWERfacts. The smalls stack of cards that 
contain these short, pithy cl ues-to-rem ember about any beast 
in question go beyond imaginative description, yet come from 
sources which purport to hold scientific validity. For example, 
did you know, “Some species of weasel have been reported 
to perform a ‘hypnotic dance’ in front of prey, which appears 
to mesmerize it”? (With some stretch, the same stack of 




POWERfacts might have easily 
included the same intelligence 
that Colin Powell presented 
the United Nations prior to 
our invasion of Iraq.) Yet facts 
or no facts, the question that 
remains throughout “Beast- 
Footed Feathered Serpents” 
is this: How do we know that 
what we are seeing, or read- 
ing about, is anything close to 
“true” in regard to the thing 
we think we are observing? A 
series of drawings by Jones, 
depicting reconfigured dinosaur 
bones, leads one to wonder 
about all the other possible 
options for bone-connections 
from the fossils we’ve been 
left to make sense of. And 
while the cleanly drawn works 
- which include a visual pen- 
and-ink index of all the birds 
listed in the Audubon Society’s 
Field Guide to North American 
Birds and the sharp, jovial 
drawings of Peterson’s field 
guides on Atlantic and Pacific 
aquatic life - are beautiful, 
humorous, and fascinating in their exhaustive detail, it is the 
dinosaur drawings by Jones, washed with tones of aqua and 
yellow, that sum up the project. 

I admit that what I have outlined here are just map-mark- 
ers no different from those on display in the exhibit. “Beast- 
Footed Feathered Serpents” is a collaboration between an 
artist (Jones) and a writer (Haskell). You may draw your own 


conclusions from the facts they set forth for your consider- 
ation, but if they had chosen their facts differently from the 
same pile of nearly infinite options, would you have drawn the 
same conclusion? This stellar testsite is a timely reminder 
that facts, be they Paleolithic, artistic, or political, can often 
look a lot more like faith, and even subtle coercion, than 
many of us “rationalists” would like to admit. - Nikki Moore

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“Below the Surface: 

A Different Order”

Jeffrey Dell’s latest prints mark a decisive break with 
“Running Amok,” the large-scale mezzotints of Venice he 
showed at Flatbed Press in 2002 and at the Austin Museum 
of Art last year. All representational imag- 
ery has been cast aside in a new body of 
screenprints that delves deeply into process. 
Dell printed layer upon layer of acrylic paint 
onto sheets of cotton rag paper, then bent, 
scraped, and otherwise violated this support 
to get below the surface, as the title for his 
half of this joint show with Marjorie Moore 
makes plain. Strata of pink, red, and white 
paint are hidden underneath the top coat, 
which tends toward an institutional blue in much of the work. 
Dell has also broken a few rules of printmaking and allowed 
fingerprints, plus pushpin holes, to remain visible. 

An entire wall of discrete works shows evidence of the 
same fold or scrape made horizontally down the middle 
of the paper in print after print, giving the impression of a 
geological timeline, as well as a sense of time’s passage as 
each layer is built up and eroded away. This awareness of 
accumulation is accompanied by a feeling of loss, an aspect 
of printmaking that isn’t always obvious - engraving or etch- 
ing a mark and then scraping and burnishing the copper 
plate, applying a field of color only to cover it up with anoth- 
er. The erased mark disappears, but it has already changed 
the plate itself. In the case of Dell’s screenprints, the hidden 
layers are brought back to the surface but only in fragments. 
This erosion effect is skillfully manufactured and satisfies 
more thoroughly with prolonged inspection. I am curious to 
see where this new direction will take Dell. Even if “Below 




the Surface” turns out to be 
transitional work, it is surely 
not a dead end. 

Marjorie Moore treads in 
more familiar territory with 
“A Different Order.” Moore 
shows parts of the collection 
of scientific and pop-culture 
artifacts she has amassed 
over the years alongside paint- 
ings and drawings inspired by 
these objects in an enclosed 
space that provokes intimacy 
- part wunderkammer, part 
attic. A sense of loss per- 
vades this work, too, but it 
operates on another level: 

There is the loss of life 
endemic to road-killed frogs 
and taxidermied birds, as 
well as the passage out of 
childhood, marked here by a 
collection of discarded toys. 

Moore’s project does not aim 
to embalm these artifacts in 
nostalgia, however, but to rein- 
vest them with new meaning. 

Aves, Aves, Aves combines 
bird toys, dead birds, broken 
eggshells, and two canvas 
boxes upon which Moore has 
drawn birds of various species. The grouping of found objects 
and drawings adds a layer of organizational complexity to 
Moore’s taxonomy. In fact, in this context we might think 
of drawing as another kind of ordering, a way of arranging 
and interpreting the world around us. And the ordering goes 
further: The boxes and found objects could be actively rear- 
ranged by an intrepid viewer. The combination works on a

conceptual level, but I have a hard time stomaching taxider- 
my-as-art. Most successful are a number of smaller cubes, 
collectively called the Biology Box series, which take the 
cabinet-of-curiosities idea to another level. These diminutive 
boxes also bear carefully rendered fauna on each surface, 
transforming Moore’s drawings into something like the speci- 
mens they depict. - Amanda Douberley

There’s an old screenwriting credo that a 
good ending is both surprising and inevitable. 

It’s that “what the ... ?” sensa- 
tion, followed almost immedi- 
ately by the “ah, of course” 
calm. The experience is much 
like having just been taken on 
an adventurous journey by a 
reliable guide. This combina- 
tion of surprise and comfort 
defines the power of Little Miss 
Sunshine. The film is bounti- 
ful with unconventionality and 
quirk, but at the end of the day, it’s a tradi- 
tional story that delivers in a satisfying way. 

Sunshine embraces the well-paved comedy 
road-trip structure with more than one rip-off, 
er, homage to the classic National Lampoon's 
Vacation. And the film is so much fun, it’s 
almost impossible not to enjoy the journey. 

Like any indie comedy worth its weight in quirkiness, the movie is 
packed with offbeat characters, all struggling to find meaning in 
life: The Nietzsche-obsessed teenage son (Dano) hasn’t spoken in 
nine months; the father (Kinnear) is a motivational speaker with 
boundless determination and little insight; the grandfather (Arkin) 
is a heroin-shooting hedonist who can rarely communicate without 
shouting; and the uncle (Careli) pretty much takes the cake of idio- 
syncrasies as a gay, suicidal Proust scholar. When the 7-year-old 
daughter (Breslin) is accepted to compete in a prepubescent beauty 
pageant, the race is on to get from New Mexico to California. Amid 
this eclectic ensemble (which includes Collette as a put-upon wife), 
there’s not a weak link among the performances. Arkin is on the top 
of his game, and Careli brings realism to a role that could have easily 
galloped away into caricature-land. But as the starry-eyed, wannabe 


pageant queen, Breslin is amazing; she captures the heart of the 
film. Dayton and Faris, a husband-and-wife directing team, manage 
genuine emotion in their feature debut and succeed in grounding the 
often-outrageous film. It doesn’t hurt that the script, by first-timer 
Michael Arndt, paints hilarious and well-rounded portraits of the 
six-member family. But while precisely stylized use of the camera 
evokes a boldness reminiscent of The Graduate or early Woody Allen, 
endearing moments are the glue holding this frequently cynical movie 
together. When the family finally arrives at its destination, the depic- 
tion of child pageant queens, at once disturbing and hilarious, is the 
cherry on top of this wild ride. The result is a climactic scene that 
is pretty near perfect: both laugh-out-loud surprising and endearingly 
inevitable. - Toddy Burton

CROSSING THE BRIDGE: 

THE SOUND OF ISTANBUL 

D: Fatih Akin; with Alexander Hacke. ( N R, 90 mi n . ) 

This trip through musical Istanbul 
- from underground hip-hop clubs in the 
revitalized slum of Beyogu to circle dances 
at a Romany wedding - is a little prettier 
than it is deep, but it provides a window 
into the variegated subcultures of a city 
one musician calls “a bridge crossed 
by 72 nations.” Our guide is Alexander 
Hacke, bassist for experimental band 
Einsturzende Neubauten. Really. Hacke 
composed the score for Akin’s previous 
film, 2004’s Flead-On, and while he’s 
a perfectly plausible stand-in for the 
European neophyte, his puppyish enthusi- 
asm is distracting in moments; it’s a bit 
like being on holiday with him. Packing a 
dozen microphones and a portable studio, 
Hacke sets out to collect the sounds of 
Istanbul “in order to understand them.” 

He finds Baba Zula, a psychedelic under- 
ground band whose drummer has a dar- 
buka in place of a snare. He finds Ceza, 
who raps in rapid-fire Turkish, and Duman, 
a Telecaster rock band with a singer who 
lived in Seattle during the grunge years 
and retains an aspect of Eddie Vedder. 
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There are breakdancers - the Istanbul 
Style Breakers, who are quite good - and 
Mevlevi, or Sufi dervishes. All the art- 
ists resist being categorized according 
to their Eastern or Western influences: “I 
don’t believe the east starts in Istanbul 
and goes to China,” says one, “and the 
West starts in Greece and goes to L.A.” 
The movie slows down when it gets to 
the superstars of Turkish music: pop 
star Sezen Aksu and sax player Orhan 
Gencebay, both of whom perform. Akin 
and Hacke rarely pause to ruminate on 
any of their discoveries, and ultimately the 
movie doesn’t deliver a strong statement 
about what unites the different sounds 
of Istanbul. Though its photography is 
keen and vibrant and its concept elegantly 
simple, the movie doesn’t quite add up 
beyond its performances. - Marrit Ingman

San Angelo purveyors of “Texican Rock 
& Roll,” Los Lonely Boys get a documenta- 
ry to call their own in Austinite Hector 
Galan’s reverential look at the band, the 
culture, and various and sundry pit stops 
along the way to securing quadruple nomi- 
nations and a win for Best Pop Vocal 
Performance by a Duo or Group at the 
2005 Grammy Awards. Not unexpectedly, 
it was a long, circuitous path, but Galan, 
who’s covered Tejano music before 
(2001 ’s Accordion Dreams, 1995 ’s Songs 
of the Homeland ), is more than up to the 
task. It’s well-nigh unthinkable that there 
are still Texans out there who haven’t 
heard of, if not swooned over, the Garza 
brothers’ exquisitely soulful blend of SRV- 
style, guitar-driven, conjunto rock & roll, so 
Cornfields and Crossroads wisely offers up 
much more than the standard tour-film 
fare. This is at its heart a classic barrio- 
to-Grammy story that begins with sibs 
JoJo, Henry, and Ringo returning to the 
outright adjulation of a hometown San 
Angelo crowd after departing some four 
months earlier for a whirlwind world tour 
that took them to Hawaii, New York, and 
points in between; meanwhile, their single 
“Heaven” and debut CD Los Lonely Boys 
was rocketing up the charts, eventually 


going multiplatinum. Family patriarch and 
longtime musician Enrique “Ringo” Garza 
Sr. and the close bonds of el familia are 
at the heart of Galan’s documentary, 
which looks back at the history of Tejano 
music in and around the San Angelo area 
- name-dropping old-schoolers like Los 
Gallitos and Los Tejanos - as well as the 
Garza boys’ high school love of both the 
music their father taught them on his 
knee, literally, and such pop-barrio-culture 
staples as those zoot-suiter favorites, 
Stacy Adams shoes. The film then moves 
on to their Austin debut at the Saxon Pub 
and discovery by producer Kevin 
Wommack, Willie Nelson, and local music 
standard-bearer Jody Denberg of taste- 
making FM outlet KGSR. Cottonfields and 
Crossroads is crammed to bursting with 
reminiscences of the family’s ill-fated 
sojourn to Nashville, where they were 
laughed at by the clueless country-music 
cognescenti; the hard-charging drive that 
was instilled in the trio by Ringo Sr.; and 
assorted incidences of discrimination 
before their eventual triumph. This is a 
document of persistence, passion, and 
some of the finest rock & roll since Stevie 
Ray Vaughan’s untimely exit. - Marc Savlov

ONCE IN A LIFETIME 

D: John Dower, Paul Crowder. 
(PG-13, 97 min.) 

Fronted in the mid- 
Seventies by ultra-charismat- 
ic Brazilian superstar Pele, 
the Cosmos were the heroic 
ideal for Yanqui kids like 
myself, who were only just 
then learning the joys of a 
sport that had already long 
been a part of the fabric of 
every other culture in the 
world. Soccer, for the first 
time in our nation’s history, 
had become, seemingly 
overnight, a mammoth draw 
that threatened to siphon 
off the fans who would oth- 
erwise be more interested 
in ham-fisted testosterone 
cases like “Broadway” Joe 
Namath and Roger Staubach 
or in how many teeth the 
New York Rangers had sacri- 
ficed that year. The unex- 
pected rise and meteoric fall 
of the North American 
Soccer League in those 
heady, silly years is chroni- 
cled for the first time in 
Dower and Crowder’s charm- 
ingly chatty documentary, 
which ably tracks both the 
birth of the sport on these 
shores (a direct result of 
the sheer willpower of 
sports-mad Warner 
Communications honcho 
Steve Ross) and its ignomin- 
ious downfall, which arrived, 
again, almost overnight with 
the leave-taking of Pele just 
a few years later. And it 
never would have happened 
without the diplomatic skill 
of ... Henry Kissinger. That’s 
no joke, either. Having 
bought the exceedingly rag- 
tag New York Cosmos a year 
earlier, Ross set his sights 
on recruiting the best of the 
best for his fledgling foot- 
balling empire, and at that 
point the best was Edson 
Arantes “Pele” Nascimemto, 
who had just retired from 
captaining the Brazilian 
team after leading them to 
two World Cup victories. The 
Braziian government, howev- 
er, implored Pele to play just 


one more season with his 
national team, while upstairs 
in El Norte, Ross offered up 
the sort of mad loot (an 
estimated $5.1 million) that 
might sway a hero from his 
home turf. But ultimately, it 
all came down to Ross call- 
ing in favors, none of which 
was more important than 
that of Dr. Strangelove him- 
self, who broke the stale- 
mate between Brazil and 
Ross and got Pele on a 
plane to New York City. Ross 
and co-owners the Ertegun 
Brothers quickly packed 
their team with ringers, 
including Germany’s Franz 
Beckenbauer, Brazil’s Carlos 
Alberto, and the egomania- 
cal Italian Giorgio Chinaglia, 
whom many would later 
point to as being instrumen- 
tal in the team’s downfall. 
Once in a Lifetime is packed 
with observations and recri- 
mations, many of the latter 
aimed at or by Chinaglia, 
which makes for some gos- 
sipy entertainment. Who 
remembers, for one, that the 
Cosmos’ Shep Messing, at 
the height of his soccer 
career, posed nude for a 
women’s skin rag? Or that 
the team, players, handlers, 
owners, and all, were regu- 
larly bussed over to Studio 
54 post-match to boogie the 
night away amid the 
Warholian glitterati of the 
day? Or that they sold out 
every one of Giants 
Stadium’s 77,000 seats at 
the height of their popularity, 
occasionally with screaming 
hangovers that would have 
felled lesser athletes? 

Once in a Lifetime’s only 
major failing is the fact 
that the iconic Pele is seen 
only in period footage. 
Reports are that the film- 
makers didn’t think it was 
worth expending the singu- 
larly vast amount of money 
the Cosmos’ superstar 
requested to appear in 
their documentary. They 
were wrong. - Marc Savlov

This is not the movie we might have 
expected from Oliver Stone on this sub- 
ject. Most commonly recognized for his 
bold, broad strokes and contrarian inves- 
tigations, Stone here abandons the grand 
sweep for the miniature view. Instead of 
conducting a full-on exploration of the 
innumerable facets of this national trage- 
dy, a wound still raw on the eve of its fifth 
anniversary, Stone has opted to zero in 
on discrete individuals and tell their fact- 
based story with a remarkable economy 
of expressionistic detail and bombast. In 
fact, it’s more likely that viewers will see 
in the film representations of the attitudes 
and opinions they themselves hold, rather 
than anything Stone might have intended 
to convey. From its nondescript title on 
down, World Trade Center serves as some- 
thing of a Rorschach test. Each viewer 
can find in the title whatever meaning may 
be desired. Technically, Stone’s film is an 
impressive achievement. It is unlikely you 
will ever again use the word “harrowing” 
with blithe abandon after spending so

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much time trapped with these two unlikely 
survivors in the groaning rubble of the 
shattered monoliths. The painstakingly 
accurate story of the two trapped Port 
Authority police officers, John McLoughlin 
(Cage) and Will Jimeno (Pena), is excruci- 
ating to endure, despite widespread knowl- 
edge of their situation’s fortunate out- 
come. Their day starts out as an ordinary 
Tuesday, as they troll the bus terminal 
for the usual panhandlers, vagrants, and 
teenage runaways. Then the call comes in, 
and McLoughlin’s squad rushes downtown, 
though McLoughlin is the first to admit 
that there is no plan for a rescue on this 
scale. Rather than the gung-ho heroes 
of popular myth, McLoughlin’s men are 
shown as hesitant realists when asked 
to volunteer to enter the tenuously stand- 
ing buildings. Once they’re inside, the 
rescue mission has barely begun before 
the building collapses around them. Most 
of the movie is spent with the survivors 
McLoughlin and Jimeno, their bodies 
buried and only their faces visible to the 
audience, although not to each other. With 
them, we are forced to endure what is 
unendurable, to find shards of hope within 
the hopelessness and impotence. Stone 
offers respites by crosscutting between 
the trapped men and their occasional hal- 
lucinations and families, living in limbo 
while awaiting word of any sort. These 
passages do little to amplify the story; 
they serve merely as palliative cutaways 
from the men’s dire circumstances. More 
frightening than the darkness and the 
implied pain these two experience are the 
sounds of the building collapsing and bod- 
ies falling around them. (Remember this 
movie’s sound design come awards sea- 
son.) Another story strand is that of Dave 
Karnes (Michael Shannon), the ex-Marine 
who feels called by God to go to Ground 
Zero, and becomes the rescuer who dis- 
covers McLoughlin and Jimeno. His decla- 
mation, “You are our mission,” becomes 
the film’s healing moment. This is the 
idea Stone wants us to take away from his 
film, a concept also reformulated in Cage/ 
McLouglin’s voiceover in the epilogue: 

9/11 also brought out the goodness in 
people. Like Mrs. Miniver, Stone’s film has 
given us a story about perseverance dur- 
ing wartime (with an interventional assist 
from one dedicated Marine). And although 
the conclusion is heavily sentimental- 
ized, Stone finds the common ground 
Americans can rally around for relief from 
the devastation: We are, in the final analy- 
sis, good people. - Marjorie Baumgarten

It’s back to the future for Linklater in his animated 
film version of Philip K. Dick’s 1977 acclaimed sci- 
ence-fiction novel, A Scanner Darkly. Animating the 
film proves to be a terrific strategy, as it enhances 
the story’s mood of squinty surveillance and ubiqui- 
tous uncertainty. The plot grows dense as the overall 
paranoia mounts, and there’s no clarity as to who’s 
spying on whom or what’s real and what’s drug- 
induced. In this regard, the movie, like Dick’s book, 
is one of the best depictions of the drug-addled 
state. However, its accuracy doesn’t fully compen- 
sate for the experience of confusion while watching 
the film. What A Scanner Darkly excels at is mood 
and tone, and Dick’s story about there being no dif- 
ference between cops and criminals in a world of 
pervasive surveillance is as cautionary a tale today 
and tomorrow as it was 30 years ago.

Opening with a mock funeral for General 
Motors’ EV1 electric car, this multifaceted 
documentary seeks the culprit responsible for its 
demise and finds plenty of blame to go around. 
The story unfolds like a good murder mystery, 
broadening its scope into areas such as grass- 
roots organizing, corporate conspiracies, and gov- 
ernmental interference. The history of the electric 
car is largely a California-based saga due to the 
state’s passage of the Zero Emissions Mandate 
in 1990. By 1996 GM released the EV1, a com- 
pletely electric-powered car, but despite consumer 
happiness with the vehicle, the entire fleet of 
EVls was recalled by GM in 2001. The film inter- 
views owners, automakers, legislators, and engi- 
neers to find out why the car posed such a threat 
to the status quo.

Q. Extra protein at breakfast helps me get through 
a hectic morning, but Em sensitive to dairy and soy, 
so I have been trying hemp protein powder instead. 
Blended with fruit or juice it tastes OK and boosts my 
fiber intake, but does it really have the “good fats” it 
claims? Also, is there any chance that eating hemp 
protein would lead to a positive drug-test result? 

A. For decades the Drug Enforcement 
Administration allowed foods made with hemp 
seed and hemp oil to be sold in the U.S. as long 
as the hemp was grown outside the U.S., in 
Canada for instance. Such foods contain only 
a tiny fraction of THC or delta-9-tetrahydrocan- 
nabinol, the psychoactive ingredient found in 
marijuana. In 2001, the DEA suddenly decided 
that the Controlled Substances Act applied to 
food with any amount of THC, and in 2003, 
it banned the sale of all edible hemp products. 

The ruling was reversed in 2004, and hemp food 
products are available again. 

Although hemp protein is by no means a per- 
fect food, it is a valuable source of fiber, proteins, 
and essential fatty acids. Compared to flax and 
soy, an analysis of the nutrients in hemp protein 
is impressive. Hemp protein has more fiber than 
flax seeds, a more biologically balanced protein 
than soy, and is a good source of gamma linole- 
nic acid, one of the anti-inflammatory fatty acids. 

The omega-6 to omega-3 fatty acid ratio is good, 
though not as good as flax. Some people have 
trouble with substances in flax seeds that release 
cyanide, and many people have trouble digest- 
ing soy products due to the presence of certain 
substances that inhibit protein digestion. Hemp 
protein does not suffer from these problems and, 
in addition, is easy to grow organically. 

There is no doubt that hemp has been culti- 
vated for centuries and used as a source of both 
food and fiber. There is also no doubt that its 
more potent relatives (marijuana for example) 
have been used for centuries to produce eupho- 
ria and other altered states of consciousness. 

As near as anyone can determine, the only real 
difference between hemp and marijuana is the 
higher concentration of THC in marijuana. 
Older studies, using less precise methods and 
instruments, indicated that consumption of 
hemp products could raise the urinary levels of 
THC above the limits used in drug screening. 
More recent research has found that concentra- 
tions of THC are considerably lower than those 
reported earlier, due either to changes in the 
commercially available hemp food products or 
to improved analytical techniques. It is now 
estimated that, in order to excrete the lowest 
amount of THC that would test positive by 
current government standards, one would have 
to consume at least two -thirds of a pound of 
hemp seeds, supplying 0.6 grams of THC, on 
the day of the test. Although this is a manage- 
able amount, it is unlikely that anyone would 
purposely consume this much. 

Even though eating a hemp food product is 
unlikely to produce a positive drug-test result, 
bear in mind that the legal limit for THC is not 
necessarily the safe limit. There has never been 
a documented fatality from THC overdose, but 
recent findings reveal changes in brain chemistry 
with even small amounts of THC. Most urine 
tests detect only THC carboxylic acid (an inactive 
metabolite) rather than THC or any of its active | 
metabolites. Testing for the THC carboxylic acid f 

metabolite may not relate to intoxication. J

LANDLORD & TENANT ISSUES 
- SECURITY DEPOSIT ISSUES 

It’s the time of year when many Austinites are on the 
move. This week’s column addresses several questions 
related to security deposits on a previous lease. 

I moved out of my old apartment more than two months 
ago, but my old landlord still hasn’t returned my security 
deposit. How long can she hold on to the security deposit ? 

Texas law requires a landlord to refund a security 
deposit to a tenant by the 30th day after the tenant 
moves out. However, the landlord is not obligated 
to return a tenant’s security deposit until the tenant 
gives the landlord a written statement of the tenant’s 
forwarding address. In these situations, it can be 
helpful to send a letter, preferably via certified mail, 
to the landlord verifying the tenant’s mailing address 
and informing the landlord that Texas law requires the 
security deposit to be returned within 30 days. 

If I give a large security deposit that the landlord is 
going to keep during the year lease, am I entitled to get any 
interest back from the security deposit ? 

No. Texas law does not require a landlord to pay 
interest on a security deposit, regardless of the size of 
your security deposit or the length of your lease. Texas 
is different from many other states, which require land- 
lords to maintain a separate account for each security 
deposit and/or pay interest on the security deposit. 

I want to tell my landlord to use my security deposit as 
partial payment for my last month’s rent because I think 
he may try to cheat me out of all or part of my security 
deposit. 

Bad idea. The security deposit is designed to protect 
the landlord in case you damage the property. It is not 
intended to be a substitute for the last month’s rent. 
Under Texas law, if a tenant uses the security deposit 
as the last month’s rent, the landlord may be able to 
recover three times the amount of the rent withheld, as 
well as his attorney’s fees, if he has to take you to court 
to recover the rent.

WHAT TO DO ABOUT A 
WIMPY-SOUNDING HORN 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I have a 2005 Honda Civic EX special edi- 
tion. It gets great mileage and looks sporty, 
though is rather tame. However, it has a posi- 
tively wimpy horn. The horn is so had that I am 
embarrassed to blow it, ever. I have talked to 
several Honda dealers, and they are not really 
helpful. I would be happy to replace it with a 
Honda Odyssey or Accord horn, or something 
that sounds more substantial, but the dealer 
service departments seem at a loss. Do I need to 
find some car specialty shop and buy an after- 
market horn, or is there hope within the Honda 
dealerships ? - Bill 

RAY: Well, the dealerships generally don’t 
like to do things out of the ordinary. 
Especially things that involve spit and chew- 
ing gum. But this can be done, Bill. 

TOM: It’s actually easy to do. If the dealer 
won’t do it for you, I’m sure you can find 
another shop that will. All car horns are 
essentially the same. They all run on 12 
volts, and they’re all approximately 4 inches 
in diameter. 

RAY: So, all you need to do is find a car 
whose horn you like the sound of, and then 
go to that dealership’s parts department and 
buy a horn. 

TOM: Or just wait ’til it’s dark and make 
a swap!

Baby boomers break down into two basic categories: Ones who 
like the Beatles and ones who like the Stones. No doubt you could 
come up with a more sophisticated classification system, one that 
accounts for a Byzantine array of physiological, psychological, and 
sociological variations (type of PT Cruiser, for instance), but if you 
want to get a quick read of a boomer’s headspace, the Beades/Stones 
thing is a good place to start. Try it sometime. Jump up on the bar at 
the Donn’s Depot or Eddie V’s and scream, “Mickjagger kicks John 
Lennon’s ass!” Never mind the obvious stupidity of the statement, 
just watch the rhetorical melee that ensues. Stones fans will claim 
that the Mick is a true blue-collar rock & roller, and Lennon was a 
pretentious whiner. Lennonites will defend John as the second com- 
ing of Jesus (or something even bigger) and say Mick is a fat-lipped, 
exploitative poser. The truth is, both were skinny Brit kids from mid- 
dle-class backgrounds. Methodologically however, they couldn’t be 
further apart. While Lennon aimed for the head, Jagger worked the 
body. Lennon smoked pot, protested, and sought spiritual enlighten- 
ment; Jagger swilled booze and drugs, dirty danced, and rode giant 
inflatable penises. Neither was particularly genuine in anything other 
than his love of American roots music. Nonetheless, how you come 
down on the Stones/Beatles issue says a lot about who you are as a 
middle-aged white person. Do you go for Lennon’s love-in imagin- 
ings or Jagger ’s strut and swagger? Do you like tie-dye and sitar or 
leather and guitar? Or maybe you’re too young to know or even care.

Don’t worry, if you’ve never heard of any of the 
preceding bands, you’ll still know the music . . . and vice-versa. It’s a 
win-win for young and old alike, plus it’s a benefit for Jeff Tonn, who 
is suffering from an undiagnosed illness.
